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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF 
RANDOLPH  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE    I— NAME    AND    OBJECT 
Section  1.     The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be   the  Randolph 
Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.     The  objects  of  this  organization  shall  be: 

a.  The   promotion    of    harmony,     fellowship    and    cooperation 
among  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

b.  The  propagation  of  the  Gospel  within  the  territory  of  the 
Association  and  to  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth. 

Section  3.  The  promotion  of  the  missionary,  educational  and 
benevolent  causes  of  Christ  within  the  Association  and  in  cooperation 
with  the  State  Baptist  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II— MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  mes- 
sengers of  Baptist  churches  regularly  affiliated  with  the  Association. 
All  churches  desiring  affiliation  with  the  Association  shall  present  to 
the  Committee  on  Organization  of  New  Churches  proper  petitions, 
accompanied  by  satisfactory  evidences  of  doctrinal  regularity  and 
general  acceptability.  After  one  year  under  the  watchcare  of  the 
Association  the  said  Committee  will  report  to  the  Association  its 
recommendation.  Upon  a  favorable  vote  of  two-thirds  majority  of 
the  messengers  present  at  the  annual  associational  meeting  the  pe- 
titioning church  may  become  regularly  affiliated  with  the  Association. 

Section  2.  (A)  Fellowship  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  Association 
at  any  annual  meeting,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, from  any  church  in  its  membership  that  has  been  found,  by 
due  investigation,  to  have  departed  from  the  Missionary  Baptist  faith 
and  practices,  or  has  failed  to  abide  by  the  provision  of  this  Constitution 
and  By-Laws. 

(B)  Such  a  church  'may,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  vote  of  the  Association,  be  placed  on  probation  until 
the  conditions  prompting  such  action  have  been  corrected.  Messengers 
from  any  church  on  probation  shall  not  be  allowed  to  vote  in  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Association. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  furnish  to  the 
Association  each  year  a  letter,  on  the  form  provided  by  the  Clerk, 
giving  full  information  and  statistics  provided  for  on  the  form,  and  to 
send  with  the  letter  or  by  messenger  a  contribution  toward  the  cost 
of  printing  the  minutes  and  other  expenses  of  the  Association. 

Section  4.  It  is  understood  that  each  church  in  this  Association 
is  independent  and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association 
has  no  authority  over  the  churches,    except  of  an  advisory  nature. 

ARTICLE  III— MEETINGS 
Section  1.     The    Association    shall   meet    annually    on    Wednesday 
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and  Thursday  following  the  third  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  messengers 
chosen  by  the  respective  churches  of  the  Association  from  their  mem- 
bership. Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers  and  one 
additional  messenger  for  each  fifty  members,  or  fraction  thereof, 
above  one  hundred  it  has  enrolled.  All  pastors  in  the  Association  and 
the  Associational  Field  Worker  are  messengers  in  all  the  Associational 
meetings,    each  having  but  one  vote. 

Section  3.  The  Association  may  hold  a  Mid-Term  meeting  each 
spring  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Association 
or  its  Executive  Committee.  The  purpose  of  the  Mid-Term  meeting 
shall  be  that  of  information  and  inspiration  without  the  transaction 
of  business,  except  that  urgent  matters  of  business  which  cannot  well 
be  delayed  until  a  later  meeting  may  be  considered  and  acted  upon. 

Section  4.  Other  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  held  when 
called   by  the   Executive    Committee. 

Section  5.  A  church  may  withdraw  from  membership  in  the 
Association  by  a  vote  of  the  church  according  to  its  own  by-laws, 
regulations    or   procedure. 

ARTICLE   IV— OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator,     Clerk,     Treasurer    and    three    Trustees. 

Section  2.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  day  of  the 
regular  annual  session.  They  shall  take  office  at  the  close  of  the 
Annual  Session  and  serve  through  the  next  Annual  Session.  Any 
officer  may  be  re-elected  with  the  exception  of  the  Moderator,  who 
shall  not  serve  more  than  two  years  in  succession. 

Sestion  3.     Duties  of  the  officers: 

a.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the 
Association  and  discharge  such  duties  as  are  incumbent 
on  the  presiding  officer  of  a  deliberative  body. 

b.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  Modera- 
tor in  the  absence  of  or  at  the  request  of  the  Moderator. 

c.  The  Clerk  shall  record  and  preserve  the  proceedings  of 
the  Association,  together  with  the  reports  and  statistics, 
and  have  the  same  printed  and  distributed.  The  Treasurer 
shall  preserve  all  money  paid  into  the  treasury,  pay  the 
same  to  the  order  of  the  Association,  and  make  a  full 
and  complete  report  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  at 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

d.  The  duties  of  the  Trustees  shall  toe  to  transfer  or  hold 
title  to  any  properties  for  the  Association.  All  trans- 
actions of  said  Trustees  shall  be  authorized  by  the  Asso- 
ciation  or  its   Executive   Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Association  endorses  the  continued  operation  of 
organizations  among  the  churches  of  the  Association  for  the  promotion 
of  the  various  phases  of  their  work  including  the  Sunday  School, 
Baptist  Training  Union,    Baptist  Brotherhood   and  Woman's   Mission- 
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ary  Union.  The  officers  of  the  Associational  Sunday  School,  Assoeia- 
tional  Baptist  Training  Union,  and  the  Associational  Baptist  Brother- 
hood shall  be  nominated  by  their  Nominating  Committee  and  the  Nom- 
inating Committee  of  the  Association,  and  approved  and  elected  by 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association,  and  shall  serve  from 
October  1  to  September  30.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be 
recognized  as  an  auxiliary  organization  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V— EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
Section  1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Committee 
comprised  of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Trus- 
tees of  the  Association,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent, 
Associational  Baptist  Training  Union  Director,  Associational  Baptist 
Brotherhood  President,  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  President, 
the  Associational  Field  Worker,  all  pastors,  all  church  educational 
directors,  and  one  member  of  each  church  in  the  Association  desiring 
representation  on  the  Committee. 
Section  2. 

a.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  meetings  once  each 
quarter  during  the  second  month  of  the  quarter,  the 
date  to  be  set  by  the  Board  itself,  and  at  such  other  times 
as  may  be  required  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator,  or  at 
the  call  of  not  less  than  five  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

b.  Twenty  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
required  to  be  present  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

c.  To  act  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Association  between  sessions. 

d.  To  carry  out  the  orders  and  resolutions  of  the  Associa- 
tion pertaining  to  it. 

e.  To  superintend  the  Associational  Mission  work,  employ 
a  missionary  and   determine   the   salary  to   be   paid. 

f.  To  fill  vacancies  which  may  occur  during  the  year  in  the 
personnel  of  the  Associational  officers  or  workers  for  the 
remainder  of  such  unexpired  term. 

g.  To  investigate  any  report  of  complaint  that  may  be  brought 
to  its  attention  about  irregularity  of  doctrine,  practice,  or 
conduct  on  the  part  of  any  individual  or  group  in  the 
Association  and  report  its  finding  with  such  recommenda- 
tions as  it  considers  advisable,  to  the  Association  in  a 
regular   meeting. 

h.  To  make  such  recommendations  as  it  may  deem  wise  for 
the  strengthening  and  upbuilding  of  the  churches  and  the 
work  of  the  Association. 

i.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  not  involve  the  Association 
in  debt  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  for  necessary  operat- 
ing expenses  of  the  Association. 

j.  To  appoint  and  elect  the  officers  for  the  Associational 
organizations  of  the  Sunday  School,  Baptist  Training 
Union    and    Baptist    Brotherhood. 
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ARTICLE  VI— COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Com- 
mittees some  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 
This  Committee  shall  prepare  its  report  and  shall  be  given  the  oppor- 
tunity to  submit  its  report  early  on  the  program  of  the  first  day  of 
the  annual  session.  The  Committee  shall  name  the  following  commit- 
tees to  report  during  the  annual  session:  Committee  on  Memorials, 
Committee  on  Appreciation,  and  such  other  committees  as  may  be 
requested  by  the  Association  or  Moderator.  The  Committee  on  Com- 
mittees shall  also  name  the  following  standing  committees:  Committee 
on  Ordination,  Committee  on  Organization  of  new  churches,  Radio 
Committee,  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  Committee  on  Goals, 
Nominating  Committee,  Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  Committee,  Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  Missions 
Committee,  and  such  other  committees  as  may  be  requested  by  the 
Association  or  by  the  Moderator. 

Section  2.     Duties   of  the  Committees: 

a.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  will  receive  all 
invitations  of  churches  which  desire  the  Association  to 
meet  with  them  the  next  two  years  and  will  recommend  to 
the  Association  the  place  to  meet  the  following  year,  with- 
out regard  to  the  order  in  which  the  invitations  may 
have  been  received.  This  Committee  will  also  recommend 
a  preacher  and  an  alternate  for  the  annual  sermon  at  the 
next  session. 

b.  The  Committee  on  Memorials  will  prepare  a  list  of  those 
members  of  the  churches  who  have  died  during  the  year 
and  present  suitable  memorial  resolutions  for  adoption 
by  the  Association. 

c.  The  Committee  on  Appreciation  will  prepare  and  present 
appropriate  resolutions   of   appreciation. 

d.  The  Committee  on  Goals  will  consist  of  the  Associational 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Di- 
rector, Brotherhood  President  and  Superintendent  or 
Evangelism  Chairman.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  at 
the  August  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  under 
the  authority  of  Article  5,  Section  2,  Sub-Section  J,  and 
shall  be  authorized  to  act  from  the  August  meeting,  and 
to  present  at  the  Association  session  in  October  suitable 
goals  for  the  work  of  the  Association  during  the  ensuing 
year. 

e.  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  will  prepare  well  in 
advance  a  suggested  order  of  business  for  the  annual 
meeting.  The  committee  will  notify  those  who  are  to 
make  reports  or  have  parts  on  the  program.  This  sug- 
gested order  of  business  will  then  be  presented  to  the  As- 
sociation  at   its   regular   meeting. 

f.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  a  complete  slate 
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of   officers    for    the    next    year,     excepting    the    Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator,    Clerk   and  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII— ORDINATION  AND  CALLING  OF  PASTORS 
Section  1.  Inasmuch  as  the  ordination  of  a  man  to  the  gospel 
ministry  by  any  church  in  this  Association  is  expected  to  be  recognized 
by  the  denomination  as  a  whole,  the  churches  are  counseled  to  be 
extremely  careful  in  the  matter  of  setting  men  apart  for  this  sacred 
calling,  ordaining  only  those  who,  by  irreproachable  character,  piety 
of  life,  doctrinal  soundness  and  suitable  talents,  give  promise  of 
honoring  the  name  of  Christ  and  of  rendering  acceptable  service  in  the 
missionary  Baptist   ministry. 

Section  2.  To  aid  the  churches  in  this  vital  matter,  the  Association 
will  appoint  each  year  a  committee  of  five  of  the  pastors  to  be  called 
the  Committee  on  Ordination.  Any  church  desiring  to  ordain  a  brother 
to  the  ministry  may  request  the  said  Committee  to  act  as  a  presbytery 
for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  brother  as  to  his  fitness  for  the  Baptist 
ministry,    and,    if  he  is  found  qualified,    to  assist  in  the  ordination. 

Section  3.  The  churches  are  urged  also  to  exercise  the  utmost 
care  and  wisdom,  earnestly  seeking  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
in  calling  of  their  pastors,  choosing  only  men  who  give  evidence  by 
their  Christian  character,  cooperative  spirit  and  leadership  ability, 
that  they  will  serve  the  best  interests  of  the  churches,  the  denomi- 
nation,   and  the  cause   of  Christ. 

ARTICLE  VIII— NEW  CHURCHES 
Baptist  churches  may  be  organized  and  established  in  localities 
within  the  territory  of  this  Association  when  such  new  churches  are 
seen  to  be  needed.  Those  interested  in  organizing  a  new  church  may 
seek  the  counsel  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Missions  Commit- 
tee of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  IX— RULES  AND  ORDER  OF  DECORUM 
This  Association  shall  be  governed  in  its  meetings  by  such  rules 
and  by-laws  as  may  be  adopted,    amended,    or  set  aside  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  messengers  present.    Kerfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law"  will  be 
the  guide  in  all  parliamentary  matters. 

ARTICLE  X— ADOPTION 
The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
its  adoption  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers   present 
and  shall  supersede  any  and  all  constitutions,    by-laws,    and   amend- 
ments previously  adopted. 

ARTICLE  XI— AMENDMENTS 
This  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular 
annual  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  pres- 
ent, provided  the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  in 
written  form  on  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  vote  on 
any  proposed  amendment  so  presented  may  be  deferred  until  the 
second  day  if  requested  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present.

BAPTIST  LITERATURE  REPORT 

Have  you  ever  stopped  to  think  that  God  chose  to  use  writing  as 
His  means  of  self-revelation  to  the  world?  He  made  known  His  nature 
and  will  to  men  through  writing.  Where  would  the  world  be  today 
were  it  not  for  the  divinely-written  relevation,  the  Bible?  Since 
God  Himself  saw  fit  to  use  literature  to  reveal  His  will,  as  Christians 
it  is  obvious  that  we  have  a  divine  plan  to  follow. 

Since  1833,  the  news  .media  for  North  Carolina  Baptists  has  been 
the  Biblical  Recorder.  It  is  the  connecting  link  among  Baptists  and 
it  strives  to  convey  its  message  in  an  attractive,  pleasing  manner. 
It  gives  complete  coverage  of  Baptist  work,  and  its  circulation  is  the 
highest  in  its  history.  This  summer  at  a  Southern  Baptist  Editors' 
workshop  at  Syracuse  University,  the  Recorder  received  high  recog- 
nition for  its  pleasing  appearance  and  good  content.  The  covers  and 
large  picture  content  were  especially  praised. 

In  the  Randolph  Baptist  Association,  18  churches  with  1400 
subscribers  use  the  Every-Member  plan.  Six  churches  with  ap- 
proximately 126  subscribers  use  the  Club  plan.  These  24  churches 
using  either  the  Every-family  plan  or  Club  plan  represent  a  high 
percentage  of  churches  in  the  Randolph  Association,  but  we  should 
not  be  satisfied  until  every  church  is  using  the  family  plan  so  that 
Randolph  Baptists  may  be  the  best  informed  Baptists  in  the  State. 

Besides  the  Every-family  plan  and  Club  plan,  the  Recorder  is 
sent  free  to  every  pastor  and  Sunday  School  Superintendent.  This 
service  is  paid  for  and  sent  to   each  under   a   special  arrangement. 

The  Recorder  in  the  Every-family  plan  represents  an  expenditure 
of  about  4<^'  per  family  per  week.  Where  else  can  we  buy  so  much  for 
so   little?

STATE   MISSIONS    REPORT 

State  Missions  is  the  organized  effort  of  the  Missionary  Baptist 
Churches  of  North  Carolina  to  win  all  this  state  for  Jesus  Christ. 
Plans,  programs,  and  procedures  are  necessary  for  the  task;  yet, 
they  are  but  tools,  implements  in  the  hands  of  people,  for  the  sake 
of  helping  other  people.  Missionary  enterprise  has  ever  been  a 
prime  concern  of  our  State  Baptist  Convention. 

Guided  and  quickened  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  led  and  directed 
by  spirit  filled  men,  our  denomination  has  made  giant  strides  in  evan- 
gelism, education  and  training,  care  and  conservation,  and  aid  to 
churches  and  pastors.  The  past  year  has  seen  significant  advances, 
as  a  new  ministry  was  begun  with  Japanese-related  people,  new 
missions  and  churches  were  established,  and  other  phases  of  the  State 
Mission  program  were  broadened  and  strengthened. 

Blessed  'by  God,  Baptists  have  come  a  long  way  in  North  Caro- 
lina. Of  more  than  four  and  a  half  .million  people,  Baptists  number 
about  one  fourth  the  total  population  and  one  half  the  church  mem- 
bership. However,  we  have  not  arrived;  our  goal  is  not  even  near. 
Thousands  of  our  members  are  lost  to  the  service  of  our  Lord,  two 
million  of  our  citizens  are  out  of  the  fold  of  Christ,  and  six  hundred 
communities  are  without  preaching  or  Bible  teaching.  Thus,  the  "Thirty 
Thousand   Movement"    is    perhaps    the   most    challenging   matter    con- 
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fronting  us  today.  We  need  to  do  much  more  in  this  matter  of  es- 
tablishing missions  and  organizing  new  churches.  This  is  our  most 
effective  outreach  for  Christ,  as  new  churches  win  more  people  per 
capita  than  old  established  ones.  Let  us  pray  sincerely,  let  us  give 
unselfishly  that  all  the  people  of  this  state  may  be  personally  con- 
fronted with  the  claims  of  Jesus  Christ.

20.  Home  Missions  Report  given  by  Bill  Young. 

HOME  MISSIONS  REPORT 

Home  Missions  is  now  serving  in  all  of  the  states  of  the  United 
States,  including  Alaska  and  Hawaii,  and  in  Cuba,  Panama,  and  the 
Canal  Zone.  About  fifteen  new  associations  are  being  organized  an- 
nually, and  an  average  of  48  missionaries  were  appointed  monthly  in 
1960. 

The  Board  is  seeking  to  work  with  other  State  Conventions,  and 
has  agreed  with  23  states  for  work  in  1961 — a  gain  of  seven  over  the 
previous  year.  There  are  many  new  projects  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board  such  as  co-operation  with  the  state  of  Hawaii  in  the  field  of 
evangelism. 

There  are  now  three  Southern  Baptist  Churches  in  Puerto  Rico  that 
are   affiliated   with    the   Florida    State    Convention. 

Language  work  begun  in  the  Great  Lakes  Area  and  in  New  York 
and  the  Northeast  Association.  The  development  of  a  Literacy  Min- 
istry in  Mountain  and  isolated  areas  has  met  with  enthusiastic  sup- 
port. It  is  anticipated  the  Board  will  render  some  assistance  with 
church  loans  for  National  Baptist  Churches  in  certain  areas  where 
the  needs  are  urgent. 

The  lack  of  desirable  church  sites  is  hindering  the  30,000  move- 
ment. More  funds  are  needed,  and  to  this  end  the  upper  bracket  of 
the  1961  Annie  Armstrong  Offering,  and  any  overage  that  may  come 
from  that  offering,  will  be  used  to  augment  the  church  site  fund  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board. 

In  connection  with  church  extension  the  Board  hopes  to  find  funds 
in  1962  to  implement  one  or  .more  "Big  City"  programs.  Also  a  special 
emphasis  is  being  placed  on  Down-Town  missions  centers  in  the 
deteriorating  urban   areas. 

Despite  political  conflicts  in  Cuba,  Southern  Baptist  work  is 
prospering  very  well.  It  is  not  known  what  the  future  holds  in 
Cuba,  but  Baptists  can  rejoice  over  the  progress  that  has  been  made 
in  the  past  year.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS  REPORT 

At   the    beginning    of    1961    there    were    1,480    missionaries    under 
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appointment  for  service  in  45  countries.  The  object  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  is  to  have  under  appointment  by  the  close  of  1964,  a 
minimum  of  2,000  missionaries.  The  present  objective  is  to  appoint 
160  additional  missionaries  in   1961. 

As  you  can  readily  see,  the  advancement  in  enlarging  the  Foreign 
Mission  Boards  efforts  calls  for  an  expanding  budget  and  greater 
provisions  for  capital  needs.  Baker  J.  Cauthen  is  quoted  as  saying, 
"In  financing  the  work  of  foreign  missions,  there  are  three  main 
divisions  of  responsibility.  First,  missionaries  must  be  sent  and 
supported.  Second,  funds  must  be  provided  to  cultivate  developing 
programs  of  work  on  mission  fields.  Third,  resources  must  be  made 
available  for  capital  expenditures. 

"The  urgency  of  the  missionary  task  across  the  world  increases 
every  day.  We  must  bring  to  this  enterprise  not  only  resources  in 
terms  of  lives  and  money,  but  increasing  spiritual  power  through 
prayer  and  faith.  Work  must  be  extended  into  many  lands  we  have 
not  yet  entered,  and  work  which  has  begun  in  many  fields  we  are 
now  serving  must  be  strengthened   and  expanded." 

With  this  statement  in  mind,  let  us,  the  Churches  of  the  Randolph 
Association,  promote  a  stewardship  emphasis  among  our  people  as  we 
give  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
and   the   Lottie   Moon   Christmas   Offering.

BAPTIST  BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

According  to  the  latest  figures  which  I  have  had  available,  only 
seven  of  our  churches  in  the  Randolph  Association  have  any  kind  of 
a  Brotherhood  organization.  One  of  these  did  not  indicate  that  there 
were  any  members  of  the  Brotherhood   itself,    only   R.   A.   members. 
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The  Associational  total  enrollment  for  men  was   236,    and   the   grand 
total  including  R.  A.'s  was  356. 

We  feel  that  the  above  figures  would  increase  five-fold  if  only 
our  pastors  and  churches  could  visualize  the  potential  and  blessing 
that  can  be  released  by  bringing  together  our  Baptist  men  in  promoting 
the  whole  church  program. 

We  feel,  also,  that  perhaps  some  of  our  present  Brotherhoods  have 
failed  to  be  an  inspiration  for  organizing  others.  Each  Brotherhood 
must  have  a  far-reaching  program  that  is  adapted  to  the  needs  of 
the  particular  church. 

Consecrated  leadership  is  another  must  if  the  Brotherhood  is  to 
render  a  service  for  the  good  of  the  church  and  to  the  glory  of  God. 
The  hottest  spark  for  having  a  live  Brotherhood  is  that  of  evangelism; 
winning  the  lost  to  Christ. 

It  is  hoped  that  more  of  our  churches  will  come  to  realize  what 
a  blessing  the  men  can  be  and  will  take  steps  to  organize  and  utilize 
them.  Our  Associational  Field  Worker  advises  with  any  church  that 
calls  on  him.

On  behalf  of  the  entire  staff  of  the  Associa- 
tional Sunday  School  Officers  let  me  pledge  our  adherence  to  the 
ideal  that  our  task  is  one  of  service.

TRAINING  UNION   REPORT 

The  Training  Union  is  a  tremendous  power  in  the  lives  of  Christian 
people  throughout  the  world.  From  churches  with  Training  Unions 
come  95%  of  our  soul-winners,  more  than  90'%  of  our  Missionaries,   and 
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over  90%  of  our  Mission  gifts.  This  is  another  assurance  that  the 
Word  of  God  is  "Quick,  and  powerful,  and  sharper  than  any  two- 
edged  sword."  Heb.  4:12.  With  such  a  weapon  in  our  hands,  we 
ought  to  train  ourselves  in  its  use. 

Our  theme  for  the  year  was  based  on  Revelation  2:10,  "Be  thou 
faithful  unto  Death,  and  I  will  give  thee  a  crown  of  life."  These 
are  the  words  of  our  Lord  to  the  church  at  Smyrna,  and  to  us.  We 
have  sought  to  encourage  and  promote  faithfulness  in  every  area 
of  our  lives  and  work. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  all  12  regular  meetings — 4  Executive, 
4  Conference,  and  4  Mass  Meetings.  The  Executive  Committee  has 
had  several  special  meetings.  Only  two  things  kept  us  from  reaching 
the  Standard  of  Excellence  this  year — the  number  of  Unions  in  our 
Association,  and  the  required  number  of  officers.  We  have  the  re- 
quired officers  for  next  year,  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
churches  that  do  not  have  Training  Unions,    we  can  become  Standard. 

In  addition  to  the  monthly  .meetings,  our  Training  Union  spon- 
sored "M"  Night,  tournaments  for  Juniors,  Intermediates,  Young 
People,  and  Adults;  Youth  Week,  Youth  Night,  Study  Courses,  and 
cooperated  with  other  organizations  in  special  activities  and  programs. 
In  March  our  officers  taught  a  Study  Course  at  the  Union  Grove  Church 
and  organized  a  new  Union,  which  is  now  one  of  the  strongest  in  the 
Association. 

The  Bible  instructs  us  to  "Desire  the  sincere  milk  of  the  Word 
that  we  may  grow,"  and  to  "Grow  in  Grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ." — 1  Peter  2:2  and  2  Peter  3:18. 
This  should  be  a  challenge  to  us  to  build  more  and  stronger  Training 
Unions.  We  could,  thereby,  make  good  church  members  of  our 
new  converts,  better  church  members  of  our  older  members,  and 
soul- winners    of    all    members.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  decade  of  the  1960's  promises  to  be  a  period  of  major  em- 
phasis on  education.  One  can  hardly  study  the  progress  of  our 
denominational  program  without  realizing  the  absolute  necessity  for 
adequate  Christian  Education.  "The  Thirty  Thousand  Movement" 
will  require  and  is  requiring  Christian  leadership  in  proportions 
heretofore  unrealized.  The  goal  of  two  thousand  missionaries  under 
appointment  by  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  by  1964  will  obviously 
demand  a  tremendous  amount  of  new  Christian  leadership.  The  ex- 
pression of  our  Baptist  colleges  in  our  own  state  has  already  placed 
demands  for  Christian  leadership  adequately  trained  and  prepared 
beyond  our  supply.  In  the  light  of  our  expansion  of  the  Kingdom's 
work  throughout  the  world  the  emphasis  on  Christian  education  be- 
comes   a    matter    of    "do    or   die." 

As  young  people  proceed  from  their  home  churches  to  the  col- 
leges of  our  state  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  they  be  provided  with 
the  finest  education  possible  in  the  most  consecrated  Christian  en- 
vironment. Such  educational  institutions  are  possible  only  when 
every  church  from  the  smallest  to  the  greatest  is  aware  of  the  need 
and  dedicated  wholeheartedly  in  interest  and  concern  to  the  task  of 
Christian  education  which  has  been  set  before  us.  This  must  be  an 
interest  and  concern  which  leads  to  constructive  action  rather  than 
destructive  criticism.  It  has  been  the  conviction  from  earliest  time 
among  Baptists  that  the  church-sponsored  and  controlled  schools  is 
the  foundation  of  strength  for  our  society,  and  it  must  ever  be  that  way. 
Our  seven  colleges  must  be  securely  lashed  to  Christ  and  His  way  for 
only  thus  can  they  continue  to  make  their  contribution  to  our  churches, 
our  denomination,  our  society,  and  the  work  of  our  Lord  all  over  the 
world. 

Beginning  in  1957,  Father's  Day  has  been  designated  for  Christian 
Education  with  emphasis  being  placed  on  our  seven  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Colleges,  and  with  a  special  offering  being  taken  to  provide 
financial  support  for  the  many  students  who  would  be  unable  to  obtain 
an  education  without  such  support.  All  of  our  churches  are  urged 
to  observe  this  day  with  this  special  offering.

ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 

God,  no  doubt,  has  entrusted  Baptist  churches  with  the  respon- 
sibility of   caring   for   our   pastors   and   their   families   in   the   days   of 
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need  and  anxiety.  The  Lord  has  led  Southern  Baptists  to  entrust 
the  Annuity  Board  with  a  practical  program  that  will  aid  our  Baptist 
churches  in  this  matter.  This  program  of  protection  is  called  the 
Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan.  Each  and  every  Baptist  church 
is  invited  to  protect  their  pastor  and  his  family  through  this  plan. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  provides  financial  help  in 
the  time  of  death,  disability,  and  retirement.  The  Board  is  there 
to  serve  in  time  of  sorrow,  if  the  church  is  in  the  Protection  Plan. 
In  case  of  the  pastor's  death,  his  widow  would  receive  an  income 
from  the  Board  as  long  as  she  lived  or  until  she  remarried.  In  case 
of  disability,  the  pastor  would  receive  a  monthly  check  from  the 
Board  as  long  as  he  is  disabled.  At  the  age  65,  the  pastor  can  receive 
his  regular  annuity  as  long  as  he  lives. 

We  urge  all  churches  to  contribute  to  the  work  of  the  Annuity 
Board.  Every  church  would  do  well  to  investigate  this  plan.  At 
present  the  following  churches  of  the  Randolph  Baptist  Association  are 
active  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan:  Randleman,  Ashe- 
boro  First,  Liberty  First,  Balfour,  Beulah.  Franklinville,  Fayette- 
ville  Street,  Mt.  Pleasant,  Oakhurst,  Randolph  Baptist  Association, 
and  Raniseur. 

We  also  suggest  that  one  of  monthly  Associational  Meetings  be 
given  to  the  discussion  of  this  phase  of  our  denominational  work. 
Churches  desiring  information  should  contact  members  of  the  Annuity 
Committee,  the  Associational  Missionary,  or  Tom  Greene,  Baptist 
Building,  301  Hillsboro  Street,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  who  is  the  Director 
of  the  Annuity  Board  work  in  North  Carolina.  He  will  be  happy 
to  present  this  matter  to  any  local  church  desiring  help.  We  further 
urge  you  to  discuss  this  matter  with  pastors  who  are  in  the  plan  and 
also  with  their  churches.

EVANGELISM  REPORT 

These  are  tremendous  days  in  which  we  live.  The  number  of 
hopeless  people,  hopeless  because  they  do  not  know  Christ,  grows 
daily.  Many  of  these  lost  people  live  in  the  territory  of  cur  Associa- 
tion. They  live  near  our  churches.  Surely  this  is  the  time  for  total 
dedication  to  Christ  in  His  purpose  of  winning  the  Multitudes  to  God. 

To  move  forward  we  must  start  from  where  we  are.  Our  Asso- 
ciation is  the  best  launching  place  for  new  frontiers  in  evangelism  and 
missions.  Therefore,  we  would  remind  you  of  the  program  of  Evan- 
gelism adopted  by  our  Association  last  year: 

1.  That  every  church  engage  in  two  revivals  each  year,  1961-1964. 

2.  That  our  Association  participate  in  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Revi- 
vals,   1962-1964. 

That  at    least  80%  of  churches  observing  same  dates  with  two 
consecutive    weeks    of    evangelistic    preaching.      Our    dates    as 
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follows:

3.  That  all  churches  make  full  use  of  the  Revival  Plan  Book  for 
1961-1964,  supplied  free  to  all  pastors  by  the  Division  of 
Evangelism,    Raleigh. 

4.  That  our  Association  recognize  the  elected  Associational  officers 
as  the  Evangelism  Committee,  the  Chairman  of  Evangelism 
to  be  Chairman. 

This  year,  in  addition  to  the  above  recommendations  adopted  last 
year,    we  recommend  further:

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES 

North  Carolina  Baptists  can  be  justly  grateful  for  their  Christian 
ministry  to  125  residents  in  their  three  Homes — Resthaven  and  the 
Hayes  Home  in  Winston-Salem,  and  the  Albemarle  Home  in  Albemarle. 
With  130  people  waiting  for  admission  at  the  present  time,  lack  of  rooms 
is  one  of  the  most  acute  problems.  North  Carolina  Baptists,  however, 
are  definitely  doing  something  about  this  situation.  The  Hamilton 
Home,  now  under  construction  in  Martin  County,  is  proof-positive. 
This,  our  fourth  Home,  will  provide  for  30  additional  residents. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  Hamilton  Home  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  no 
later  than  the  first  of  January,  1962.  A  debt  of  $275,000.00  has  been 
assumed  on  this  Home,  and  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  liquida- 
tion of  the  indebtedness  on  the  new  infirmary  at  Winston-Salem. 
There  is  no  further  expansion  of  desperately  needed  additional  facili- 
ties anticipated  until  the  major  portion  of  this  debt  is  paid.  Special 
Day  Offerings  and  gifts  from  the  churches  should,  therefore,  be 
increased  greatly  in  order  that  we  may  go  on  in  the  great  task  which  is 
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ours,     and   that  we   might   meet   the   ever-increasing    demands    of   the 
aging  among  us  as  quickly  as  possible. 

We  are  now  in  the  eleventh  year  of  operation,  and  the  past 
year  has  been  a  great  one  and  a  good  one.  Twenty-six  new  residents 
have  been  received  and  are  finding  happiness  in  their  new  home.  The 
Special  Day  Offerings  and  special  gifts  are  running  5%  ahead  of  last 
year's  contributions,  and  we  are  grateful  to  each  church  and  each 
individual  for  the  liberal  support  they  give. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  C.  O.  Weaver  of  Greensboro,  N.  C,  as 
Business  Administrator  of  the  Homes  has  proven  to  be  one  of  the 
greatest  blessings  of  the  past  year.  This  dedicated  layman  is  serving 
with  unusual  ability  and  insight. 

The  average  age  of  our  residents  is  around  80,  and  we  rejoice 
in  the  fact  that  the  life-span  is  increasing  for  them,  by  the  loving 
kindness  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  through  the  tender  care  of  our 
Homes. 

One  of  the  most  wonderful  gifts  ever  made  to  the  Homes  is  now 
coming  to  fruition.  It  is  the  handsome  duplex  apartment,  made  pos- 
sible through  the  generosity  of  Miss  Roxie  Sides  of  Winston-Salem. 
This  new  facility,  now  under  construction  on  the  Reynolds  Park 
Road  site  in  Winston-Salem,  will  be  occupied  in  the  fall,  we  hope, 
and  will  open   an  avenue   for   four   additional   residents. 

Along  with  our  many  blessings  have  been  moments  of  bereave- 
ment. During  the  past  year  14  persons  have  been  called  to  the 
Heavenly  Home,  but  we  have  soon  been  lifted  up  in  the  knowledge 
that  God  has  called  His  own  unto  Himself. 

The  happiest  times  in  the  Homes  are  when  friends  and  members 
of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Churches  visit  us.  We  extend  a  cordial 
welcome  to  come  and  see  first-hand  the  things  of  great  Christian  sig- 
nificance that  are  being  experienced  daily  in  our  Homes  and  that  can 
never  adequately  be  described  on  the  printed  page.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  continues  to  try  to  serve  our  people  in  the 
fullest  measure  possible.  Last  year  it  provided  its  largest  number 
of  days  of  hospital  care  and  saw  the  largest  number  of  patients  in  the 
Clinics— 78,000  visits  to  the  Out-Patient  Clinics,  from  96  of  the  100 
counties  in  the  State,    and  75,000  Private  Clinic  visits. 

SOME  OF  THE  NEWER  SERVICES:  The  New  Progressive  Care 
Unit  was  opened  in  March,  providing  80  beds  for  patients  who  do  not 
require  the  more  expensive  and  intensive  care  of  the  regular  hos- 
pital.    This  is   a   new   and   advanced   step   in   hospitalization   and   pa- 
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tients  are  highly  pleased  with  it.  The  Hospital's  one  regret  is  that 
at  the  present  time  it  does  not  have  money  necessary  to  open  it  to 
Service  Patients. 

A  new  type  of  unit  for  the  sterilization  of  surgical  and  other 
equipment  by  gas  was  recently  installed.  This  is  more  effective  than 
the  older  methods  used  in  the  fight  against  infection,  which  is  a  constant 
problem  in  all  hospitals.  In  the  X-Ray  Department  a  rapid  film  de- 
veloper is  now  in  use  which  greatly  speeds  the  preparation  of  x-ray 
films. 

THE  MOST  URGENT  NEEDS:  Among  the  many  needs  at  our 
Baptist  Hospital,  there  are  some  which  are  acute.  One  of  the  most 
pressing  needs  is  a  building  to  provide  classrooms  and  other  facilities 
for  the  eight  schools  operated  by  the  Hospital.  These  schools  are 
training  urgently  needed  medical  personnel  and  Christian  workers  in 
addition  to  doctors.  They  are  badly  limited  and  handicapped  for 
lack  of  room. 

The  need  for  enlargement  of  the  overcrowded  and  seriously  limited 
out-Patient  Department,  Children's  Center,  and  Psychiatry  section 
of  the  Hospital  is  urgent.  The  need  is  far  beyond  the  present  facili- 
ties in  each  of  these  departments. 

The  constant  need  for  Mother's  Day  Funds  for  helping  Service 
Patients  bear  the  cost  of  their  hospitalization  grows  more  and  more 
acute.  We  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  importance  of  this  Fund 
and  the  need  for  our  churches  greatly  to  enlarge  their  Mother's  Day 
Offerings. 

A  new  opportunity  to  help  meet  this  need  is  now  open  in  the 
Service  Patient  Endowment  Fund.  This  is  a  permanent  endowment 
invested  by  the  Hospital's  Trustees  with  all  of  its  proceeds  being 
used  for  the  help  of  Service  Patients.  Gifts  in  any  amount  can  be 
made  at  any  time.  A  gift  can  be  made  in  one's  own  name,  in  mem- 
ory of  a  friend,  as  a  memorial  to  a  loved  one,  or  the  Endowment 
can  be  placed  in  one's  will.  All  gifts  will  be  gratefully  received, 
appropriately  acknowledged,  and  a  permanent  record  kept  of  each 
one.  We  hope  you  will  think  and  pray  about  this  and  that  many  will 
take  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 

Our  Christian  heart  beats  with  compassion  for  those  in  need.  We 
would  like  to  be  of  service,  but  our  hands  and  minds  lack  the  skill. 
Is  there  no  way  for  us  to  express  our  desires?  By  providing  those 
who  know  how,  we  become  in  a  small  way  the  hands  of  Jesus  reaching 
out  to  those  who  need  Him.  Our  hospital  is  worthy  of  our  support, 
and  we  look  forward  with  anticipated  joy  to  the  words  of  our  Lord, 
"Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  my 
brethren,    ye   have   done  it   unto  me."

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REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  is  a  Christian 
agency  providing  love  and  care  for  more  than  800  deserving  boys  and 
girls  annually.  These  are  dependent  and  neglected  children  who, 
for  some  reason,  have  found  it  necessary  to  live  away  from  their 
homes. 

Your  child  care  ministry  is  child  centered,  Christ  centered  and 
church  centered.  It  is  based  on  the  redemptive  plan  of  God.  These 
children  have  lost  their  parents  through  a  number  of  ways.  Workers 
use  all  the  skills  available,  plus  the  help  of  God,  to  establish  in  these 
children  trust  in  adults,    trust  in  self  and  trust  in  God. 

Boys  and  girls  live  at  Mills  Home,  Kennedy  Home,  and  Odum 
Home.  One  hundred  twenty-five  children  live  in  Christian  Foster 
Homes  throughout  the  state.  Some  mothers  who  have  lost  husband 
and  father  receive  financial  grants  in  the  home  which  enables  them  to 
keep  and  care  for  their  own  children.  Well  trained  case  workers  are 
spending  an  increasing  amount  of  time  working  with  and  strengthen- 
ing families. 

It  became  necessary  during  the  past  year  to  reduce  the  number 
of  children  in  Foster  Home  care  by  35  boys  and  girls.  At  one  time 
we  were  caring  for  162  children  in  Foster  Homes.  We  now  have  127. 
This  trend  can  be  changed  only  as  we  have  additional  income.  Many 
types  of  service  to  children  in  need  are  toeing  delayed  for  lack  of  money. 

Financial  support  for  this  year  has  come  from  the  following 
sources: 

Thanksgiving  Offering 33  percent 

Cooperative  Program 32  percent 

Once  a  Month  Offerings  18  percent 

Special  Gifts   and   Endowment 17  percent 

One  third  of  our  support  comes  at  Thanksgiving  time.  The 
Thanksgiving  offering  goal  for  1961  is  $400,000.00.  Help  this  to  become 
a  reality! 

You  may  stay  informed  about  the  child  care  program  throughout 
the  year  by  reading  Charity  and  Children.  This  newspaper  is  pub- 
lished each  week  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  It  is  now  in  its 
75th  year  and  circulation  is  higher  than  ever  before — well  over  52,000. 
Every  family  in  every  church  should  receive  this  Christian  newspaper.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF 
RANDOLPH  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE   1— NAME    AND    OBJECT 
Section  1.     The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Randolph 
Baptist   Association. 

Section  2.     The  objects  of  this  organization  shall  be: 

a.  The   promotion    of    harmony,     fellowship    and    cooperation 
among  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

b.  The  propagation  of  the  Gospel  within  the  territory  of  the 
Association  and  to  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth. 

Section  3.  The  promotion  of  the  missionary,  educational  and 
benevolent  causes  of  Christ  within  the  Association  and  in  cooperation 
with  the  State  Baptist  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II— MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of 
messengers  of  Baptist  churches  regularly  affiliated  with  the  Association. 
All  churches  desiring  affiliation  with  the  Association  shall  present  to 
the  Committee  on  Organization  of  New  Churches  proper  petitions, 
accompanied  by  satisfactory  evidences  of  doctrinal  regularity  and 
general  acceptability.  After  one  year  under  the  watchcare  of  the 
Association  the  said  Committee  will  report  to  the  Association  its 
recommendation.  Upon  a  favorable  vote  of  two-thirds  majority  of 
the  messengers  present  at  the  annual  associational  meeting  the  pe- 
titioning church  may  become  regularly  affiliated  with  the  Association. 

Section  2.  (A)  Fellowship  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  Association 
at  any  annual  meeting,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, from  any  church  in  its  membership  that  has  been  found,  by 
due  investigation,  to  have  departed  from  the  Missionary  Baptist  faith 
and  practices,  or  has  failed  to  abide  by  the  provision  of  this  Constitution 
and  By-Laws. 

(B)  Such  a  church  may,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  vote  of  the  Association,  be  placed  on  probation  until 
the  conditions  prompting  such  action  have  been  corrected.  Messengers 
from  any  church  on  probation  shall  not  be  allowed  to  vote  in  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Association. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  furnish  to  the 
Association  each  year  a  letter,  on  the  form  provided  by  the  Clerk, 
giving  full  information  and  statistics  provided  for  on  the  form,  and  to 
send  with  the  letter  or  by  messenger  a  contribution  toward  the  cost 
of  printing  the  minutes  and  other  expenses  of  the  Association. 

Section  4.  It  is  understood  that  each  church  in  this  Association 
is  independent  and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association 
has  no  authority  over  the  churches,    except  of  an  advisory  nature. 

ARTICLE  III— MEETINGS 
Section  1.     The    Association    shall   meet    annually    on    Wednesday 
and  Thursday  following  the  third  Sunday  in  October. 
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Section  2.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  messengers 
chosen  by  the  respective  churches  of  the  Association  from  their  mem- 
bership. Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers  and  one 
additional  messenger  for  each  fifty  members,  or  fraction  thereof> 
above  one  hundred  it  has  enrolled.  All  pastors  in  the  Association  and 
the  Associational  Field  Worker  are  messengers  in  all  the  Associational 
meetings,    each  having  but  one  vote. 

Section  3.  The  Association  may  hold  a  Mid-Term  meeting  each 
spring  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Association 
or  its  Executive  Committee.  The  purpose  of  the  Mid-Term  meeting 
shall  be  that  of  information  and  inspiration  without  the  transaction 
of  business,  except  that  urgent  matters  of  business  which  cannot  well 
be  delayed  until  a  later  meeting  may  be  considered  and  acted  upon. 

Section  4.  Other  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  held  when 
called  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  A  church  may  withdraw  from  membership  in  the 
Association  by  a  vote  of  the  church  according  to  its  own  by-laws, 
regulations  or  procedure. 

ARTICLE  IV— OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator,     Clerk,     Treasurer    and    three    Trustees. 

Section  2.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  day  of  the 
regular  annual  session.  They  shall  take  office  at  the  close  of  the 
Annual  Session  and  serve  through  the  next  Annual  Session.  Any 
officer  may  be  re-elected  with  the  exception  of  the  Moderator,  who 
shall  not  serve  more  than  two  years  in  succession. 

Section  3.     Duties  of  the  officers: 

a.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the 
Association  and  discharge  such  duties  as  are  incumbent 
on  the  presiding  officer  of  a  deliberative  body. 

b.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  Mod- 
erator in  the  absence  of  or  at  the  request  of  the  Moderator. 

c.  The  Clerk  shall  record  and  preserve  the  proceedings  of 
the  Association,  together  with  the  reports  and  statistics, 
and  have  the  same  printed  and  distributed.  The  Treasurer 
shall  preserve  all  money  paid  into  the  treasury,  pay  the 
same  to  the  order  of  the  Association,  and  make  a  full 
and  complete  report  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  at 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

d.  The  duties  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  transfer  or  hold 
totle  to  any  properties  for  the  Association.  All  trans- 
actions or  said  Trustees  shall  be  authorized  by  the  Asso- 
ciation or  its  Executive   Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Association  endorses  the  continued  operation  of 
organizations  among  the  churches  of  the  Association  for  the  promotion 
of  the  various  phases  of  their  work  including  the  Sunday  School, 
Baptist  Training  Union,  Baptist  Brotherhood  and  Woman's  Missionary 
Union.     The  officers  of  the  Associational  Sunday  School,    Associational 
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Baptist  Training  Union,  and  the  Associational  Baptist  Brotherhood 
shall  be  nominated  by  their  Nominating  Committee  and  the  Nomi- 
nating Committee  of  the  Association,  and  approved  and  elected  by 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association,  and  shall  serve  from 
October  1  to  September  30.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be 
recognized  as  an  auxiliary  organization  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V— EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
Section  1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Committee 
comprised  of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Trus- 
tees of  the  Association,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent, 
Associational  Baptist  Training  Union  Director,  Associational  Baptist 
Brotherhood  President,  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  President, 
the  Associational  Field  Worker,  all  pastors,  all  church  educational 
directors,  and  one  member  of  each  church  in  the  Association  desiring 
representation  on  the  Committee. 

Section  2. 

a.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  meetings  once  each 
quarter  during  the  second  month  of  the  quarter,  the  date 
to  be  set  by  the  Board  itself,  and  at  such  other  times 
as  may  be  required  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator,  or  at 
the  call  of  not  less  than  five  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

b.  Twenty  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
required  to  be  present  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

c.  To  act  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Association  between  sessions. 

d.  To  carry  out  the  orders  and  resolutions  of  the  Association 
pertaining  to  it. 

e.  To  superintend  the  Associational  Mission  work,  employ 
a  missionary  and  determine  the  salary  to  be  paid. 

f.  To  fill  vacancies  which  may  occur  during  the  year  in  the 
personnel  of  the  Associational  officers  or  workers  for  the 
remainder   of   such   unexpired  term. 

g.  To  investigate  any  report  of  complaint  that  may  be  brought 
to  its  attention  about  irregularity  of  doctrine,  practice,  or 
conduct  on  the  part  of  any  individual  or  group  in  the 
Association  and  report  its  finding  with  such  recommenda- 
tions as  it  considers  advisable,  to  the  Association  in  a 
regular    meeting. 

h.  To  make  such  recommendations  as  it  may  deem  wise  for 
the  strengthening  and  upbuilding  of  the  churches  and  the 
work  of  the  Association. 

i.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  not  involve  the  Association 
in  debt  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  for  necessary  op- 
erating expenses  of  the  Association. 

j.  To  appoint  and  elect  the  officers  for  the  Associational 
organizations  of  the  Sunday  School,  Baptist  Training  Union 
and  Baptist  Brotherhood. 
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ARTICLE  VI— COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Com- 
mittees some  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 
This  Committee  shall  prepare  its  report  and  shall  be  given  the  oppor- 
tunity to  submit  its  report  early  on  the  program  of  the  first  day  of 
the  annual  session.  The  Committee  shall  name  the  following  commit- 
tees to  report  during  the  annual  session:  Committee  on  Memorials, 
Committee  on  Appreciation,  and  such  other  committees  as  may  be 
requested  by  the  Association  or  Moderator.  The  Committee  on  Com- 
mittees shall  also  name  the  following  standing  committees:  Committee 
on  Ordination,  Committee  on  Organization  of  new  churches,  Radio 
Committee,  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  Committee  on  Goals, 
Nominating  Committee,  Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  Committee,  Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  Missions 
Committee,  and  such  other  committees  as  may  be  requested  by  the 
Association  or  by  the  Moderator. 

Section  2.     Duties  of  the  Committees: 

a.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  will  receive  all 
invitations  of  churches  which  desire  the  Association  to 
meet  with  them  the  next  two  years  and  will  recommend  to 
the  Association  the  place  to  meet  the  following  year,  with- 
out regard  to  the  order  in  which  the  invitations  may 
have  been  received.  This  Committee  will  also  recommend 
a  preacher  and  an  alternate  for  the  annual  sermon  at  the 
next  session. 

b.  The  Committee  on  Memorials  will  prepare  a  list  of  those 
members  of  the  churches  who  have  died  during  the  year 
and  present  suitable  memorial  resolutions  for  adoption 
by   the   Association. 

c.  The  Committee  on  Appreciation  will  prepare  and  present 
appropriate  resolutions   of  appreciation. 

d.  The  Committee  on  Goals  will  consist  of  the  Associational 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director, 
Brotherhood  President  and  Superintendent  or  Evangelism 
Chairman.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  August 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  under  the  authority 
of  Article  5,  Section  2,  Sub-Section  J,  and  shall  be  author- 
ized to  act  from  the  August  meeting,  and  to  present  at  the 
Association  session  in  October  suitable  goals  for  the  work 
of   the   Association   during  the   ensuing   year. 

e.  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  will  prepare  well  in 
advance  a  suggested  order  of  business  for  the  annual 
■meeting.  The  committee  will  notify  those  who  are  to  make 
reports  or  have  parts  on  the  program.  This  suggested 
order  of  business  will  then  be  presented  to  the  Association 
at  its  regular  meeting. 

f.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  a  complete  slate 
of  officers  for  the  next  year,  excepting  the  Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator,    Clerk  and  Treasurer. 
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ARTICLE  VII— ORDINATION  AND  CALLING  OF  PASTORS 

Section  1.  Inasmuch  as  the  ordination  of  a  man  to  the  gospel 
ministry  by  any  church  in  this  Association  is  expected  to  be  recognized 
by  the  denomination  as  a  whole,  the  churches  are  counseled  to  be 
extremely  careful  in  the  matter  of  setting  men  apart  for  this  sacred 
calling,  ordaining  only  those  who,  by  irreproachable  character,  piety 
of  life,  doctrinal  soundness  and  suitable  talents,  give  promise  of 
honoring  the  name  of  Christ  and  of  rendering  acceptable  service  in 
the  missionary  Baptist  ministry. 

Section  2.  To  aid  the  churches  in  this  vital  matter,  the  Asso- 
ciation will  appoint  each  year  a  committee  of  five  of  the  pastors  to  be 
called  the  Committee  on  Ordination.  Any  church  desiring  to  ordain  a 
brother  to  the  ministry  may  request  the  said  Committee  to  act  as  a 
presbytery  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  brother  as  to  his  fitness 
for  the  Baptist  ministry,  and,  if  he  is  found  qualified,  to  assist  in  the 
ordination. 

Section  3.  The  churches  are  urged  also  to  exercise  the  utmost 
care  and  wisdom,  earnestly  seeking  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
in  calling  of  their  pastors,  choosing  only  men  who  give  evidence  by 
their  Christian  character,  cooperative  spirit  and  leadership  ability, 
that  they  will  serve  the  best  interests  of  the  churches,  the  denomi- 
nation,   and  the  cause  of  Christ. 

ARTICLE  VIII— NEW  CHURCHES 
Baptist  churches  may  be  organized  and  established  in  localities 
within  the  territory  of  this  Association  when  such  new  churches  are 
seen  to  be  needed.  Those  interested  in  organizing  a  new  church  may 
seek  the  counsel  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Missions  Com- 
mitte  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  IX— RULES  AND  ORDER  OF  DECORUM 
This  Association  shall  be  governed  in  its  meetings  by  such  rules 
and  by-laws  as  .may  be  adopted,    amended,    or  set  aside  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  messengers  present.     Kerfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law"  will 
be  the  guide  in  all  parliamentary  matters. 

ARTICLE  X— ADOPTION 
The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
its  adoption  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present 
and  shall  supersede  any  and  all  constitutions,    by-laws,    and   amend- 
ments previously  adopted. 

ARTICLE  XI— AMENDMENTS 
This  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular 
annual  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  pres- 
ent, provided  the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  in 
written  form  on  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  vote  on 
any  proposed  amendment  so  presented  may  be  deferred  until  the 
second  day  if  requested  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present.

WEDNESDAY  MORNING  SESSION

erator.

In  brief,  the 
Recorder  is  a  channel  to  keep  you  in  touch  each  week  with  all  that 
Baptists  are  doing  around  the  world.  Not  only  does  The  Recorder 
keep  you  informed,  it  is  an  open  forum  for  discussion  of  issues  in 
which  all  Baptists  are  interested.     Recent  issues  are  proof  of  that.

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STATE  MISSIONS  REPORT 

Many  people  of  our  state  ask:  What  is  State  Missions?  ...  It  is 
the  combined  efforts  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  to  reach  the  lost  for 
Christ.  The  work  stemming  from  State  Missions  branches  and  pro- 
ceeds into  various  channels. 

Participation  in  the  30,000  movement  has  resulted  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  556  new  Missions  and  Churches  in  our  state. 

The  Cherokee  Indian  work  has  reached  many  of  the  4200  people 
on  the  Cherokee  Reservation.  And  yet,  there  is  a  great  need  to  be 
met  among  the  50,000  Indians  in  the  state. 

.  .  .  The  ministry  to  the  Deaf  is  seeking  to  enlist  for  Christ  and 
Christian  development,  the  approximately  5,000  deaf  people  of  the 
state. 

.  .  .  The  Interracial  Cooperation  Ministry  is  very  active  in  Human 
Relations;  Evangelism  and  Stewardship  Clinics;  Training  Institutes 
for  Lay  Leadership;    Youth  Camps;    and  many  other  various  works. 

.  .  .  Church  Development  has  accomplished  much  in  various  sur- 
veys, and  in  Church  and  Mission  Programs.  There  is  also  a  great 
outlook  for  the  future  in  Military  Areas. 

.  .  .  Some  200,000  people  were  reached  last  year  through  Schools 
of  Missions.  With  great  plans  being  made  for  World  Missions  Year 
of  1963. 

State  Missions  support  and  operate  17  Ministries.  Seven  of  these 
areas  of  work  are  administered  directly  by  secretaries  or  directors. 
They  include  Church  Development,  Seminary  Extension  Program, 
Fruitland  Baptist  Bible   Institute,    and  others. 

.  .  .  Ten  areas  of  this  work  is  promoted  and  supervised  by  Missions 
Division  Director,  Dr.  E.  L.  Spivey.  They  include  Associational  Mis- 
sions, Institutional  Ministries,  Mission  Centers,  Pastors'  Schools, 
and  many  others.  This  year  161  Missions  and  Churches  received  aid 
through  Pastoral  assistance,    new  church  lot  gifts,    and  church  loans. 

A  goal  of  $200,000  has  been  set  as  the  State  Missions  Offering  for 
the  coming  year.  And  we  North  Carolina  Baptists,  in  laying  up 
treasures  in  Heaven,  could  support  no  greater  cause  than  State 
Missions.

HOME  MISSION  REPORT 

The  Home  Mission  Department  of  the  S.B.C.  has  five  divisions 
of  work.  They  are:  (1)  chaplaincy,  (2)  evangelism,  (3)  education 
and  promotion,  (4)  church  loans,  (5)  missions.  The  mission  work 
of  Home  Mission  Department  includes  language  groups,  city  work, 
pioneer,     associational   missionary,     and    National   Baptists. 
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The  shift  from  direct  to  co-operative  missions,  which  began  in 
1959,  has  greatly  strengthened  the  work  of  the  missionaries,  and  has 
related  the  work  of  Home  Missions  more  to  state  conventions.  The 
missionaries,    in  most   cases,    are  employed  jointly. 

Major  emphasis  has  been  given  to  preparation  for  the  1962  Church 
Extension  emphasis  of  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Advance.  In  numerous 
missionary  conferences  and  committee  meetings,  our  staff  has  worked 
diligently  with  the  state  and  the  S.B.C.  30,000  Movement  Committees, 
and  with  associational  and  church  missions  committees  in  promoting 
the  church-centered  mission  activity. 

In  1960  there  were  2,560  workers  in  the  Home  Mission  area;  in 
1961  there  were  2,651.  This  represents  a  gain  also  of  about  4,500 
more  baptisms,    and   10,000  additions  to  the  churches. 

Our  Home  Mission  work  is  growing  in  need  and  importance.  It 
has  been  pointed  out  by  personal  director  of  Home  Mission  work  that 
this  may  be  the  area  in  which  we  give  to  the  world  a  real  example 
of  Christianity  in  a  world  filled  with  conflicts.  Let  us  join  our  hearts 
in  prayer  for  the  work  that  is  ahead  for  the  Home  Mission  Board.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS  REPORT 

Dr.  Baker  J.  Cauthen's  statement  that  "any  statistical  survey  is 
only  a  partial  report  of  work  accomplished  in  a  year  of  missionary 
endeavor"  is  surely  true.  For  example,  it  is  clear  that  in  most  cases, 
the  influence  of  Christian  groups  in  other  lands  is  far  out  of  proportion 
to  their  numbers. 

Having  2,000  missionaries  under  appointment  by  1964  is  a  con- 
tinuing aim.  The  appointment  of  103  during  1961  and  26  from  January 
to  May  of  this  year  bring  the  number  of  foreign  missionaries  in  active 
service  to  1,563.  At  the  end  of  1961  there  were  751  urgent  requests 
for  new  missionaries.  The  addition  of  two  fields  of  service  in  1961 
and  four  in  early  1962  brings  the  total  number  of  countries  being 
reached  by  our  Board  to  51. 

World  evangelism  is  the  ultimate  goal  of  every  missionary  and 
of  all  the  institutions  they  staff,  whether  they  be  churches,  schools, 
hospitals,  publication  plants  or  good  will  centers.  National  pastors  now 
number  2,534.  In  1961,  the  3,627  churches  and  6,815  chapels  and 
mission  points  reported  419,744  enrolled  in  Sunday  School;  34,364 
baptisms;  and  475,727  church  members.  There  are  1,026  Baptist 
schools  working  at  the  task  of  training  nationals  for  places  of  lead- 
ership. 

The  ultimate  purpose  of  our  18  hospitals  and  56  clinics  is  also 
spiritual.  This  ministry  is  carried  on  through  personal  contacts  with 
the  299,824  patients  treated  during  the  year,  and  with  their  families. 
It  includes  devotional  services,  distribution  of  literature,  and  follow- 
up  visitation  after  patients  leave  the  hospital. 

Total    contributions    of    Southern    Baptists    for    foreign    missions 
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amounted  to  $17,935,615.82  during  1961.  Funds  from  the  1961  Lottie 
Moon  Christmas  Offering  was  $9,315,754.78.  A  lost  world's  need  of 
the  Saviour  grows  as  populations  expand.  May  each  church  of  our 
association  give  itself  more  solidly  than  ever  to  the  task  of  supporting 
and  enlarging  this  world-wide  ministry  to  which  God  is  calling  us.

BAPTIST  BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

A  new  opportunity  has  come  to  our  Baptist  Churches  this  year 
with  the  organization  of  an  Associational  Brotherhood.  We  organized 
in  January  of  this  year  with  a  meeting  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  in 
Asheboro.  Our  State  Brotherhood  President,  Mr.  Dave  Taylor,  of 
Charlotte  and  the  Regional  Leader,  Mr.  S.  N.  Gibson,  from  Winston- 
Salem  helped  us  organize  our  Brotherhood  work. 

Our  second  meeting  was  held  at  Greystone  Baptist  Church.  Plans 
were  made  to  feed  300  boys  at  our  R.  A.  Camp  site  west  of  Asheboro.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

You  cannot  get  away  from  the  fact  that  Randolph  County  would 
be  a  pretty  sorry  place  in  which  to  live  if  it  had  no  Sunday  Schools! 
This  conviction  seems  to  be  shared  by  over  9,900  citizens  of  our 
county  who  are  in  Baptist  churches  and  the  number  seems  to  increase; 
for  we  had  this  number  in  our  Sunday  Schools  during  1961  and  the 
number  of  enrollment  has  increased  considerably  this  year.  "To  God 
Be  The  Glory." 

It  is  significant  that  as  I  write  this  report  I  hold  in  my  hand  the 
Greensboro  Daily  News,  dated  Sunday,  October  21,  1962,  and  in  it 
the  exact  center  headline  of  the  front  page  reads:  "State's  Close  Call 
With  Bomb  Related."  In  the  article  Dr.  Ralph  E.  Lapp,  a  nuclear 
physicist,  is  quoted  as  saying  the  State  of  North  Carolina  had  a  close 
call  last  year  from  a  jettisoned  nuclear  bomb  that  packed  a  potential 
wallop  of  24  million  tons  of  TNT.  A  B52  bomber  had  to  jettison  a 
24-megaton  bomb  over  North  Carolina.  When  Air  Force  experts  rushed 
to  the  farm  to  examine  the  weapon  after  the  accident,  they  found 
that  five  of  the  six  interlocks  had  been  set  off  by  the  fall!  Only  a 
single  switch  prevented  the  24-megaton  bomb  from  detonating  and 
spreading  fire  and  destruction  over  a  wide  area.  In  this  hour  when 
we  know  that  friends  and  enemies  patrol  the  skies  in  bombers  carry- 
ing this  kind  of  sudden  death,  it  is  time  for  us  to  recognize  the  im- 
portant place  the  Spirit  of  God  should  claim  in  the  lives  of  men. 
America's  greatest  weapon  and  the  world's  greatest  security  is  the 
Spirit  of  God. 

Doors  of  unlimited  opportunities  are  open  through  our  Sunday 
Schools  to  reach  untold  thousands  who  need  this  Spirit  of  God,  who 
need  the  Word  of  God,  who  need  to  be  saved  by  God,  and  who  need 
to  be  led  to  participate  in  active  Christian  service  through  the 
church. 

Meeting  these  needs  has  been  our  aim  in  each  of  the  four  general 
meetings,  the  four  conference  meetings,  the  Jubilee  Revival  Rally, 
the  Associational  Sunday  School  picnic,  and  the  two  planning  meetings 
held  this  year.  Increased  interest  in  Sunday  School  work  throughout 
the  association  has  been  revealed  through  the  increase  in  attendance 
at  our  monthly  workers'  meetings  and  by  the  increased  Sunday  School 
enrollment  and  attendance  in  the  churches. 

Your  Sunday  School  Superintendent  has  been  encouraged  by  the 
excellent  work  of  the  23  associational  Sunday  School  Officers,  by 
the  excellent  responses  to  our  suggested  ideas  and  programs  through 
the  year,    and  by  the  enthusiasm  generated  all  across  our  association 
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all  during  this  year  by  the  superintendents,  teachers,  and  leaders 
within  the  churches.  The  fact  that  we  had  excellent  attendance  and 
energetic  interest  at  our  planning  meeting  September  24,  as  we  came 
together  to  plan  our  work,  makes  us  believe  that  the  year  1962-1963 
will  be  for  us  a  glorious  year.     "To  God  Be  The  Glory!" 

Let  me  encourage  you  to  promote  the  Sunday  School  Standard 
in  your  church  and  to  encourage  your  church  to  work  toward  a  Stand- 
ard Sunday  School.  Let  me  encourage  you  to  promote  Sunday  School 
study  on  a  "Home  Study"  basis  and  through  church  centered  studies. 
Let  me  encourage  you  to  get  off  to  a  better  start  this  year  by  having 
a  large  number  of  Sunday  School  workers  at  our  Central  Training 
School  on  October  29-November  1.  Let  me  encourage  you  to  promote 
the  "Studies  in  Matthew"  through  a  church  sponsored  Bible  study 
in  January.  Let  me  encourage  you  to  plan  your  Sunday  School  work 
and  then  work  your  plans. 

Let  me  go  on  record  as  having  said  that  we  have  in  our  Sunday 
School  Officers  in  Randolph  Association  a  choice  group  of  dedicated 
Christian  leaders  who  have  supported  your  Associational  Sunday 
School  Superintendent  with  cooperation  and  great  Christian  zeal  and 
with  Christian  love.     Thank  you  for  your  spirit!

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

The  Training  Union  is  designed  to  promote  training  in  Church 
membership,  and  serves  to  strengthen  the  total  program  of  the 
church.  This  year  we  have  noted  evidence  of  deeper  interest  and 
renewed  effort.  However,  we  still  need  the  cooperation  and  support 
of  every  church  to  make  this  program  of  training  as  effective  as  it 
should  be.     Only  21   of  our  churches  have   Training  Unions. 

Every  meeting  of  the  year  was  held  at  the  scheduled  time.  The 
Executive  Committee  met  at  the  Balfour  and  Franklinville  Churches; 
the  Officers  and  Leaders'  Conferences  were  held  at  the  Greystone, 
Randleman  First,  Union  Grove,  and  Ramseur  Churches;  and,  the 
Mass  meetings  were  held  at  the  Asheboro  First,  Macedonia,  and 
Oakwood  Park  Churches.  Dr.  Othell  Hand,  Pastor  of  the  First  Church, 
Hickory,  was  our  "M"  Night  speaker.  The  attendance  was  518,  from 
23  churches  and  missions,  with  17  Pastors  and  17  Directors  present. 
Rev.  Donald  Moore  of  Thomasville  was  the  Youth  Night  speaker,  and 
the  attendance  was  103.  48  of  our  young  people  attended  the  Youth 
Convention  at  the  First  Church,  Graham.  The  Training  Union  also 
encouraged  the  observance  of  Church  Membership  Study  Week  and 
Youth  Week  in  the  churches,  and  cooperated  with  the  Jubilee  Revival 
efforts  in  the  Spring. 

We  had  participants  in  all  the  tournaments  except  the  Young 
People's  Better  Speakers'  Tournament,  and  the  winners  represented 
our  Association  in  the  Regional  Convention. 
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The  Associational  Officers  taught  the  administration  books  at 
the  Deep  River  Church  September  17-20,  and  organized  a  new  union. 
Plans  were  also  completed  for  the  Leadership  Clinic  which  was  held 
the  first  week  of  the  new  year  with  an  enrollment  of  more  than 
200. 

Officers  for  the  new  year  were  elected  at  the  August  meeting 
of  the  Associational  Executive  Committee.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

On  November  1,  1962,  Ben  C.  Fisher  will  assume  his  duties  as 
executive  secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention's  Council  on 
Christian  Education.  The  new  secretary  brings  a  rich  background 
of  experience  to  this  office  which  works  closely  with  the  7  Baptist 
colleges  in  the  state.  Since  1953  Mr.  Fisher  has  been  director  of 
public  relations  and  administrative  assistant  to  the  president  of 
Southeastern   Seminary. 

You  may  have  heard  of  the  little  boy  who  upon  returning  from 
school  the  very  first  day,    was  asked  toy  his  father,    "Son,    what   did 
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you  learn  today?"  He  replied,  "Not  much  I  suppose;  I  have  to 
go  back  tomorrow."  Education  is  hard  work.  Christian  education 
takes  the  same  kind  of  work  and  day  by  day  effort;  but,  with  the 
Christian  approach,  the  Christian  attitude,  and  Christian  atmosphere. 
As  Baptists  we  need  to  support  our  colleges,  not  only  with  money, 
but  with  our  prayers  and  concern.  We  owe  it  to  our  young  people 
to  see  that  the  contributions  of  Christian  education  are  not  over- 
looked.    Same  of  these  are: 

(1)  A  Christian  college  can  have  a  Christian  faculty.  In  this 
time  of  expanded  learning,  increased  frontiers,  and  new  develop- 
ments, it  is  more  important  than  ever  that  young  minds  be  molded 
by  those  who  possess  a  Christian  philosophy. 

(2)  A  Christian  college  can  provide  the  right  kind  of  atmosphere 
on  the  campus.  All  of  us  are  aware  that  it  is  easier  to  live  and 
grow  like  Christ  when  we  are  among  Christians.  To  provide  this 
atmosphere  along  with  the  learning  process  will  help  our  young 
people   develop   for   greater   Christian  service   in   the   future. 

(3)  Christian  education  aids  in  the  cultivation  of  Christian 
values.  Christians  have,  since  the  first  century,  been  the  champions 
of  the  cause  of  liberty  or  freedom.  Jefferson  said,  "If  men  expect  to 
be  ignorant  and  free  they  expect  what  never  can  be."  With  so  many 
motivated  by  the  insatiable  desire  to  become  wealthy  and  successful, 
Christian  values  are  necessary  to  keep  our  world  from  becoming 
a  dog-eat-dog  affair. 

(4)  The  fourth  contribution  of  Christian  education  is  that  it 
magnifies  the  individual.  Jesus'  sacrifice  on  Calvary  magnified  the 
individual  and  the  Christian  faith  still  holds  the  individual  to  be 
of  ultimate  worth. 

(5)  The  last  and,  perhaps,  the  loftiest  of  all  is  that  Christian 
education  inspires.  We  must  teach  young  people  how  to  live,  not 
just  how  to  make  a  living.  It  is  this  kind  of  inspiration  that  causes  a 
man  to  forget  many  of  the  accepted  standards  of  success;  such  as 
pocketbook,  power,  and  prestige,  and  to  bury  himself  in  the  heart 
of  a  darkened  continent  where  he  can  give  his  witness  for  Jesus, 
or  bury  himself  in  the  heart  of  a  busy  city  in  the  homeland  and  live 
for  Christ  and  be  faithful  to  His  church.

ANNUITY   BOARD   REPORT 

There  are  many  different  retirement  plans  administered  by  the 
Annuity  Board.  The  main  ones  are  the  state  plans  for  pastors,  educa- 
tional directors,  associate  pastors,  and  ministers  of  music.  In  recent 
years  the  Age  Security  Plan  has  been  added  as  a  basic  plan  for  lay 
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employees.  This  plan  is  not  a  state  plan,  but  Southwide,  and  in- 
volves only  the  employer  and  employee.  It  may  be  used  also  as  a 
supplemental  plan  to  the  basic  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  or  Southern 
Baptist  Protection  Plan.  Another  supplemental  plan  is  the  Variable 
Annuity  Fund  which  may  involve  both  employer  and  employee,  or 
just  the  employee.  1961  was  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the  Variable 
Annuity  Fund. 

The  Lord  has  led  Southern  Baptists  to  entrust  the  Annuity  Board 
with  a  practical  program  that  will  aid  our  Baptist  churches  in  this 
matter  of  caring  for  our  pastors  and  their  families  in  the  days  of 
need  and  anxiety.  Each  and  every  Baptist  church  is  invited  to 
protect  their  pastor  and  his  family  through  this  plan.  The  Southern 
Baptist  Protection  Plan  provides  financial  help  in  the  time  of  death, 
disability,    and  retirement. 

We  urge  all  churches  to  contribute  to   the  work  of  the  Annuity 

Board.     Every  church   would    do   well   to   investigate    this    plan.      We 

suggest  that  each  church  contact  the  Associational  Missionary,    or  the 

Annuity   Department,     Baptist    Building,     301    Hillsboro    St.,     Raleigh, 

N.  C,    about  this  matter.     We  further  urge  you  to  discuss  this  matter

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

Established  in  1816  the  American  Bible  Society  serves  the  churches 
of  the  United  States  as  their  agency  for  the  translation,  publication, 
and  distribution  of  the  Bible. 

In  1961  a  record  total  of  over  24,400,000  Bibles,  Testaments  and 
Scripture  Portions  were  distributed  by  the  Society  in  283  languages  in 
75  countries  and  territories  on  five  continents. 

"Sharing  Christ  with  the  Whole  World"  is  the  aim  and  theme 
of  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Advance.  Sharing  the  Bible  with  the  whole 
world  is  an  essential  part  of  this  program  of  advance.  If  the  people 
of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ,  the  one  hope  of  men  and  nations, 
they  must  have  the  Bible.  Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his 
own  language  because  it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can 
speak. 

But,  in  most  countries,  people  cannot  afford  even  the  cost  of 
printing  the  Scriptures.  Penetrating  Latin  America,  Europe,  Belgium, 
and  ministering  to  the  Scripture  needs  of  refugees  in  West  Germany, 
Southern  Asia,  India  and  Ceylon,  Africa,  East  Asia,  Southeast  Asia, 
the  Philippines  and  in  the  Near  East,  the  Scripture  is  returning  to 
the  land  of  its  origin  despite  determined  resistance  to  the  Gospel.  The 
Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.  The  missionary 
uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can  go 
where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  on  after  he  must 
leave — and  keep  on  speaking  to  one's  heart. 
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During    1961,    the    American    Bible    Society: 

— rejoiced  that  some  part  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in  1181 
languages:  the  full  Bible  in  226;  a  Testament  in  281  more  and  a 
Gospel  or  complete  book  in  674  more. 

— distributed  a  record  total  of  over  24  million  Scripture  volumes  in 
over  100  countries  on  6  continents.  Of  these,  more  than  11  million 
volumes  went  overseas.  Distribution  abroad  showed,  for  the  sec- 
ond consecutive  year,   an  increase  of  20  percent  over  the  year  before. 

— continued  to  enlarge  the  worldwide  ministry  of  the  Finger-Fono,  a 
special  phonograph  for  Bible  records,  operated  by  one  finger,  for 
use  in  areas  where  many  people  cannot  read.  Records  are  now 
available  in  40  languages;    others  are  being  prepared. 

— gave  almost  a  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by  Chap- 
lains to  our  Armed  Forces  and  Veterans'  Hospitals,  as  a  vital  link 
between  the   home   churches   and   servicemen. 

— expanded  distribution  of  Scriptures  to  persons  of  special  needs: 
Cuban  refugees  and  others  from  overseas;  hurricane  and  flood  vic- 
tims; patients  in  hospitals  and  nursing  homes;  inmates  of  jails, 
reformatories  and  prisons;    migrant  farm  workers;    and  others. 

Southern  Baptists  Support  the  Work: 

Because  the  Bible  Society  serves  mission  work,  and  Southern 
Baptist  missionaries  depend  on  the  Society  for  Scriptures  they  need 
for  their  people,  Southern  Baptist  churches  believe  in  the  .missionary 
importance  of  giving  to  the   American  Bible   Society. 

In  1961  Southern  Baptist  Churches  gave  $164,342  to  the  American 
Bible  Society.  Gifts  from  all  churches  in  the  U.S.A.  totaled  $1,065,649. 
Southern  Baptists  can  continue  to  lead  if  every  church  will  give- 
Smaller  churches  are  giving  from  $10-$60  each  year;  larger  churches 
from  $60-$300;'  and  great  city  churches  $300-$600  or  more.

TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS  REPORT 

Alcoholism,  the  number  one  home-wrecker,  the  great  contributing 
factor  to  J.  D.,  the  cause  of  most  crimes  of  violence  in  Randolph  Coun- 
ty, as  it  is  in  other  counties  and  states.  Let  us  try  to  help  these 
diseased  individuals  by  understanding  them,  by  showing  them  that 
they  are  going  down  the  wrong  road,  by  helping  them  to  find  peace 
with  God.  I  don't  mean  to  walk  up  to  the  first  intoxicated  person 
you  see  and  start  reading  the  Bible  to  him.  But  in  his  sobering  period, 
to  counsel  with  him,  help  him  to  admit  liquor  is  controlling  him. 
Of  course,    you  don't  want  to  be  classified  as  a  busy-body,    a  person 
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sticking  his  nose  in  other  peoples  business,  but  alcoholism  is  your 
business.  You  cannot  stand  by  and  let  a  man  or  woman  suffer  need- 
lessly for  lack  of  enlightenment  any  more  than  you  can  close  your 
eyes  to  cancer  or  heart  disease.  Alcoholism  is  a  disease — not  a  disgrace. 
If  you  are  successful  and  the  alcoholic  recovers,  he  will  sooner  or 
later  express  his  undying  gratitude  to  you  for  helping  him  penetrate 
the  alcohol  barrier.  No  citizen  has  the  right  to  ignore  a  condition 
that  costs  industry  1  billion  dollars  yearly,  (through  accidents,  ab- 
senteeism, lack  of  production,  premature  medical  disabilities  and 
many  other  by-products  of  alcoholism) ;  a  condition  that  is  responsible 
for  more  broken  homes,  more  crimes,  more  juvenile  delinquents  than 
any  other  cause;  a  condition  that  directly  affects  at  least  four  other 
individuals  for  every  person  afflicted  ...  a  total  of  20  million  people 
or  1/9  of  our  population.  A  condition  that  concerns  each  and  every 
one  of  us  in  added  risk  and  responsibilities  on  the  job,  and  in  the 
loss  of  national  moral  and  physical  strength. 

Let  us  view  a  few  passages  from  the  Bible  on  alcoholic  beverages. 
But  let  us  keep  in  mind  that  in  the  Biblical  days,  wine  was  used 
with  food,  the  same  as  coffee  and  tea  are  today.  Water  was  a  very 
precious  product  .  .  .  therefore,  light  wine  was  made  and  stored  up 
to  replace  water.  Again  and  again  the  Bible  points  out  the  damaging 
effects  of  alcohol.  In  Proverbs  23:21  we  find:  "For  the  drunkard 
and  glutton  will  come  to  poverty  and  drowsiness  will  clothe  a  man  in 
rags."  Isaiah  noted  that  the  "priest  and  the  prophet  reel  with  strong 
drink  .  .  .",  "They  are  confused  with  wine  .  .  .  they  err  in  vision," 
(28:7).  God  could  not  speak  through  them  when  they  were  under 
the  influence  of  alcohol.  Again  in  Proverbs,  "It  is  not  for  Kings  to 
drink  wine,  or  for  rulers  to  desire  strong  drink,  lest  they  drink  and 
forget  that  which  has  been  decreed,  and  pervert  the  rights  of  all  the 
afflicted."  Both  the  mind  and  moral  judgment  are  debilitated  by 
alcohol,  making  just  decisions  impossible.  Peter  refers  to  drunken- 
ness as  belonging  to  the  way  of  the  Gentile  who  lives,  "in  licentious- 
ness, passions,  drunkenness,  revels,  carousing,   and  lawless  idolatry." 

We  hear  some  people  say  that  Jesus  must  have  favored  the  use 
of  alcohol  because  he  turned  water  into  wine  at  the  wedding  in  Cana 
of  Galilee.  I  would  suggest  that  these  people  read  the  entire  chapter 
of  John,  and  not  just  this  one  passage,  in  order  to  get  the  full  mean- 
ing of  Jesus'  acts.  Wine  with  meals  was  the  custom  at  that  time. 
Here  was  a  wedding  feast  without  wine.  Jesus  seized  upon  this  op- 
portunity to  perform  one  of  the  many  recorded  miracles  in  order 
to  prove  that  Christ  has  the  power  to  abundantly  meet  our  needs. 
It  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  Bible  could  be  more  definite  in  pointing 
out  the  evil  effects  of  drinking  than  it  is.  Its  entire  accent  is  against 
the  use  of  alcohol.  In  spirit  it  leads  the  Christian  conscience  to  this 
view.  Jesus'  teaching  is  in  regard  to  the  sacredness  of  personality. 
We  see  this  in  Matthew  in  the  Beatitudes,  Jesus  insists  that  men  are 
children  of  God  and  of  infinite  worth  in  the  eyes  of  the  Heavenly 
Father.  The  use  of  anything,  therefore,  which  demoralizes  them, 
dulls  their  minds,  weakens  their  bodies  and  degrades  them  to  a  level 
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lower  than  that  of  intelligent  animals  must  of  necessity,    be  contrary 
to  God's  will,    and  all  of  this  alcohol  does.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION  REPORT 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  was  authorized  by  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  in  1919.  The  Board  of  Directors  organized 
for  business  in  1920.  From  the  period  of  the  organization  until  the 
present,    the  Baptist  Foundation  has  had  a  rather  irregular  promotion. 

The  Committee  of  25  recommended  to  the  State  Convention  in 
1959  that  the  Baptist  Foundation  be  fully  staffed  and  activated.  It 
requested  the  Convention  to  adopt  a  budget  providing  for  a  full-time 
executive  secretary,  with  the  necessary  travel,  office  expenses,  etc. 
It  was  not  until  July  1  of  this  year  that  a  full-time  executive  secretary 
was  employed.  For  the  past  few  months,  Mr.  Peyton  J.  Brown  has 
served  as  Interim  Director,  without  remuneration.  The  total  assets 
of  the  Foundation  as  of  June  30,  1959,  were  $245,131.32.  The  total 
assets  as  of  June  30,  1962,  were  $303,186.66.  In  these  past  three 
years  our  total  assets  have  gained  $58,055.54.  This  gain  has  largely  been 
due  to  the  Interim  Director  and  our  present  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,    Mr.  Brown. 

What  is  the  Baptist  Foundation?  The  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Foundation  is  an  incorporated  agency  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina.  It  was  created  by  the  Convention  for  the  purpose 
of  procuring  endowment  funds  and  for  administering  said  funds  for 
all  institutions  and  agencies  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Convention. 
It  is  independent  of  the  cause  it  serves,  but  committed  to  its  best 
interests.  It  is  not  a  competitive  agency,  but  a  service  agency  dedi- 
cated to  the  task  of  undergirding  all  our  Baptist  work.  Funds  usually 
come  to  the  Foundation  through  one  of  five  channels: 

(a)  Through  a  CHRISTIAN  WILL.  In  his  will  a  person  leaves 
all  or  part  of  his  estate  with  the  Foundation  for  some  Baptist  cause. 
Of  course,  the  Foundation  then  received  its  share  when  the  estate  is 
settled. 

(b)  Through  a  LIVING  TRUST.  A  person  makes  a  donation  to  the 
Foundation  while  he  is  living.  The  Foundation  then  administers  the  fund 
and  directs  the  income  to  the  Baptist  agency  of  his  choice.  This  allows 
the  donor  to  see  his  gift  at  work. 

(c)  Through  a  MEMORIAL  TRUST.  A  person  makes  a  gift  to 
the  Foundation  in  memory  of  a  loved  one  and  instructs  the  Foundation 
to  place  the  income  from  it  to  one  or  more  Baptist  agencies. 

(d)  Through  a  LIFE  INCOME  TRUST.  A  person  makes  a  gift 
to  the  Foundation  and  specifies  a  Baptist  agency  as  beneficiary,  but  re- 
quests the  income  for  himself  as  long  as  he  lives.     This  permits  him 
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to  receive  the  earnings  to  the  end  of  his  life  and  to  know  the  bene- 
ficiary of  his  charity  after  his  death. 

(e)  Through  LIFE  INSURANCE.  A  person  takes  out  a  policy 
in  some  amount  in  the  name  of  the  Foundation  and  designates  the  Bap- 
tist cause  as  irrevocable  beneficiary.  The  premium  he  pays  is  then 
tax  free  as  a  charitable  gift.

EVANGELISM  REPORT 

Evangelism  is  the  heartbeat  and  life-blood  of  New  Testament 
Christianity.  Jesus  clearly  stated  His  own  purpose  in  coming  into 
the  world,  "For  the  Son  of  man  is  come  to  seek  and  to  save  that 
which  was  lost."  (Luke  19:10).  His  primary  and  consuming  passion 
was  the  salvation  of  the  lost.  He  had  that  in  mind  after  his  resurrection 
when  He  said  to  his  disciples,  "As  the  Father  hath  sent  me,  even 
so  send  I  you." 

This  past  spring  during  the  period  of  April  1  through  15,  22 
of  our  churches  in  the  Randolph  Association  participated  in  the 
Simultaneous  Revivals.  14  of  the  22  churches  turned  in  a  report  on 
the  meetings.  A  compilation  of  these  14  reports  reveals  that  76 
persons  joined  the  church  on  profession  of  faith  and  were  baptized; 
19  by  letter,  3  by  statement,  and  13  other  persons  made  profession 
of  faith  but  did  not  join  a  church  at  that  time.  Perhaps  most  of  you 
remember  that  our  Association  voted  last  year  to  participate  in  the 
Simultaneous  Revival  effort  for  '63  and  '64.  The  time  set  for  the 
Simultaneous  Revivals  in  1963  is  March  24  through  April  7. 

Our  Association  also  voted  last  year  to  sponsor  a  Central  Revival 
for  the  whole  Association  which  would  be  held  July  7-19,  1963.  Dr. 
C.  E.  Autrey,  Secretary  of  Evangelism  of  the  Home  Mission  Board, 
has  been  secured  as  the  Evangelist,  and  preparations  are  being  made 
now  for  this  meeting.  If  this  effort  is  to  succeed,  there  must  be  a 
great  display  of  cooperation  and  enthusiasm  and  prayerful  concern 
on  the  part  of  every  church  and  its  members.  As  your  Associational 
Chairman  of  Evangelism,  I  humbly  ask  for  your  prayers,  for  your  sug- 
gestions, and  whole-hearted  support  as  we  make  this  effort  in  behalf 
of  the  lost  people  in  our  county. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  our  Association,  feeling  that  it 
wouldn't  be  best  to  try  to  put  main  emphasis  on  two  projects,  has 
voted  that  our  main  effort  in  1963  be  on  the  Central  Revival.  However, 
the  Committee  also  voted  that  every  church  would  be  encouraged  to 
participate  in  the  spring  Simultaneous  Revivals  and  set  the  time, 
March  4  through  April  7. 

A  Clinic  in  Evangelism  has  been  planned  in  the  Association  for 
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February  21,   1963,    which  is   designated   to  help   the  Pastors  in  their 
planning  for  the  Simultaneous  Revivals. 

If  we  will  work  together  under  the  leadership  of  the  Lord,  we 
can  be  used  mightily  in  the  advancement  of  His  cause  this  coming 
year.  I  would  appreciate  any  of  you  letting  me  have  advantage  of 
your  thinking  pertaining  to  the  program  of  Evangelism.

BAPTIST  HOMES  REPORT 

The  past  year  in  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging 
has  been  one  of  great  blessing.  Of  unusual  signficance  has  been  the 
opening  of  our  fourth  Home,  the  Hamilton  Home,  located  in  Eastern 
North  Carolina,  and  enabling  us  to  minister  to  30  additional  people. 
The  residents  there  are  supremely  happy  and  are  enjoying  the  abundant 
life  in  this  beautiful  new  facility. 

Over  the  past  11  years  we  have  increased  by  8  times  our  ability 
to  minister  to  the  aging  in  our  midst.  In  the  beginning,  there  were 
20  residents,  and  now  we  are  able  to  give  loving  care  to  160  persons 
in  our  four  Homes— Resthaven,  and  the  Hayes  Home,  in  Winston- 
Salem,  the  Albemarle  Home,  at  Albemarle,  the  Hamilton  Home,  at 
Hamilton.  The  need  for  more  space  is  most  urgent  and  pressing. 
Today  there  are  138  applicants  on  the  waiting  list.  We  will  want  to 
move  forward,  therefore,  as  rapidly  as  funds  will  permit  in  meeting 
the  crying  demands  of  our  ever-growing  population  of  aging  people 
who  need  our  care. 

The  Special  Day  Offerings  from  our  churches  are  at  an  all-time 
high  and  are  likely  to  go  beyond  all  previous  offerings  by  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year.  We  want  to  thank  all  who  have  had  a  part  in 
these  vital  offerings,  and  we  would  urgently  appeal  to  each  church 
to  continue  giving  as  liberally  as  possible  through  this  vital  medium. 
Ninety  per  cent  of  the  residents  who  live  in  our  four  Homes  are  finan- 
cially needy  people  and  are  sustained  by  the  Special  Day  Offerings 
from  our  churches  each  year. 

The  plea  of  the  elderly  person  in  our  midst,  "Cast  me  not  off  in 
the  time  of  old  age,"  is  one  that  cannot  be  lightly  brushed  aside, 
but  one  that  must  continue  to  challenge  the  highest  and  holiest  in 
every  North  Carolina  Baptist  as  we  move  forward  in  this  great 
ministry  which  God  has  committed  to  us.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  services  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  are  subject  to  heavy  demands 
which  grow  .more  year  by  year.  Last  year  the  already  overcrowded 
clinics  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  received  a  new  high  of  83,000 
visits  from  96  counties  of  the  state,  16  other  states,  and  2  foreign 
countries.     Two-thirds  of  these  were  by  our  Baptist  people. 

One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  is  the  enlargement  of  the  facilities 
of  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Along  with  this  is  the  urgent  need 
for  a  building  to  provide  adequate  and  unified  facilities  for  the  Hos- 
pital's eight  schools  for  the  training  of  skilled  nurses,  technicians, 
and  other  medical  personnel,  all  of  whom  are  in  short  supply  and 
are  essential  to  good  medical  care  in  our  local  hospitals  and  communi- 
ties. 

The  new  Progressive  Care  Center  is  attracting  the  attention  of  hos- 
pital authorities  over  the  country.  Patients  have  been  most  pleased 
with  it.  The  trustees  and  administration  greatly  regret  that  the  Hos- 
pital does  not  have  sufficient  funds  to  permit  the  admission  of  Service 
Patients  to  this  fine  facility. 

The  Pastor's  Library  now  contains  well  over  100  volumes  among 
the  best  books  in  various  fields  of  Christian  thought  and  pastoral  work. 
It  can  be  of  great  value  to  pastors  and  they  are  invited  to  use  it. 
It  is  located  in  the  Medical   School  Library. 

The  care  of  Service  Patients  remains  at  the  heart  of  the  work  of 
the  Baptist  Hospital.  In  cases  where  help  will  be  needed  on  the  hos- 
pital bill,  it  is  extremely  important  that  this  be  made  known  in  ad- 
vance and  the  arrangements  be  made  when  the  patient  is  admitted  to 
the  hospital.  When  appointments  are  requested  for  examinations 
it  is  necessary  to  let  the  Hospital  know  is  the  person  needs  to  come 
through  the  Clinic,  or  if  he  will  come  as  a  private  or  full-pay-patient. 
If  a  doctor  is  making  the  arrangements  for  a  patient,  he  should  be 
told  to  make  clear  when  he  calls  or  writes,  if  it  is  a  Service  or  Clinic 
Patient.      Mother's   Day  money   cannot   be   used   for   Private   Patients. 

The  Mother's  Day  Fund  is  the  foundation  of  the  financial  aid  given 
Service  Patients.  The  Hospital  tries  to  help  the  most  needy  cases  as 
much  as  possible,  but  the  funds  have  not  been  sufficient  to  give  as 
much  as  is  needed  in  many  cases.  In  other  cases  of  real  need,  it  has 
not  been  able  to  give  any  help,  except  the  free  services  of  the  doctors 
and  reduced  rates  on  other  items,  such  as  X-Rays,  which  considera- 
tion is  given  all  Service  Patients.  We  must  remember  that  the  help 
given  is  limited  by  the  Mother's  Day  gifts  of  our  churches.

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOME  REPORT 

Building  a  better  tomorrow  has  always  been  the  dedicated  con- 
cern of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina.  Today's 
children  will  become  the  adults  who  shape  tomorrow's  world.  NO 
task  is  more  important  than  helping  a  child,  hurt  by  life,  to  grow 
into  healthy  well-adjusted,  responsible  citizenship.  Each  child  who 
comes  to  the  Children's  Homes  is  different,  with  a  different  need  to 
be  met  and  a  different  problem  to  be  solved.  It  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Homes  to  find  the  best  solution  possible.  For  many  years  that 
meant  providing  food,  clothing  and  shelter  for  orphans.  Today  the 
need  has  changed.  Today  our  work  is  with  children  who  for  various 
reasons  have  lost  the  security  of  home  and  parents. 

During  the  past  year,  848  boys  and  girls  were  served  by  the 
Baptist  Children's  Homes.  In  addition  to  those  already  in  care,  ap- 
plications were  received  for  the  admission  of  646  other  children. 
We  had  space  and  money  sufficient  to  admit  170  of  these — leaving 
476  for  whom  no  room  was  available.  Provision  should  be  made  imme- 
diately to  expand  greatly  our  foster  home  program  to  meet  the  needs 
of  these  children.  This  can  be  done  through  an  increased  Thanksgiving 
Offering. 

Increasingly,  your  Homes  are  being  called  upon  to  serve  children 
who  are  disturbed  and  emotionally  ill.  In  addition  to  traditional 
types  of  child  care,  there  is  a  growing  need  for  specialized  supervision 
and  services.  It  is  hoped  that  a  step  can  be  taken,  within  the  year, 
to  begin  to  provide,  on  a  small  scale,  such  services  at  the  North  Caro- 
lina  Medical   Center   at   Chapel   Hill. 

Financial  support  this  year  has  come  from  the  following  sources: 

Cooperative  Program 33%      Once-a-Month  Offering  16% 

Thanksgiving  Offering  ..'. 30%       All    Other    21% 

For  the  first  time,  income  to  the  Children's  Homes  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  exceeds  that  of  the  Thanksgiving  Offering. 
This  meets  Vs  of  our  operating  budget;  however,  the  Thanksgiving 
Offering   provides    30%    of   income.      We   sorely    need    an    increase    of 
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$100,000.00  through  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  this  year.  This  would 
enable  us  to  care  for  an  additional  125  children.  Charity  and  Children 
continues  to  grow  in  popularity  and  circulation,  with  55,000  copies 
being  sent  to  churches  and  subscribers  throughout  the  state  and 
beyond   each  week.     You   are   invited   to  be   among  these   readers.

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STATE  MISSIONS  REPORT 

State  Missions  is  the  missionary  effort  on  the  part  of  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists to  reach  the  unsaved  for  Christ  and  teach,  enlist,  and  train  the  saved 
in  giving,    living  and  serving  through  the  churches  unto  all  the  world. 

The  work  in  our  state  is  now  under  six  divisions  as  follows:  Evangelism, 
Missions,  Church  Programs,  Stewardship  Promotion  and  Editorial  Services, 
Christian  Higher  Education,  and  Christian  Social  Services.  The  first  three 
of  these  usually  are  majored  upon  in  such  a  report  as  this  since  the  others 
will  be  heard  from   separately. 

This  year  our  State  Missions  work  will  aid  more  than  135  churches  in 
either  aid  of  pastor's  salary  or  church  lot  loans.  Most  of  the  associations 
are  aided  in  help  on  salary  for  the  mission  worker  in  the  association.  A  new 
venture  for  North  Carolina  is  the  aid  given  for  work  in  North  Dakota  where 
Albert  Lamm   serves   as  missionary. 

Last,  2817  people  were  won  to  Christ  through  the  direct  effort  of  the 
Division  of  Missions.  Others  were  won  to  Christ  through  other  areas  of 
State  Missions.  A  number  too  large  to  be  estimated  were  helped  to  be- 
come better  laborers  for  Christ  because  of  the  training  provided  by  State 
Missions. 

Great  strides  are  being  made  to  improve  the  amount  and  the  quality 
of  work  done  by  our  State  Missions  personnel.  We  need  to  pray  earnestly 
for  the  work  and  the  workers.  We  need  to  give  liberally  to  support  the 
work.  We  need  greatly  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  offered  us 
in  training  that  we  might  become  better  laborers  for  Christ  in  our  commu- 
nity and  our  state.  In  doing  these  three  things  the  work  of  North  Carolina 
Baptists  will  be  directed  and  empowered  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  the  end 
that,  from  the  Cherokees  of  the  West  to  the  Military  Ministry  to  the  East, 
the  Kingdom  of  Christ  will  become  a  living  reality  in  the  next  year  to  more 
of   the   approximately   two   million   lost  people    of   North    Carolina.

HOME  MISSIONS  REPORT 

Southern  Baptist  mission  forces  reported  approximately  5000  missions 
and  churches  started  in  1962  as  a  part  of  the  Convention's  effort  to  organize 
30,000  missions  and  churches  by  1964.  C.  C.  Warren  of  Charlotte,  N.  C, 
director  of  the  movement,  reports  a  total  of  19,117  units  started  since  1956. 
During  1963  the  30,000  Movement  will  emphasize  missions  with  language 
groups  and  in  1964  with  urban  areas. 

The  Home  Mission  Board,  which  has  led  Southern  Baptists  in  respond- 
ing to  the  needs  of  Latin  American  refugees,  has  helped  meet  another  criti- 
cal relief  need.  Winter  and  spring  floods  wrecked  a  number  of  churches 
in  the  Southern  Appalachian  Mountains,  and  the  mission  agency  voted 
$5000  to  help  restore  buildings  and  furnishings  in  West  Virginia,  Virginia 
and  Kentucky. 

Nearly  850  Cubans  had  been  resettled  through  the  efforts  of  Southern 
Baptist  Churches  by  May,  1963;  and  thousands  have  been  assisted  with 
food  and  clothing  in  Miami.  Churches  in  Richmond,  Atlanta,  and  other 
cities  have  responded  to  needs  through  Spanish  classes,  departments,  and 
missions  that  these  Latin  friends  might  have  the  gospel  in  the  "language 
of   their    souls." 
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With  738  Southern  Baptist  ministers  serving  as  chaplains  in  the  mili- 
tary, hospitals,  industry,  and  institutions,  the  Division  of  Chaplaincy 
moved  to  meet  needs  in  this  field  by  rebuilding  its  staff.  Added  to  the 
staff  during  1962  were  Cecil  D.  Etheredge,  secretary  of  institutional  and  in- 
dustrial chaplaincy,  and  Willis  A.  Brown,  secretary  of  military  personnel 
ministries. 

The  migrant  missions  ministry  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  changed  its 
emphasis  to  a  church-centered  approach.  Missionaries  to  the  migrants  have 
sold  their  trailers  and  established  permanent  residence  from  which  they  will 
serve  limited  areas.  Instead  of  ministering  to  the  migrants  on  a  direct  basis, 
the  missionaries  now  serve  as  advisors  to  associations  and  churches  who  will 
minister  to  migrants  coming  into  given  church  fields. 

The  Division  of  Evangelism,  which  led  Southern  Baptists  to  baptize 
381,510  during  the  year,  is  leading  the  Convention  toward  the  climatic  year 
of  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Advance  under  the  theme,  "Spiritual  Conquest, 
NOW!"  This  theme  was  adopted  by  the  mission  agency  for  special  litera- 
ture for  World  Missions  Week,  the  Convention  Program,  assembly  weeks, 
and  the  Evangelistic  Conference  in  Dallas  in  July,  1963.  New  associate 
in  the  division  is  Newman  McLarry. 

More  than  2100  missionaries  now  serve  with  the  Home  Mission  Board. 
Most  of  these  missionaries  serve  under  26  state  agreements  between  the 
mission  agency  and  the  state  conventions.  These  missionaries  reported  48,700 
professions  of  faith  last  year.  There  were  595  student  summer  workers  who 
served. 

Let  us  lift  our  hearts  in  thanksgiving  for  what  has  been  accomplished 
through  our  Home  Mission  Board  and  pray  that  the  dedication  of  Southern 
Baptists  will  deepen  so  that  the  scope  of  its  ministry  can  be  widened.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS  REPORT 

For  nineteen  centuries  the  church  has  been  under  the  compelling  ur- 
gency of  the  commission  of  Christ  which  sent  the  early  disciples  into  all  the 
world,  there  to  make  disciples  of  all  nations,  baptizing  and  teaching  them 
the  perfect  revelation  of  God  in  Christ.  These  efforts  have  established  the 
Christian  witness  on  every  continent  of  the  globe  but  the  statistics  that  in- 
dicate the  extent  of  this  outreach  shows  the  slight  and,  even  negligible, 
gains  as  well  as  the  great.  To  be  sure,  such  facts  and  figures  can  never 
show  the  patience,  dedication,  love,  and  long-suffering  of  those  involved 
in  this  vital  work;  nor  can  they  show  the  changes  wrought  in  the  lives  of 
individuals  brought  under  the  power  of  God.  But  by  comparison  with  the 
vast  need  of  men  everywhere  both  for  the  ministry  of  preaching  and  teach- 
ing and  for  the  ministry  of  healing,  statistics  can  show  the  greatness  of  our 
failure.  Two  encouraging  factors  stand  out:  (1)  the  gains  that  our  conven- 
tion has  made  in  the  past  15  years  in  its  efforts  to  more  thoroughly  commit 
itself  to  the  foreign  missions  endeavor;  and  (2)  the  fact  that  what  our  con- 
vention is  doing  is  only  a  portion  of  the  total  Christian  effort  to  extend 
the  kingdom  of  God  to  all  men  everywhere. 

We  seek  also  to  minister  to  human  needs  through  the  establishment  of 
hospitals,     clinics    and    dispensaries.      Mission    doctors    now    number    55    and 
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nurses  56;    these  work  closely  with  national  doctors   and  nurses.      Here  our 
hand  of  mercy  is  short  and  limited;    our  need  of  volunteers  is  evident. 

A  net  gain  of  more  than  1,000  missionaries  has  been  realized  by  our  con- 
vention over  the  past  15  years.  Hopefully,  we  press  toward  the  goal  of 
having  1800  under  appointment  by  convention  time,  1964.  In  this  period 
of  time,  furthermore,  we  have  entered  22  additional  countries,  thus  extending 
the  Southern  Baptist  witness  to  a  total  of  52  countries.  Church  and  chapels 
resulting  from  this  work  now  number  10,633  with  a  membership  of  487,943. 
In  1962  alone,  35,509  baptisms  were  reported  which  does  not  include  many 
others  who  have  made  professions  of  faith  and  are  in  the  process  of  instruc- 
tion for  church  membership.  Even  so,  we  continue  to  present  the  gospel  of 
Christ  to  the  world  so  men  may  have  the  opportunity  to  consider  His  claim  upon 
their  lives. 

Christian  education  continues  to  be  a  vital  part  of  our  mission  endeavors. 
Southern  Baptists  have  established  1,060  schools  enrolling  169,178  students. 
This  includes  41  theological  institutions  with  an  enrollment  of  1394  students 
and  27  colleges  and  teacher  training  schools.  The  needs  of  men  and  women 
to  learn— to  become  more  capable  of  taking  places  of  responsibility  and 
leadership— are  a  part  of  our  concern  as  we  continue  to  extend  a  helping 
hand. 

Our  missions  endeavors  show  our  awareness  that  the  church  is  never 
to  be  identified  by  or  with  its  sacred  relics  but  by  its  sacred  responsibilities. 
These  efforts  are  put  forth  not  only  to  carry  out  the  Great  Commission  which 
is  our  never-ceasing  duty;  but  also  to  meet  the  needs  of  men.  This  adds  a 
serious  note  of  urgency  to  our  task.  Now  we  must  strengthen  our  hand  at 
home  so  we  may  extend  an  ever  more  helpful  hand  to  other  shores  and  dis- 
tant peoples.

wider  financial  support  for  the  college  which  would  lengthen  the 
cords  and  strengthening  said  support.

Our  aim  is  still  a  Men's  organization  in  every  Baptist  Church  in  our  asso- 
ciation. 

All  of  our  meetings  this  year  were  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  in 
Asheboro.  Our  Clinic  for  R.A.  work  was  held  May  20,  21,  23,  24  with  an 
average  attendance  of  50. 

One  new  Brotherhood  was  organized  this  year  at  Cedar  Falls  Baptist 
Church.  Our  men  worked  several  days  at  our  R.A.  camp  site,  Camp 
CaRAway,    west  of  Asheboro. 

May  I  express  my  thanks  to  all  of  my  co-workers  and  all  the  men 
who  have  helped  in  our  organization.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  Sunday  School  is  an  agency  of  the  church.  Although  the  move- 
ment started  outside  the  church  when  in  1780  Robert  Raikes  in  Gloucester, 
England,  paid  women  to  teach  children  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic 
on  Sundays,  it  now  belongs  to  the  church.  It  is  the  Bible  teaching  arm  of 
the  church. 

The  Sunday  School  assists  the  church  in  fulfilling  its  most  important 
functions;  worship,  proclamation,  education,  and  ministry.  It  does  this 
in  carrying  out  the  following  basic  tasks:  reach  all  prospects  for  the  church, 
teach    the    Biblical    revelation,     lead    all    church    members    to    worship    and 
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witness  daily,  provide  opportunities  for  the  personal  ministries  of  the 
church,  provide  organization  and  leadership  for  special  projects  of  the 
church,  and  to  interpret  information  regarding  the  work  of  the  church  and 
denomination. 

In  1962-63  the  Randolph  Associational  Sunday  School  organization  be- 
gan the  year  with  a  Central  Training  School  in  October.  229  enrolled  for 
classes  and  we  had  an  average  attendance  of  180  nightly.  In  December  Rev. 
A.  E.  Spencer,  Jr.,  missionary  to  Okinawa,  was  guest  speaker  for  an  em- 
phasis on  missions  through  the  Sunday  School.  Other  feature  speakers 
during  the  year  were:  Rev.  Ottis  Hagler,  Rev.  W.  A.  Duncan,  Rev.  R.  L. 
Hughes,  and  Dr.  Herman  Ihley.  A  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic  was  held 
along  with  five  Age  Group  conferences  and  five  General  conferences.  An 
excellent  Planning  meeting,  consisting  of  pastors,  superintendents  and  as- 
sociational   officers    was    conducted    in    September. 

Our  theme  for  1963-1964  is  "Outreach  for  the  Unreached— Spearhead  for 
Evangelism."  We  hope  our  association  will  schedule  the  Sunday  School 
Witnessing  Program  next  January  or  February  in  preparation  for  the  Jubi- 
lee revivals.  A  Pastor-Led  Sunday  School  Enlargement  Campaign  is  sched- 
uled for  October  28-November  1  of  this  year.  A  program  of  work  is  sched- 
uled for  each  month  during  the  new  year.  Sunday  School  goals  for  the  new 
year  are  listed  with  the  committee's  report  that  is  responsible  for  goals.  Each 
Sunday  School  should  observe  January  Week  of  Bible  Studv,  plan  a  church 
and  mission  Vacation  Bible  School,  promote  Operation  Home  Study  and 
other  related  projects  of  the  Church  Study  Course,  make  possible  its  work- 
ers attending  the  assemblies.  All  churches  are  asked  to  cooperate  with  the 
associational  Sunday  School  program.  Attend  the  meetings.  Become  ac- 
quainted with  the  goals  for  1963-64.  Let  us  work  together  in  such  a  way 
that  all  might  come  to  know  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Saviour. 

We  urge  you  to  call  upon  us  if  the  General  Superintendent  or  any 
other  associational  officer  can  help  you.

TRAINING   UNION   REPORT 

Training  Union  is  an  integral  part  of  our  church  program.  It  is  per- 
haps second  only  to  the  Sunday  School  in  the  number  of  lives  it  touches 
and  influences.  More  than  any  other  organization  in  our  church  it  helps  to 
keep  up  the  attendance  in  our  Sunday  evening  services.  Its  program  is  the 
broadest  and  most  comDrehensive  and  thus  offers  the  greatest  opportunity  for 
learning  and  training  of  any  organization  in  our  churches. 

Due  to  wide  differences  in  levels  of  education  and  degrees  of  spiritual 
maturity  in  our  Baptist  people,  a  great  program  of  revision  of  our  Training 
Union  literature  has  been  carried  on  this  year  to  meet  the  needs  of  church 
members.  The  lesson  plans  and  material  are  being  made  more  flexible  so 
that  the  lessons  may  be  better  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  members. 

Considerable  effort  has  been  made  this  year  to  acquaint  officers,  leaders 
and  members  with  these  new  lesson  plans  and  material  in  our  monthly  meet- 
ings. Not  in  the  history  of  Training  Union  work  has  so  much  been  offered 
to  our  churches  as  is  being  offered  in  the  new  year  of  1963-64.  It  is  our 
prayer  that  the  new  programs   will  prove   most  stimulating   and   helpful. 
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Our  Associational  Training  Union  was  able  to  hold  all  of  its  meetings 
as  planned  this  year.  Special  activities  were  the  tournaments  in  March  and 
Youth  Night  March  23,  at  the  Mt.  Pleasant  Church.  Our  work  has  been 
somewhat  handicapped  this  year  by  frequent  change  of  directors— three  hav- 
ing served. 

Out  of  43  churches  and  3  missions  in  our  association  only  21  churches 
have  Training  Unions,  which  is  a  little  less  than  50%.  That  compares  with 
approximately  76%  for  the  S.  B.  C.  Our  goal  for  1963-64  will  be  "More 
Churches  With  Training  Unions."

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  advancement  of  our  program  of  Christian  Education  continues  to 
be  made  possible  through  the  gifts  of  the  local  churches  through  the  Co- 
operative Program.  The  Baptist  colleges  of  North  Carolina  deeply  appreciate 
what  has  been  done  through  the  Christian  Education  Advance.  The  benefit 
from  this  program  will  be  felt  by  the  colleges  for  many  years  to  come.  We 
urge  all  Baptist  churches  to  cooperate  with  Director  R.  T.  Greene  as  we 
move  into  the  final  year  of  the  campaign. 

DENOMINATIONAL  LEADERSHIP 

We  are  more  strongly  convinced  than  ever  that  the  denominational  col- 
lege plays  its  most  vital  role  in  its  production  of  Christian  leadership,  not 
only  in  Christian  vocations  such  as  the  ministry,  missions,  evangelism, 
church  music,  religious  education  and  related  fields;  but,  more  particu- 
larly, it  is  contributing  a  vital  leadership  through  laymen  who  are  serving 
in  many  capacities  in  local  communities. 

This  past  year  during  Christian  Education  Day  we  emphasized  the 
fact  that  Baptist  colleges  (North  Carolina)  now  have  missionary  alumni 
who  are  serving  all  around  the  world.  Almost  200  dedicated  men  and  women 
are  preaching  the  gospel  in  many  lands  and  in  many  tongues.  But  we  must 
remember  that  it  was  Dr.  Baker  James  Cauthen  who,  in  a  letter  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Council,  pointed  out  that  in  addition  to  this  wonderful  contribu- 
tion, Baptist  colleges  are  sending  hundreds  of  graduates  back  into  the 
local  community  with  a  direct  interest  in  missions  and  other  phases  of  church 
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work.     Baptist  colleges  are  taking  seriously  the  task  of  producing  Christian 

leadership  for  our  times. 

FIVE  GREAT  CHALLENGES   FOR  CHRISTIAN   HIGHER  EDUCATION 

1.  The  challenge  presented  by  the  plight  of  modern  youth  who  are 
desperately  trying  to  find  the  meaning  of  existence  in  a  world  which  elders 
did  not  know,  a  world  teetering  on  the  brink  of  atomic  destruction  on  one 
hand  and  staggering  under  the  burden  of  military  training  on  the  other. 

2.  The  challenge  of  Christian  leadership  in  a  world  which  for  the  past 
several  years  has  watched  an  alarming  decline  in  the  number  of  men  and 
women  committing  themselves  to  the  Christian  vocation. 

3.  The  challenge  of  liberty  and  individual  freedom  and  dignity  in  a 
world  which  has  witnessed  a  dehumanization  of  man  on  every  level. 

4.  The  challenge  of  a  culture  which  has  radically  changed  from 
Christian  to  non-Christian  in  practice  and  world  view. 

5.  The  challenge  of  high  academic  standards  and  competent  teaching. 
Baptist  colleges  now  enroll  about  one  in  five  of  the  Baptist  students  in 
college  and  the  ratio  will  probably  be  about  one  in  ten  by  1970.  The 
public  institutions  will  expand  more  rapidly  than  Baptist  colleges  will  be 
able  to  expand.  This  situation  places  upon  the  Baptist  colleges  added  re- 
sponsibility in  recruitment.  More  attention  will  need  to  be  given  to  enroll- 
ing Baptist  students  with  leadership  potentials  if  Baptists  are  not  to  be 
hampered  in  their  progress  in  the  Kingdom  work. 

Enrollment  and  Support:  Enrollments  of  total  students  have  reached 
a  record  high  for  1962-63  of  80,987  students  compared  to  77,143  in  1961-62. 

Graduates  from  the  72  schools  from  September,  1961,  to  August,  1962, 
totaled  10,922  compared  to   10,415  the  preceding  year. 

State  conventions  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  apparently  de- 
creased gifts  to  the  schools  from  $15,677,189  to  $15,514,770,  according  to 
reports  from  the  schools.  Gifts  from  the  conventions  for  operations  amounted 
to  $10,735,245  and  for  capital  projects  $4,779,525. 

In  addition,  the  schools  received  $12,749,141  in  other  gifts,  grants, 
and  dominations.  The  total  assets  of  Southern  Baptist  educational  insti- 
tutions are  $392,408,610  of  which  $97,654,943  is  for  endowment. 

CHRISTIAN   EDUCATION   EMPHASIS   FOR   1964 

Therefore,  mindful  of  the  real  dangers  which  our  denomination  faces 
with  a  decline  in  the  number  of  young  people  answering  the  call  to  full-time 
Christian  service,  your  Baptist  colleges,  working  through  the  Council  on 
Christian  Education,  have  designated  Christian  Education  for  1964  as 
Christian  Vocational  Day.  This  will  be  a  day  for  "calling  out  the  called," 
the  day  in  which  the  colleges  will  join  our  churches  in  appealing  to  young 
people  to  heed  the  call  to  the  ministry,  missions,  and  evangelism,  to  pre- 
pare themselves  to  accept  positions  of  leadership  in  religious  education, 
church  music,    and  in  many  of  the  special  fields  related  to  these. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  colleges,  through  the  Council,  to  make  this  a 
permanent  emphasis,  not  only  in  the  "calling  out  of  the  called,"  but  in 
recognizing  the  role  which  the  layman  plays  in  the  church  and  community. 

In  addition  to  this,  we  hope  to  make  the  Christian  Education  Day 
offering  next  year  a  great  offering  to  help  those  young  people  answer  the 
call  to  full-time  Christian  service  and  to  go  to  college.  The  colleges  feel 
that  for  too  long  this  area  has  been  neglected.  While  thousands  of  dollars 
are  available  in  scholarship  funds  in  this  country  for  those  who  want  to 
study  science,  technology,  teaching,  or  many  other  professions,  there  has 
been  no  corresponding  effort  to  help  the  Christian  vocational  workers  over- 
come their  financial  problem. 
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This  plight  is  painfully  illustrated  by  what  happened  in  a  church  not 
too  many  weeks  ago.  According  to  one  of  our  fine  associational  mission- 
aries, a  young  woman  went  home  from  the  morning  service  with  great  en- 
thusiasm and  a  determination  to  give  her  life  to  full-time  Christian  service. 
At  lunch,  after  she  had  expressed  this  desire,  the  father  shook  his  head 
sadly  and  said  to  her,  "I  wish  this  could  be  possible,  but  you  might  as  well 
put  it  from  your  mind.  We  can  barely  pay  the  taxes,  much  less  get  up 
the  money  to  send  you  to  college."  This  is  a  true  story,  and  we  will  perhaps 
never  know  how  many  young  people  have  been  lost  to  leadership  because 
we  have  failed  to  provide  sufficient  help. 

And,  finally,  we  conclude  this  report  by  an  appeal  for  all  the  churches 
and  all  the  Christian  people  in  our  state  to  join  hands  with  us  in  1964  in  mak- 
ing it  a  great  year  when  we  "call  out  the  called"  and  in  which  we  provide 
adequate  funds  for  helping  these  young  people  go  to  college.

ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 

On  April  24,  1963,  a  special  added  benefit  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Protection  Plan,  retroactive  to  January  1,  1963,  went  into  effect.  This 
added  benefit  provided  a  cash  settlement  for  the  widow  or  estate  of  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Plan  who  dies  before  bjis  40th  birthday.  Thus,  the  Annuity  Board 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  provided  another  means  of  helping 
those  who  are  participating  in  the  Protection  Plan.  Yet,  there  are  still 
17,000  churches  within  the  S.B.C.  without  Protection  Plan  coverage.  There 
are  over  1600  churches  in  North  Carolina  who  are  not  participating  in  the 
Plan. 

Out  of  the  43  churches  and  3  missions  of  the  Randolph  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, almost  one-half  (19)  are  involved  in  some  form  of  the  Protection  Plan. 
Twelve  of  these  19  churches  are  paying  the  dues  for  both  the  church  and  the 
pastor. 

May  we  urge  each  church  not  participating  in  the  Plan  to  investigate 
thoroughly  the  possibility  of  its  participation.  God  has  ordained  that  man 
should  do  that  which  is  within  his  ability  to  do.  Therefore,  just  as  the 
animals  prepare  for  the  coming  winter,  so  it  behooves  each  church  and 
minister  to  prepare  for  the  winter  of  life.  Enrollment  in  the  Protection  Plan 
of  the  Annity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  may  easily  become 
one  giant  step  in  this  preparation.

TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS 

Once  there  was  a  little  boy.  When  he  was  three  weeks  old  his  parents 
turned  him  over  to  a  baby-sitter.  When  he  was  two  they  dressed  him  up 
like  a  cowboy  and  give  him  a  gun.  When  he  was  three  everybody  said, 
"How  cute,"  as  he  went  lisping  a  beer  commercial  jingle.  When  he  was  six, 
his  father  occasionally  dropped  him  off  at  Sunday  School  on  his  way  to  the 
golf  course.  When  he  was  eight  they  bought  him  a  BB  gun  and  taught  him 
to  shoot  sparrows.  He  learned  to  shoot  windshields  himself.  When  he 
was  ten  he  spent  his  afternoon  time  squatting  at  the  drug  store  reading  comic 
books.  His  mother  wasn't  home  and  his  father  was  busy.  When  he  was 
thirteen,  he  told  his  parents  other  boys  stayed  out  as  late  as  they  wanted  to 
so  they  said  he  could,  too.  It  was  easier  that  way.  When  he  was  fourteen 
they  gave  him  a  deadly  two-ton  machine,    wangled  a  license  for  him  to  drive 
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it,  and  told  him  to  be  careful.  When  he  was  fifteen,  the  police  called  his 
home  one  night  and  said,  "We  have  your  boy.  He's  in  trouble."  "In  trouble," 
screamed  the  father,    "it  can't  be  my  boy."     But  it  was. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  most  important  factor  in  the  life  of  a  child  is 
the  home.  The  home  has  the  first  responsibility  because  the  child  belongs 
in  that  family  circle.  The  church  and  the  school  are  agents  established  in  our 
society  for  helping  the  home  in  its  primary  task  and  we  must  remember  that 
the  church  and  the  school  have  the  child  in  their  care  for  comparatively  short 
periods.  Seven  per  cent  of  the  child's  time  is  spent  in  school  and  1  per  cent 
in  the  church,  if  regularly  attended.  The  rest,  some  92  per  cent  is  spent 
IN  AND  AROUND  THE  HOME. 

Psychologists  say  many  foundational  factors  of  the  child's  personality  are 
woven  by  the  time  he  is  seven;  in  most  cases  the  criminal  personality  is 
established  before  ten  years  of  age.  We  must  realize  the  influence  of  the 
home  substantially  molds  the  character  of  the  child.  Love,  honesty,  co- 
operation, thoughtfulness  and  integrity  learned  in  the  home  are  first  and 
lasting  character-building  experiences. 

Most  youthful  lawbreakers  are  not  hostile,  aggressive,  psychopaths  who 
have  lived  with  hate  and  brutality.  They  are  in  many  cases  miserable  young- 
sters, weak,  fearful,  inadequate  drifting  children— without  any  roots,  beliefs, 
ambition,  ideals  or  goals;  without  any  understanding  and  love  from  anyone. 
Just  "empty  kids"  leading  empty  lives  looking  for  an  outlet.  The  real  prob- 
lem and  solution  lies  within  the  home  structure  itself.  If  the  following  factors 
are  present  in  the  child's  homelife— that  child,  no  matter  under*  what  economic 
or  social  conditions  he  may  be  forced  to  live,  will  be  a  law-abiding  citizen 
and  make  a  worthy  contribution  to  his  community.  These  factors  are: 
(1)  A  cohesive  family  circle;  (2)  Consistent  and  adequate  discipline;  (3) 
Affection   and  understanding;     (4)   A   sound  religious  faith.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  N.  C.  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION,  INC. 

Since  July,  1962,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  has  established 
an  office  in  the  Baptist  Building  with  a  full-time  Executive  Secretary  and 
secretarial  help.  This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Foundation  that 
it  has  engaged  in  full-time  emphases.  The  activities  of  the  Executive  Sec- 
retary have  been  varied.  One  of  the  purposes  of  the  Executive  Director  has 
been  to  carry  the  message  of  the  services  offered  by  the  Foundation  to  as  many 
associations  as  possible  into  as  many  churches  as  possible;  and  to  as  many 
individuals  as  he  has  had  the  opportunity.  These  contacts  have  been  quite 
stimulating  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  what  results  will  accrue  from  these 
contacts. 

On  June  30,  1962,  we  reported  to  you  that  the  assets  of  the  Founda- 
tion amounted  to  $303,186.66.  The  assets  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Foundation  as  of  June  30,  1963,  were  §324,256.39.  Since  the  close  of 
business  last  year  in  June,  1962,  the  Foundation  has  technically  in  its  con- 
trol two  estates  of  rather  large  size.  The  estate  of  R.  Sterling  Graves  amounts 
to  approximately  $440,000.  The  estate  of  T.  F.  Pettus  is  in  the  neighborhood 
of  $110,000.  Both  of  these  estates  are  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  of  the  es- 
tates and  for  all  practical  purposes  they  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Foundation 
in   the   very   near   future.      These    two   estates    will    push    our    assets   to    over 
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$870,000.  The  Baptist  Foundation  has  emphasized  the  fact  over  and  over 
again  that  it  exists  to  serve  ALL  Baptists.  Those  who  have  relatively  small 
amounts  of  money,  personal  property  or  other  real  assets,  will  find  the 
Foundation  is  just  as  anxious  to  serve  them  as  it  is  to  serve  the  larger  es- 
tates. It  is  a  fundamental  belief  of  the  Directors  of  the  Foundation  that  the 
Foundation  exists  to  serve  ALL  Baptists. 

The  Baptist  Foundation  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Executive  Secretary 
wish  to  express  their  deep  appreciation  to  the  various  organizations,  institu- 
tions and  agencies  that  have  assisted  them  with  the  promotion  of  the  Founda- 
tion program.  We  solicit  your  continued  support  and  hope  that  the  Foundation 
will  be  better  able,  year  by  year,  to  render  the  services  for  which  it  was 
established.

RAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING  REPORT 

God  has  blessed  the  ministry  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  in 
a  wonderful  manner  during  the  twelve  years  of  our  operation,  and  the 
past  year  has  been  filled  with  His  goodness.  We  are  now  able  to  serve  160 
residents  in  our  four  Baptist  Homes:  The  Hayes  Home  and  Resthaven  in 
Winston-Salem,  the  Albemarle  Home  at  Albemarle,  and  the  Hamilton  Home 
at  Hamilton. 

In  June  of  1962,  the  doors  of  the  lovely  new  Hamilton  Home  were 
opened  to  the  first  residents,  and  the  halls  have  been  ringing  with  the 
laughter  and  the  happiness  of  the  residents  there  since.     This  beautiful  facil- 
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ity  has  greatly  lengthened  and  strengthened  the  arm  of  our  total  ministry, 
and  has  already  brought  much  joy  to  our  Baptist  people  in  Eastern  North 
Carolina.  We  are  looking  forward  to  the  day  in  the  future  when  the  arm 
of  compassion  can  be  extended  to  reach  and  serve  more  of  our  aging  people 
in  Western  North  Carolina. 

The  greatest  single  need  is  for  more  space  continually.  Today  there  are 
160  people  waiting  for  admission,  from  all  areas  of  our  great  State,  and  it 
is  an  heartbreaking  experience  to  keep  these  dear  people  waiting  who  so  ur- 
gently need  to  come. 

The  average  age  among  our  residents  is  80.  Our  youngest  resident  is 
65,  and  our  oldest  resident  was  102  last  July.  Between  this  age  span,  we 
are  seeking  to  meet  almost  every  conceivable  life  need  of  the  individual. 
Each  person,  in  an  atmosphere  that  is  distinctly  Christian,  is  surrounded 
by  love,  peace,  and  security.  Perhaps  one  of  the  greatest  single  contribu- 
tions that  is  made  is  the  nursing  care  that  is  given  in  the  event  of  illness. 
The  resident  is  assured  that  he  will  receive  tender  loving  care  in  sickness  as 
well  as  in  health.  Years  are  literally  added  to  the  life  of  a  person  in  our 
care,  we  feel.  The  tie  with  our  Baptist  people  and  our  Baptist  Churches  is  a 
blessed  one  indeed.  We  are  continually  dependent  upon  the  prayers,  the  visits, 
the  loving  concern,  and  the  financial  support  of  our  people. 

The  two  most  vital  media  of  support  from  the  churches  are  the  Special 
Day  Offerings,  received  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February  each  year,  and 
the  Homes'  share  in  the  Cooperative  Program.  Inasmuch  as  we  receive 
only  1-3/10%  of  the  State  Convention's  share  of  the  Cooperative  Program,  or 
$7.92  out  of  each  $1,000  contributed  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  we 
shall  have  to  continue  to  look  to  the  Special  Day  Offerings  for  the  greater 
part  of  our  support  from  the  churches. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  given  a  good  account  of  their  stewardship 
in  their  ministry  to  the  aging  during  these  years  of  a  wonderful  beginning, 
and  we  have  the  faith  to  believe  that  they  will  continue  to  move  forward 
in  this  great  area  of  human  concern.

REPORT  OF  OUR  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Whether  it  is  in  a  home,  out  in  the  local  community,  or  in  a  hospital, 
the  opportunity  of  serving  persons  created  in  the  image  of  God  is  a  high  and 
holy  privilege.  Through  our  Baptist  Hospital  you  and  I  have  such  an  oppor- 
tunity in  ministering  to  multiplied  thousands  of  people  who  are  sick  in  body, 
mind  and  spirit,  and  who  come  seeking  help.  We  reach  out  the  hand  of  love 
and  mercy  through  the  skilled  and  dedicated  hands  of  our  doctors,  nurses, 
chaplains,  and  many  others  involved  in  this  ministry  to  the  total  person.  Sure- 
ly we  are  grateful  for  this  opportunity  of  joining  hands  with  those  who  soothe 
the  fevered  brow,  give  the  miracle  drug,  guide  the  surgeon's  knife,  bring 
the  message  of  hope,  and  do  the  hundreds  of  other  tasks  which  are  neces- 
sary in  the  operation  of  our  great  Medical  Center. 

The  number  of  those  who  receive  the  services  of  our  Hospital  this  year 
will  be  greater  than  the  population  of  such  a  North  Carolina  city  as  Golds- 
boro  or  Salisbury.     Most  of  them  will  be  seriously  ill  and  referred  by  their 
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family  physician  because  they  need  the  kind  of  care  available  only  in  a 
large  medical  center.  They  will  come  from  all  areas  of  our  state  and  from 
all  walks  and  circumstances  of  life.  To  adequately  serve  these  friends  in 
need  is  a  challenge  to  the  best  in  medical  skills  and  to  the  compassion  of 
hospital  staff  and  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

The  Mother's  Day  Fund,  which  we  provide  by  our  special  offerings 
or  by  an  item  in  our  church  budgets  designated  for  the  Hospital,  is  the 
means  through  which  we  make  it  possible  for  those  who  cannot  pay  to  have 
the  care  they  need.  The  $176,000  which  the  Hospital  receives  from  the 
Cooperative  Program  provided  by  our  churches  must  go  to  help  pay  for 
buildings,   purchase  equipment,    and  support  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care. 

We  are  asked  to  be  mindful  of  the  Service  Endowment  Fund  of  the 
Hospital  which  we  may  place  in  our  wills  for  any  amount,  or  contribute 
to  at  any  time,  and  thus  continue  to  be  a  part  of  this  service  of  love  through 
the   years   after  we   are   gone. 

In  the  Randolph  Association  during  the  time  period  January  1— October 
1,  1963,  18  of  our  churches  increased  their  gifts  over  the  previous  year, 
but  23  churches  gave  less.  The  total  amount  given,  $2,842.59,  was  $611.95 
less  than  last  year.  If  fewer  people  were  receiving  help  and  at  less  expense 
to  the  hospital,  there  would  be  no  cause  for  an  uneasy  conscience  on  our 
part,   but  such  is  not  the  case. 

From  those  who  minister  and  those  who  are  helped  by  it  come  sincere 
thanks  to  all  who  have  had  a  part  by  their  gifts.  But  with  it  also  comes  the 
call  to  make  our  support  a  worthy  expression  of  our  Christian  concern.

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  REPORT 

More  children  were  served  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North 
Carolina  last  year  than  ever  before  in  history.  This  was  made  possible  by 
the  interest,  prayers,  and  giving  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  other 
friends.  We  are  indeed  grateful  for  every  remembrance— the  Thanksgiving 
offerings,  once-a-month  offerings,  Cooperative  Program  gifts,  food,  cloth- 
ing and  other  things.  Without  these  we  could  not  provide  the  many  services 
to  children  and  families  which  we  do. 

The  physical,  mental,  social  and  spiritual  growth  and  development  of 
our  children  has  been  most  gratifying.  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  every 
reason  to  rejoice  with  the  very  fine  response  of  these  boys  and  girls  to  the 
Christian  love  and  care  afforded  them.  Members  of  an  already  fine  and 
capable  staff  continue  to  grow  in  their  love  for  children  and  their  ability  to 
work  effectively  with  them. 

We  have  been  reminded  for  several  years  of  a  growing  need  for  special- 
ized services  for  an  increasing  number  of  children  who  suffer  emotional  ill- 
ness. We  are  happy  to  report  that  these  services  are  being  provided  a 
limited  number  of  children  in  a  small  home  at  Chapel  Hill  in  cooperation 
with   the   University    Medical   Center.      They    are   receiving   the    best   profes- 
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sional,  medical  help  that  can  be  provided.     We  are  most  fortunate  to  have 
this  facility.     It  will  strengthen  greatly  our  entire  program  of  child  care. 

We  are  compelled  to  keep  our  pressing  needs  before  you.  Applications 
for  the  admission  of  children  are  increasing.  Relatives,  pastors,  friends  of 
dependent  children,  departments  of  public  welfare  and  others  plead  with 
us  daily  for  help.  A  familiar  plea  is,  "Unless  you  can  help  this  child,  there 
is  no  hope  for  him."     We  lay  upon  your  hearts  three  areas  of  need. 

1.  An  immediate  increase  in  the  number  of  children  in  good  Chris- 
tian foster  homes  in  all  areas  of  the  state. 

2.  Continuous  expansion  and  up-grading  of  facilities  to  enable  the 
Homes  to  keep  abreast  of  the  best  in  child  care. 

3.  An  increase  in  financial  support  to  undergird  and  strengthen  the 
entire    program. 

A  generous  Thanksgiving  offering  is  a  must?  Without  it  we  cannot 
maintain  what  we  now  have  in  progress.  We  would  challenge  Pastors,  Sun- 
day School  Superintendents  and  church  leaders  to  make  the  best  preparation 
possible  for  the  forthcoming  offering.  Giving  for  the  care  of  dependent 
children  affords  one  of  our  greatest  joys  in  Christian  service.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF 
RANDOLPH  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I-NAME  AND  OBJECT 

Section  1.  The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Randolph  Baptist 
Association. 

Section   2.       The   objects    of   this   organization    shall    be: 
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a.     The  promotion  of  harmony,    fellowship  and   cooperation  among 

the  churches  of  the  Association. 
1).      The  propagation  of  the  Gospel  within  the  territory  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  to  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth. 
Section  3.     The  promotion  of  the  missionary,    educational  and  benevolent 
causes   of   Christ   within  the  Association   and  in   cooperation   with   the   State 
Baptist  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II-MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  messen- 
gers of  Baptist  churches  regularly  affiliated  with  the  Association.  All  churches 
desiring  affiliation  with  the  Association  shall  present  to  the  Committee  on 
Organization  of  New  Churches  proper  petitions,  accompanied  by  satisfactory 
evidences  of  doctrinal  regularity  and  general  acceptability.  After  one  year 
under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  the  said  Committee  will  report  to 
the  Association  its  recommendation.  Upon  a  favorable  vote  of  two-thirds 
majority  of  the  messengers  present  at  the  annual  associational  meeting  the 
petitioning  church  may  become  regularly  affiliated  with   the  Association. 

Section  2.  (A)  Fellowship  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  Association  at 
any  annual  meeting,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
from  any  church  in  its  membership  that  has  been  found,  by  due  investigation. 
to  have  departed  from  the  Missionary  Baptist  faith  and  practices,  or  has 
failed  to  abide  by  the  provision  of  this   Constitution  and   By-Laws. 

(B)  Such  a  church  may,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  vote  of  the  Association,  be  placed  on  probation  until  the  con- 
ditions prompting  such  action  have  been  corrected.  Messengers  from  any 
church  on  probation  shall  not  be  allowed  to  vote  in  the  meetings  of  the 
Association. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  furnish  to  the  Asso- 
ciation each  year  a  letter,  on  the  form  provided  by  the  Clerk,  giving  full 
information  and  statistics  provided  for  on  the  form,  and  to  send  with  the 
letter  or  by  messenger  a  contribution  toward  the  cost  of  printing  the  minutes 
and  other  expenses  of  the  Association. 

Section  4.  It  is  understood  that  each  church  in  this  Association  is  in- 
dependent and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no  au- 
thority over  the  churches,    except  of  an  advisory  nature. 

Section  5.  A  church  may  withdraw  from  membership  in  the  Associa- 
tion by  a  vote  of  the  church  according  to  its  own  by-laws,  regulations  or 
procedure. 

ARTICLE  III-MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  on  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  following  the  Third  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  messengers  chosen 
by  the  respective  churches  of  the  Association  from  their  membership.  Each 
church  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers  and  one  additional  messenger 
for  each  fifty  members,  or  fraction  thereof,  above  one  hundred  it  has  en- 
rolled. All  pastors  in  the  Association  and  the  Associational  Field  Worker  are 
messengers  in  all  the  Associational  meetings,    each  having  but  one  vote. 

Section  3.  The  Association  may  hold  a  Mid-Term  meeting  each  spring 
at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Association  or  its  Execu- 
tive Committee.  The  purpose  of  the  Mid-Term  meeting  shall  be  that  of 
information  and  inspiration  without  the  transaction  of  business,  except  that 
urgent  matters  of  business  which  cannot  well  be  delayed  until  a  later  meeting 
may  be  considered  and  acted  upon. 
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Section  4.  Other  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  held  when  called 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IV-OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,    Clerk,    Treasurer   and   three  Trustees. 

Section  2.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  day  of  the  regular 
annual  session.  They  shall  take  office  at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Session  and 
serve  through  the  next  Annual  Session.  Any  officer  may  be  re-elected  with 
the  exception  of  the  Moderator,  who  shall  not  serve  more  than  two  years  in 
succession. 

Section  3.     Duties  of  the  Officers: 

a.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  discharge  such  duties  as  are  incumbent  on  the  presiding  offi- 
cer of  a  deliberative  body. 

b.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  Moderator 
in  the  absence  of  or  at  the  request  of  the  Moderator. 

e.     The  Clerk  shall  record  and  preserve  the  proceedings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation,  together  with  the   reports   and   statistics,    and   have   the 
tion,     together    with   the    reports    and    statistics,     and    have    the 
same  printed  and  distributed.     The  Treasurer  shall  preserve  all 
money  paid  into   the  treasury,    pay   the   same  to   the  order   of 
the   Association,    and  make   a  full   and   complete    report   of   all 
receipts  and  disbursements  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 
(1.     The  duties  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  transfer  or  hold  title  to 
any    properties    for    the    Association.    All    transactions    of    said 
Trustees  shall  be  authorized  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Committee. 
Section  4.     The  Association  endorses  the  continued  operation  of  organi- 
zations among  the  churches  of  the  Association  for  the  promotion  of  the  various 
phases  of  their  work  including  the  Sunday  School,    Baptist  Training  Union, 
Baptist   Brotherhood    and   Woman's    Missionary    Union.      The    officers    of   the 
Associational  Sunday  School,    Associational  Baptist  Training  Union,    and  the 
Associational   Baptist  Brotherhood   shall   be   nominated   by   their   Nominating 
Committee  and  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Association,    and  approved 
and  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association,    and  shall  serve 
from   October    1    to    September   30.      The    Woman's    Missionary   Union    shall 
be    recognized    as    an    auxiliary    organization    of    the    Association. 

ARTICLE  V-EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Committee  com- 
prised of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Trustees  of 
the  Association,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational 
Baptist  Training  Union  Director,  Associational  Baptist  Brotherhood  President, 
Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  President,  the  Associational  Field 
Worker,  all  pastors,  all  church  educational  directors,  and  one  member  of  each 
church  in  the  Association  desiring  representation  on  the  Committee. 
Section  2. 

a.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  meetings  once  each  quarter 
during  the  second  month  of  the  quarter,  the  date  to  be  set  by 
the  Board  itself,  and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  required 
at  the  call  of  the  Moderator,  or  at  the  call  of  not  less  than  five 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
1).  Twenty  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  required 
to  be  present  to  constitute  a  quorum. 
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c.  To  act  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Association  between  sessions. 

d.  To  carry  out  the  orders  and  resolutions  of  the  Association  per- 
taining to  it. 

e.  To  superintend  the  the  Associational  Mission  work,  employ  a 
missionary   and  determine   the   salary   to   be   paid. 

f.  To  fill  vacancies  which  may  occur  during  the  year  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  Associational  officers  or  workers  for  the  remainder 
of  such  unexpired  term. 

g.  To  investigate  any  report  of  complaint  that  may  be  brought  to 
its  attention  about  irregularity  of  doctrine,  practice,  or  conduct 
on  the  part  of  any  individual  or  group  in  the  Association  and 
report  its  finding  with  such  recommendations  as  it  considers 
advisable,   to  the  Association  in  a  regular  meeting. 

h.  To  make  such  recommendations  as  it  may  deem  wise  for  the 
strengthening  and  upbuilding  of  the  churches  and  the  work  of 
the  Association. 

i  The  Executive  Committee  shall  not  involve  the  Association  in 
debt  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  for  necessary  operating  ex- 
penses of  the  Association. 

j.  To  appoint  and  elect  the  officers  for  the  Associational  organiza- 
tions of  the  Sunday  School,  Baptist  Training  Union  and  Baptist 
Brotherhood. 

ARTICLE  VI-COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Committees 
some  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  This  Committee 
shall  prepare  its  report  and  shall  be  given  the  opportunity  to  submit  its  report 
early  on  the  program  of  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session.  The  Committee 
shall  name  the  following  committees  to  report  during  the  annual  session: 
Committee  on  Memorials,  Committee  on  Appreciation,  and  such  other  com- 
mittees as  may  be  requested  by  the  Association  or  Moderator.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Committees  shall  also  name  the  following  standing  committees: 
Committee  on  Ordination,  Committee  on  Organization  of  new  churches, 
Radio  Committee,  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  Committee  on  Goals, 
Nominating  Committee,  Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  Committee,  Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  Missions  Committee, 
and  such  other  committees  as  may  be  requested  by  the  Association  or  by 
the  Moderator. 

Section  2.     Duties  of  the  Committees: 

a.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  will  receive  all  invitations 
of  churches  which  desire  the  Association  to  meet  with  them 
the  next  two  years  and  will  recommend  to  the  Association  the 
place  to  meet  the  following  year,  without  regard  to  the  order 
in  which  the  invitations  may  have  been  received.  This  Com- 
mittee will  also  recommend  a  preacher  and  an  alternate  for 
the  annual  sermon  at  the  next  session. 

b.  The  Committee  on  Memorials  will  prepare  a  list  of  those  mem- 
bers of  the  churches  who  have  died  during  the  year  and  present 
suitable  memorial   resolutions   for   adoption   by   the   Association. 

c.  The  Committee  on  Appreciation  will  prepare  and  present  appro- 
priate  resolutions   of   appreciation. 

d.  The  Committee  on  Goals  will  consist  of  the  Associational  Sun- 
day School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Brother- 
hood  President    and    Superintendent    or    Evangelism    Chairman. 
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These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  August  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  under  the  authority  of  Article  5,  Sec- 
tion 2,  Sub-Section  J,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  act  from  the 
August  meeting,  and  to  present  at  the  Association  session  in 
October  suitable  goals  for  the  work  of  the  Association  during 
the  ensuing  year. 

e.  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  will  prepare  well  in  ad- 
vance a  suggested  order  of  business  for  the  annual  meeting.  The 
committee  will  notify  those  who  are  to  make  reports  or  have 
parts  on  the  program.  This  suggested  order  of  business  will 
then  be  presented  to  the  Association  at  its  regular  meeting. 

f.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  a  complete  slate 
of  officers  for  the  next  year,  excepting  the  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,     Clerk   and   Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII-ORDINATION  AND  CALLING  OF  PASTORS 
Section  1.  Inasmuch  as  the  ordination  of  a  man  to  the  gospel  ministry 
by  any  church  in  this  Association  is  expected  to  be  recognized  by  the  de- 
nomination as  a  whole,  the  churches  are  counseled  to  be  extremely  careful 
in  the  matter  of  setting  men  apart  for  this  sacred  calling,  ordaining  only 
those  who,  by  irreproachable  character,  piety  of  life,  doctrinal  soundness 
and  suitable  talents,  give  promise  of  honoring  the  name  of  Christ  and  of 
rendering   acceptable   service   in   the   missionary   Baptist  ministry. 

Section  2.  To  aid  the  churches  in  this  vital  matter,  the  Association 
will  appoint  each  year  a  committee  of  five  of  the  pastors  to  be  called  the 
Committee  on  Ordination.  Any  church  desiring  to  ordain  a  brother  to  the 
ministry  may  request  the  said  Committee  to  act  as  a  presbytery  for  the  pur- 
pose of  examining  the  brother  as  to  his  fitness  for  the  Baptist  ministry,  and. 
if  he  is  found  qualified,    to  assist  in  the  ordination. 

Section  3.  The  churches  are  urged  also  to  exercise  the  utmost  care 
and  wisdom,  earnestly  seeking  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  in  calling 
of  their  pastors,  choosing  only  men  who  give  evidence  by  their  Christian 
character,  cooperative  spirit  and  leadership  ability,  that  they  will  serve 
the  best  interests  of  the  churches,  the  denomination,  and  the  cause  of 
Christ. 

ARTICLE  VIII-NEW   CHURCHES 

Baptist  churches  may  be  organized  and  established  in  localities  within 
the  territory  of  this  Association  when  such  new  churches  are  seen  to  be 
needed.  Those  interested  in  organizing  a  new  church  may  seek  the  counsel 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Missions  Committee  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  IX-RULES    AND    ORDER    OF    DECORUM 

This  Association  shall  be  governed  in  its  meetings  by  such  rules  and 
by-laws  as  may  be  adopted,  amended,  or  set  aside  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  messengers  present.  Kerfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law"  will  be  the  the 
guide  in  all  parliamentary  matters. 

ARTICLE  X-ADOPTION 
The   Constitution   and   By-Laws    shall   take   effect   immediately   upon   its 
adoption  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  shall 
supersede    any    and    all    constitutions,     by-laws,     and    amendments    previously 
adopted. 

ARTICLE  XI-AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual 
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meeting  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present,  provided 
the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  in  written  form  on  the 
first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  vote  on  any  proposed  amendment  so 
presented  may  be  deferred  until  the  second  day  if  requested  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  messengers  present.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF 
RANDOLPH  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I-NAME  AND  OBJECT 

Section  1.  The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Randolph  Baptist 
Association. 

Section  2.     The  objects  of  this  organization  shall  be: 

a.  The  promotion   of  harmony,   fellowship   and   cooperation   among 
the  churches  of  the  Association. 

b.  The  propagation  of  the  Gospel  within  the  territory  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  to  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth. 

Section  3.  The  promotion  of  the  missionary,  educational  and  benevolent 
causes  of  Christ  within  the  Association  and  in  cooperation  with  the  State 
Baptist  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the   Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II-MEMBERSHIP 
Section  1.  The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  messen- 
gers of  Baptist  churches  regularly  affiliated  with  the  Association.  All  churches 
desiring  affiliation  with  the  Association  shall  present  to  the  Committee  on 
Reception  of  New  Churches  proper  petitions,  accompanied  by  satisfactory 
evidences  of  doctrinal  regularity  and  general  acceptability.  After  one  year 
under  the   watchcare   of  the   Association   the   said   Committee   will   report   to 
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the  Association  its  recommendation.  Upon  a  favorable  vote  of  two-thirds 
majority  of  the  messagers  present  at  the  annual  associational  meeting  the 
petitioning  church  may  become  regularly  affiliated  with  the  Association. 

Section  2.  (A)  Fellowship  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  Association  at 
any  annual  meeting,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
from  any  church  in  its  membership  that  has  been  found,  by  due  investigation, 
to  have  departed  from  the  Missionary  Baptist  faith  and  practices,  or  has 
failed  to  abide  by  the  provision  of  this  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

(B)  Such  a  church  may,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  vote  of  the  Association,  be  placed  on  probation  until  the  con- 
ditions prompting  such  action  have  been  corrected.  Messengers  from  any 
church  on  probation  shall  not  be  allowed  to  vote  in  the  meetings  of  the 
Association. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  furnish  to  the  Asso- 
ciation each  year  a  letter,  on  the  form  provided  by  the  Clerk,  giving  full 
information  and  statistics  provided  for  on  the  form,  and  to  send  with  the 
letter  or  by  messenger  a  contribution  toward  the  cost  of  printing  the  minutes 
and  other  expenses  of  the  Association. 

Section  4.  It  is  understood  that  each  church  in  this  Association  is  in- 
dependent and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no  au- 
thority over  the  churches,  except  of  an  advisory  nature. 

Section  5.  A  church  may  withdraw  from  membership  in  the  Associa- 
tion by  a  vote  of  the  church  according  to  its  own  by-laws,  regulations  or 
procedure. 

ARTICLE  III-MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  on  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  following  the  Third  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  messengers  chosen 
by  the  respective  churches  of  the  Association  from  their  membership.  Each 
church  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers  and  one  additional  messenger 
for  each  fifty  members,  or  fraction  thereof,  above  one  hundred  it  has  en- 
rolled. All  pastors  in  the  Association  and  the  Associational  Field  Worker  are 
messengers    in    all    the    Associational    meetings,    each    having    but    one    vote. 

Section  3.  The  Association  may  hold  a  Mid-Term  meeting  each  spring 
at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Association  or  its  Execu- 
tive Committee.  The  purpose  of  the  Mid-Term  meeting  shall  be  that  of 
information  and  inspiration  without  the  transaction  of  business,  except  that 
urgent  matters  of  business  which  cannot  well  be  delayed  until  a  later  meeting 
may  be  considered  and  acted  upon. 

Section  4.  Other  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  held  when  called 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IV-OFFICERS 
Section  1.     The    officers    of   this   Association   shall   be    Moderator,    Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  three  Trustees. 

Section  2.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  day  of  the  regular 
annual  session.  They  shall  take  office  at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Session  and 
serve  through  the  next  Annual  Session.  Any  officer  may  be  re-elected  with 
the  exception  of  the  Moderator,  who  shall  not  serve  more  than  two  years 
in  succession. 

Section  3.     Duties  of  the  Officers: 

a.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  discharge  such  duties  as  are  incumbent  on  the  presiding 
officer  of  a  deliberative  bodv. 
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b.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  Moderator 
in  the  absence  of  or  at  the  request  of  the  Moderator. 

c.  The  Clerk  shall  record  and  preserve  the  proceeding  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, together  with  the  reports  and  statistics,  and  have  the 
same  printed  and  distributed.  The  Treasurer  shall  preserve  all 
money  paid  into  the  treasury,  pay  the  same  to  the  order  of 
the  Association,  and  make  a  full  and  complete  report  of  all 
receipts  and  disbursements  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

d.  The  duties  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  transfer  or  hold  title  to 
any  properties  for  the  Association.  All  transactions  of  said 
Trustees  shall  be  authorized  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Association  endorses  the  continued  operation  of  organi- 
zations among  the  churches  of  the  Association  for  the  promotion  of  the  various 
phases  of  their  work  including  the  Sunday  School,  Baptist  Training  Union, 
Baptist  Brotherhood  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  The  officers  of  the 
Associational  Sunday  School,  Associational  Baptist  Training  Union,  and  the 
Associational  Baptist  Brotherhood  shall  be  nominated  by  their  Nominating 
Committee  and  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Association,  and  approved 
and  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association,  and  shall  serve 
from  October  1  to  September  30.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall 
be  recognized  as  an  auxiliary  organization  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V-EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Committee  com- 
prised of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Trustees  of 
the  Association,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational 
Baptist  Training  Union  Director,  Associational  Baptist  Brotherhood  President, 
Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  President,  the  Associational  Field 
Worker,  all  pastors,  all  church  educational  directors,  and  one  member  of  each 
church  in  the  Association  desiring  representation  on  the  Committee. 

Section  2. 

a.  Th'e  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  meetings  once  each  quarter 
during  the  second  month  of  the  quarter,  the  date  to  be  set  by 
the  Board  itself,  and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  required 
at  the  call  of  the  Moderator,  or  at  the  call  of  not  less  than  five 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

b.  Twenty  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  required 
to  be  present  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

c.  To  act  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Association  between  sessions. 

d.  To  carry  out  the  orders  and  resolutions  of  the  Association  per- 
taining to  it. 

e.  To  superintend  the  Associational  Mission  work,  employ  a 
missionary  and  determine  the  salary  to  be  paid. 

f.  To  fill  vacancies  which  may  occur  during  the  year  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  Associational  officers  or  workers  for  the  remainder 
of  such  unexpired  term. 

g.  To  investigate  any  report  of  complaint  that  may  be  brought  to 
its  attention  about  irregularity  of  doctrine,  practice,  or  conduct 
on  the  part  of  any  individual  or  group  in  the  Association  and 
report  its  finding  with  such  recommendations  as  it  considers 
advisable,  to  the  Association  in  a  regular  meeting. 

h.  To  make  such  recommendations  as  it  may  deem  wise  for  the 
strengthening  and  upbuilding  of  the  churches  and  the  work  of 
the  Association. 
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i.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  not  involve  the  Association  in 
debt  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  for  necessary  operating  ex- 
penses of  the  Association. 

j.  To  appoint  and  elect  the  officers  for  the  Associational  organiza- 
tions of  the  Sunday  School,  Baptist  Training  Union  and  Baptist 
Brotherhood. 

ARTICLE  VI-COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Committees 
some  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  This  Committee 
shall  prepare  its  report  and  shall  be  given  the  opportunity  to  submit  its  report 
early  on  the  program  of  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session.  The  Committee 
shall  name  the  following  committees  to  report  during  the  annual  session: 
Committee  on  Memorials,  Committee  on  Appreciation,  and  such  other  com- 
mittees as  may  be  requested  by  the  Association  or  Moderator.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Committees  shall  also  name  the  following  standing  committees: 
Committee  on  Ordination,  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches, 
Radio  Committee,  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  Committee  on  Goals, 
Nominating  Committee,  Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  Committee,  Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  Missions  Committee, 
and  such  other  committees  as  may  be  requested  by  the  Association  or  by 
the  Moderator. 

Section  2.     Duties  of  the  Committees: 

a.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  will  receive  all  invitations 
of  churches  which  desire  the  Association  to  meet  with  them 
the  next  two  years  and  will  recommend  to  the  Association  the 
place  to  meet  the  following  year,  without  regard  to  the  order 
in  which  the  invitations  may  have  been  received.  This  Com- 
mittee will  also  recommend  a  preacher  and  an  alternate  for 
the  annual  sermon  at  the  next  session. 

b.  The  Committee  on  Memorials  will  prepare  a  list  of  those  mem- 
bers of  the  churches  who  have  died  during  the  year  and  present 
suitable   memorial   resolutions   for   adoption   by   the   Association. 

c.  The  Committee  on  Appreciation  will  prepare  and  present  appro- 
priate resolutions  of  appreciation. 

d.  The  Committee  on  Goals  will  consist  of  the  Associational  Sun- 
day School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Brother- 
hood President  and  Superintendent  or  Evangelism  Chairman. 
These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  August  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  under  the  authority  of  Article  5,  Sec- 
tion 2,  Sub-Section  J,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  act  from  the 
August  meeting,  and  to  present  at  the  Association  session  in 
October  suitable  goals  for  the  work  of  the  Association  during 
the  ensuing  year. 

e.  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  will  prepare  well  in  ad- 
vance a  suggested  order  of  business  for  the  annual  meeting.  The 
committee  will  notify  those  who  are  to  make  reports  or  have 
parts  on  the  program.  This  suggested  order  of  business  will 
then  be  presented  to  the  Association  at  its  regular  meeting. 

f.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  a  complete  slate 
of  officers  for  the  next  year,  excepting  the  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk  and  Treasurer. 

g.  Guiding  Principles  for  the  Work  of  the  Missions  Committee  of 
the  Randolph  Association. 
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1.  The  Committee  is  to  seek  to  discover  areas  where  new  work 
is  needed  and  to  lead  in  the  sponsorship  or  establishment  of 
new  work  to  meet  present  need  or  the  securing  of  property 
by  a  local  church  and/or  the  Association  in  the  anticipation 
of  future  need. 

2.  All  new  work  does  not  necessarily  need  to  be  nor  should  be 
intended  to  become  an  organized  or  constituted  church. 
New  work  may  be  started,  and  maintained  on  the  basis  of 
a  mission  to  meet  particular  need  (this  provides  for  insti- 
tutional missions  such  as  jails,  prisons,  rest  homes,  etc.) 

3.  The  location  of  missions  or  new  churches  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  need  revealed  in  an  adequate  survey  conducted 
by  the  Missions  Committee  and  local  interested  groups  or 
churches. 

4.  Any  church,  committee,  group  or  individuals  considering 
beginning  new  work,  acting  with  or  without  church  sponsor- 
ship, should  approach  the  Missions  Committee  for  guidance 
before  having  any  services  or  choosing  a  temporary  or 
permanent  location. 

5.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  institute  basic,  understandable 
operational  procedures  and  practices  for  a  mission  that 
it  leads  in  establishing  and  strongly  urges  that  each  church 
establishing  a  mission  does  the  same. 

6.  The  guidance  of  missions  by  the  Missions  Committee  shall 
continue  until  a  co-operating  church  or  churches  can  be 
led  to  accept  the  responsibility  of  sponsorship. 

7.  A  mission  organized  or  assisted  by  the  Missions  Committee 
shall  accept  the  recognized  principles  and  practices  of  a 
church  co-operating  with  the  Randolph  Association,  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE  VII-ORDINATION  AND  CALLING  OF  PASTORS 
Section  1.  Inasmuch  as  the  ordination  of  a  man  to  the  gospel  ministry 
by  any  church  in  this  Association  is  expected  to  be  recognized  by  the  de- 
nomination as  a  whole,  the  churches  are  counseled  to  be  extremely  careful 
in  the  matter  of  setting  men  apart  for  this  sacred  calling,  ordaining  only 
those  who,  by  irreproachable  character,  piety  of  life,  doctrinal  soundness 
and  suitable  talents,  give  promise  of  honoring  the  name  of  Christ  and  of 
rendering  acceptable  service  in  the  missionary  Baptist  ministry. 

Section  2.  To  aid  the  churches  in  this  vital  matter,  the  Association 
will  appoint  each  year  a  committee  of  five  of  the  pastors  to  be  called  the 
Committee  on  Ordination.  Any  church  desiring  to  obtain  a  brother  to  the 
ministry  may  request  the  said  Committee  to  act  as  a  presbytery  for  the  pur- 
pose of  examining  the  brother  as  to  his  fitness  for  the  Baptist  ministry,  and, 
if  he  is  found  qualified,  to  assist  in  the  ordination. 

Section  3.  The  churches  are  urged  also  to  exercise  the  utmost  care 
and  wisdom,  earnestly  seeking  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  in  calling 
of  their  pastors,  choosing  only  men  who  give  evidence  by  their  Christian 
character,  cooperative  spirit  and  leadership  ability,  that  they  will  serve 
the  best  interests  of  the  churches,  the  denomination,  and  the  cause  of  Christ. 

ARTICLE  VIII-NEW  CHURCHES 

Baptist  churches   may  be   organized  and  established   in  localities   within 
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the  territory  of  this  Association  when  such  new  churches  are  seen  to  be 
needed.  Those  interested  in  organizing  a  new  church  may  seek  the  counsel 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Missions  Committee  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  IX-RULES  AND  ORDER  OF  DECORUM 

This  Association  shall  be  governed  in  its  meetings  by  such  rules  and 
by-laws  as  may  be  adopted,  amended,  or  set  aside  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  messengers  present.  Kerfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law"  will  be  the  guide 
in  all  parliamentary  matters. 

ARTICLE  X-ADOPTION 
The   Constitution   and   By-Laws    shall   take   effect   immediately    upon   its 
adoption  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  shall 
supersede    any    and    all    constitutions,    by-laws,    and    amendments    previously 
adopted. 

ARTICLE  XI-AMENDMENTS 
This  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual 
meeting  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present,  provided 
the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  in  written  form  on  the 
first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  vote  on  any  proposed  amendment  so 
presented  may  be  deferred  until  the  second  day  if  requested  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  messengers  present.

STATE  MISSIONS  REPORT 

When  reading  Acts  1:8,  may  we  realize  that  State  Missions  is  very  near 
to  fulfilling  Christ's  command  for  Judea:  Witnessing,  winning,  working,  and 
teaching  for  him. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  greatest  enterprises  of  State  Missions  is  the  support 
of  new  churches  and  missions.  More  than  half  of  the  churches  and  missions 
of  North  Carolina  have  received  help  from  State  Missions  in  some  form.  During 
1964  there  will  be  loans  made  of  about  $43,625.00  from  the  loan  fund. 
While  about  $128,640  will  be  used  to  supplement  pastors'  salaries,  and  help 
new  churches  and  missions  "get  started  and  growing."  Yet,  there  is  an 
estimated  need  of  400  more  such  places  in  our  State. 

There  is  no  one,  race,  creed,  or  color,  excluded  from  the  evangelistic 
efforts  of  the  State  Missions.  The  Interracial  Department  is  progressing  very 
effectively  and  fruitfully. 

Assistance  is  available  for  every  phase  of  Church  Programs,  Sunday 
School,  Training  Union,  Brotherhood,  W.  M.  U.  or  Vacation  Bible  School. 
Where  there  is  a  problem,  there  is  someone  to  help  solve  it. 

One  would  have  to  look  far  and  wide  to  find  better  training  facilities 
than  those  furnished  by  State  Missions.  Ridgecrest  and  N.  C.  Baptist  Assembly 
offer  ample  training  for  every  lay  worker.  For  the  minister,  Fruitland  Bible 
Institute  offers  a  very  fine  training.  Also,  Seminary  Extension  is  now  available 
for  many. 

This  by  no  means  touches  on  all  the  work  of  State  Missions.  But  just 
maybe  you  are  saying,  how  is  all  this  work  and  the  missionaries  supported? 
It  is  supported  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  and  by  our  special  church 
offerings.  There  must  also  be  the  prayers  and  efforts  of  every  dedicated 
Baptist  of  North  Carolina.  Remember!  exclusive  of  the  Cooperative  Program, 
we  have  a  goal  of  $165,000  for  the  1964  offering  to  State  Missions.  Will 
you  help.?

HOME  MISSIONS  REPORT 

"This  is  Home  Missions  most  urgent  hour,"  Courts  Redford,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  reported  to  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  Atlantic  City.  "The  entire  world  looks  to  America  for  Christian 
leadership,  but  America  cannot  give  what  she  does   not  continue   to  have." 

More  than  2,299  missionaries  now  serve  with  the  Home  Mission  Board, 
serving  in  every  state,  Cuba,  Panama,  and  Puerto  Rico.  An  average  of  30 
missionaries  were  appointed  each  month  last  year.  A  critical  personnel  need 
exists  in  Mission  Center  and  Spanish-Language  work.  Even  as  big  as  it 
seems  the  amount  is  small  per  person.  More  than  $6V2  million  came  from 
Southern  Baptists  for  Home  Missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  The 
Annie  Armstrong  Offering,  and  from  other  sources  of  income.  This  amounted 
to  about  62  cents  for  each  Southern  Baptist,  or  a  nickel  per  month. 

Let  us  salute  the  750  Southern  Baptist  chaplains  presently  serving  in 
the  military  or  with  hospitals,  industry,  and  other  institutions.  The  mis- 
sionary forces  reported  46,226  professions  of  faith,  which  was  a  decrease  from 
the  48,700  reported  the  previous  year.  The  Latin  American  Refugee  Resettle- 
ment Ministry  has  aided  churches  to  resettle  450  persons,  bringing  the  number 
to  1,100  that  have  been  assisted  by  Southern  Baptists. 

New  staff  members  are  L.  W.  Crews,  Director  of  Juvenile  Rehabilitation, 
Metropolitan  Missions  Department;  E.  L.  Golonka,  Field  Worker  with  Slavic- 
speaking  people,  Language  Missions  Department;  and  Gene  E.  Moffatt, 
Photographer,  Promotion  Department. 

The  Cuba  and  Panama  work  has  been  interrupted  by  the  political 
situation,  Redford  reported  in  May.  Most  of  the  churches  in  Cuba  continue 
to  function;  seminary  enrollment  is  larger;  and  though  two  missionaries  were 
forced  to  leave  during  the  year,  others  remain  at  work.  In  Panama  the  work 
was  temporarily  interrupted  but  all  workers  are  back  on  the  field. 

Our  church  extension  program  is  receiving  increased  emphasis  in  pre- 
paration for  its  role  as  the  major  vehicle  to  continue  the  30,000  movement. 
The  30,000  movement,  in  its  climatic  year  in  1964,  reported  by  January  1st 
that  5,884  churches  and  16,016  missions  had  been  started. 

Educating  church  members  in  missions,  a  plan  to  confront  every 
Southern  Baptist  with  the  mission  story,  has  been  developed  and  stressed 
by  the  Division  of  Education  and  Promotion.  This  plan  shows  the  church 
how  a  year-round  emphasis  can  be  given  to  mission  education,  so  the  church 
member  will  have  a  conception  that  will  lead  to  a  commitment  to  missions, 
in  both  activities  and  money. 

Thank  you,  Lord,  for  those  things  that  have  been  accomplished  through 
our  Home  Mission  Board,  and  we  pray  that  our  interest  in  the  Home  Missions 
may  increase  in  the  New  Year.

18.  Report  on  Foreign  Missions  presented  by  W.  K.  Metters. 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS  REPORT 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Memphis  in  1948, 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  set  forth  the  Advance  Program  which  had  grown 
out  of  much  prayer  and  concern  for  a  world  in  need.  At  that  time,  there 
were   625   missionaries.      There   was   a   conviction   that   a   minimum    of    1,750 
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missionaries  should  be  placed  under  appointment  at  the  earliest  possible  mo- 
ment.   The  number  was  later  enlarged  to  1,800. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  reported  that  the  year  1963  closed  with  a 
total  of  1,803  missionaries  under  appointment  for  services  in  53  countries 
throughout  the  world.  Thus  far  in  1964  there  has  been  74  missionaries  ap- 
pointed and  this  brings  the  total  number  to  1,877  appointed  to  serve  in 
56  countries.  This  tells  only  part  of  the  progress.  As  a  result  of  this  pro- 
gram of  foreign  missions,  there  are  3,943  churches  and  6,999  chapels  with  a 
Sunday  School  enrollment  of  540,849;  41,147  baptisms;  and  523,603  church 
members.  There  are  2,822  National  Pastors  who  serve  these  churches.  There 
are  1,076  schools  that  are  training  170,536  students. 

Total  contributions  of  Southern  Baptists  for  Foreign  Missions  amounted 
to  $20,708,550.00  during  1963.  Funds  from  the  1963  Lottie  Moon  Christmas 
Offering  was  $11,689,247.00. 

Now  what  about  the  future?  Southern  Baptists  at  their  recent  con- 
vention in  Atlantic  City  heard  Dr.  Baker  J.  Cauthen,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  call  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  overseas 
missionaries  to  5,000.  "It  is  with  deep  conviction,"  he  declared,  "that  we 
assert  the  time  has  now  come  for  us  to  experience  a  new  thrust  in  a  world 
task." 

Then  he  added,  "After  earnest  prayer  and  long  consideration,  your 
Foreign  Mission  Board  has  felt  led  of  God  to  call  upon  Southern  Baptists 
to  place  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  no  fewer  than  5,000  missionaries 
across  this  world  in  service  for  our  Master.  To  be  sure,  this  is  a  vast  increase 
and  a  step  of  faith,  but  we  believe  just  as  the  number  of  foreign  missionaries 
was  trebled  in  sixteen  years  before,  so  it  should  be  possible  in  a  like  number 
of  years  to  reach  this  goal." 

May  each  church  of  our  association  seek  to  know  and  do  what  God 
would  have  us  to  in  this  world-wide  ministry.

In  April,  1959,  The  Balfour  Baptist  Church  appointed  a  Missions  Com- 
mittee to  start  a  Sunday  School  about  half  way  between  Balfour  and 
Randleman.

BAPTIST  BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

A  NEW  CONCEPT  —  Out  of  much  research  and  prayerful  study  has  come 
a  wider  and  more  adequate  concept  of  the  nature  and  work  of  Brotherhood. 
This  new  concept  may  be  stated  as  follows:  "A  Brotherhood  is  a  fellowship  of 
Baptist  men,  members  of  the  church,  organized  to  advance  the  cause  of 
Christ  through  a  program  of  missionary  education  and  the  promotion  of 
missionary  activities,  designed  to  inform,  motivate  and  involve  men  in  the 
mission  task  of  their  church." 

According  to  the  latest  figures  which  I  have  available,  only  ten  of  our 
churches  in  the  Randoph  Association  have  a  Brotherhood  organization.  This 
looks  small  according  to  the  number  of  churches  we  have.  We  have  gained 
one  new  organization  every  year  for  the  past  three  years.  First  Church  at 
Liberty  reorganized  this  year,  and  Balfour  also  set  up  on  the  new  organizational 
plans. 

We  had  two  regular  meetings  this  past  year,  and  the  other  two  meetings 
were  held  at  Camp  Caraway.  The  first  meeting  at  the  camp  we  helped  move 
the  kitchen  equipment  into  new  quarters.  The  second  meeting  we  helped 
place  the  tents  for  sleeping. 

I  visited  the  camp  each  Thursday  night  during  the  summer  and  talked 
with  the  boys.  We  discussed  the  evils  of  strong  drink  and  careless  and  reck- 
less driving  on  the  highways.  We  showed  pictures  of  people  who  had  lost 
their  lives  in  highway  accidents,  by  carelessness  with  firearms  and  by  family 
misunderstanding . 

The  Brotherhood  is  an  organization  that  is  no  stronger  than  the  members 
want  it  to  be.  My  sincere  thanks  to  all  my  co-workers  and  all  the  men  who 
have  helped  in  our  organization  in  any  way.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

In  recent  years,  the  need  for  Sunday  Schools  to  advance  has  been  increas- 
ingly evident.  Last  year  33,000  churches  reported  a  total  net  Sunday  School 
gain  of  only  40,000  members.  This  fact  is  distressing,  but  even  more  disturbing 
is  the  fact  that  gains  in  other  church  organizations  declined  proportionately.  We 
do  not  know  the  statistics  for  your  church,  but  it  is  becoming  more  and  more 
evident  that  as  the  Sunday  School  goes,  so  goes  the  church. 

The  1963-64  Sunday  School  program  highlights  for  the  Randolph  Associa- 
tion are  both  interesting  and  encouraging.  Good  attendance  was  had  at 
the  age  group  and  general  conferences  this  year.  Excellent  preparation  was 
made  by  each  of  the  age  group  superintendents  in  the  treatment  of  such 
subjects  as  "Individual  Growth,"  "Standards  and  Training,"  "Visitation  and 
Teaching,"  "Organizing  for  Growth,"  and  "Discovering  the  Unreached." 
Rev.  Roger  Williams,  Pastor  of  Mills  Home  Baptist  Church,  brought  a  rich 
message  in  May  on  the  subject:  "Ministering  to  the  Home."  Rev.  Paul 
Kesterson,  Sunday  School  Department  of  Baptist  State  Convention,  brought 
a  rich  message  at  one  of  our  general  conferences  on  the  subject:  "Mission  in 
the  Sunday  School."     Our  Associational  Sunday  School  Picnic  was  rained  out. 

Thirty-twio  churches  have  reported  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  Four 
churches  had  Standard  VBS.  There  were  60  professions  of  faith  in  VBS 
with  12  schools  reporting  professions. 

This  year  the  Randolph  Association  achieved  Standard  recognition  for 
associational  Sunday  Schools.  Ours  was  one  of  the  two  Standard  associations 
in  North  Carolina  and  one  of  the  very  few  in  the  entire  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  Relative  to  this  achievement  Dr.  James  Chatham,  Superintendent 
of  Associational  Organization  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board, 
wrote  April  6,  1964  these  words:  "In  reviewing  your  application,  it  was 
interesting  to  note  the  excellent  work  that  has  been  done  and  is  continuing 
to  be  done  by  the  Sunday  School  officers  of  Randolph  Association.  We  recog- 
nize the  work  and  effort  that  has  gone  into  making  such  a  program  possible 
to  help  the  churches  to  accomplish  their  tasks." 

Your  Sunday  School  Executive  Committee,  the  pastors  and  S.  S.  Superin- 
tendents of  the  Randolph  Assoc,  have  adopted  and  presented  a  good  schedule 
of  opportunities  during  the  1964-65  Sunday  School  year.  Action  night  is 
October  26,  with  Rev.  Henry  Crouch  speaking  on  the  subject:  "The  Adult 
Thrust  Follow-Through."  An  adult  and  Young  People's  Workshop  is  planned 
for  November  23;  a  Junior  and  Intermediate  Workshop  is  planned  for 
March  1.  In  these  workshops  we  want  all  Sunday  School  leaders  across  the 
association  to  attend  to  become  acquainted  with  the  work  of  every  age  group. 

Our  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic  is  scheduled  for  April  13.  Four  age 
group  and  general  conferences,  dealing  with  vital  subjects,  are  scheduled  for 
this  year.  A  Witnessing  Campaign  is  scheduled  for  the  month  of  June  as 
we  prepare  for  the  Central  Revival  in  our  association,  and  July  26  has  been 
designated  Sunday  School  night  in  the  revival  services.  A  Worker's  Evaluation 
and  Central  Training  program  is  scheduled  for  October  25-29,  1965. 

In  conclusion,  your  Sunday  School  Superintendent  wishes  to  express 
personal  appreciation  to  each  and  every  officer  and  each  and  every  person 
who  has  made  this  a  most  successful  Sunday  School  year  in  the  Randolph

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

The  Training  Union,  as  the  second  largest  agency  of  the  church,  is  taking 
on  an  ever  more  distinctive  role  in  the  work  of  the  church.  Its  tasks  and  the 
content  of  its  curriculum  are  being  more  clearly  defined.  More  and  better 
literature  is  being  produced  each  year  to  enable  it  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
people  and  carry  out  the  responsibilities  in  the  church  assigned  to  it. 

While  the  Training  Union  is  vitally  concerned  with  evangelism,  its 
primary  responsibility  is  enrolling  church  members  and  their  children  for 
learning  and  training.  It  has  been  assigned  the  chief  task  of  training  church 
members  to  perform  the  functions  of  their  churches.  It  has  also  been  assigned 
the  task  of  orienting  and  training  new  members  coming  into  the  church. 
The  task  of  training  potential  leaders  has  been  given  it. 

A  well  balanced  curriculum  consisting  of  Systematic  Theology,  Christian 
Ethics,  Church  History,  and  Church  Polity  and  Organization  has  been  worked 
out.  In  the  lessons  on  Systematic  Theology,  church  members  have  an  op- 
portunity to  study  biblical  truth  in  an  orderly  arrangement.  In  Christian 
Ethics  one  enters  into  a  systematic  study  of  a  Christian's  relationship  with 
others.  In  Christian  History  there's  an  opportunity  to  study  the  origin, 
progress  and  development  of  the  Christian  religion  and  its  influence  upon 
the  world.  In  church  Polity  and  Organization  each  one  may  study  the 
principles  of  government  by  which  church  organization  is  established. 

A  new  alternate  plan  of  organization  has  come  out  this  year  for  Adult 
Unions.  Also  new  or  alternate  plans  of  organization  for  the  younger  unions 
will  be  coming  out  about  April  1965. 

All  monthly  meeting  of  the  Associational  Training  Union  were  held  as 
scheduled  during  the  year.  The  "M"  Night  attendance  in  December  was 
436.  The  tournaments  were  conducted  at  the  mass  meeting  in  March  with 
119  present.  Youth  Night  was  held  in  August  this  time  in  Camp  Caraway 
and  expanded  into  a  youth  outing  in  the  afternoon  with  a  hamburger  cook- 
out  in  the  evening,  and  night  services  with  Mr.  Wilmer  (Vinegar  Bend)  Mizel 
as  speaker.  A  Pastor-led  Training  Union  Enlargement  Campaign  is  planned 
for  November  15-20.  Three  new  Training  Unions  have  been  organized  in 
the  association  this  year. 

Our  aim  for  1965  shall  be  strengthening  the  already  existing  Training 
Unions  and  organizing  new  ones.

THEREFORE,   BE    IT   RESOLVED   that   the   Randolph   Baptist    Association 

in  its  thirtieth  annual  meeting  at  the   Beulah  Church   on   October  21,    1964 

go  on  record  as  opposing  the  Trustee  Plan  as  recommended  to  the   Baptist 

State   Convention  by   the   Council   on   Christian   Education   and   the    General 

Board.

Besides  the  best  Sunday 
School  materials  and  helps  published  today,  there  are  picture  materials  for 
pre-school  age  children,  story  magazines  for  Primary,  Junior  and  Intermediates, 
for  Adults,  Charity  and  Children,  The  Biblical  Recorder,  Home  Missions, 
Commission,  Home  Life,  WMU  literature,  and  Brotherhood  magazines. 

Of  utmost  importance  is  Baptist  literature  for  Baptist  Sunday  Schools,  for  in 
Sunday  School  lives  are  changed,  shaped  and  molded  spiritually,  minds  are 
developed  and  Christian  character  formed. 

Since  what  we  read  plays  so  great  a  part  in  what  we  are,  all  churches 
should  be  prayerfully  concerned  now  for  it  is  budget  time  again.  Our 
sincere  desire  is  that  all  Baptist  churches  in  the  Randolph  Association  not  only 
will  provide  funds  for  Baptist  literature  for  their  Sunday  Schools,  but  will 
also  include  in  their  budget  funds  for  one  or  more  of  our  other  good  pub- 
lications.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE  AND  PUBLIC  MORALS 

All  Baptists  of  the  Randolph  Association  should  be  cognizant  of  the 
movement  in  Randolph  County  during  the  past  years  to  bring  liquor  stores  to 
Randolph  County.  The  movement  began  through  petitions  for  an  election 
within  the  City  of  Asheboro  on  the  establishment  of  liquor  stores.  The  Act 
which  the  proponents  sought  would  not  have  permitted  citizens  and  residents 
of  Randolph  County  outside  of  the  city  limits  of  Asheboro  to  have  voiced 
their  opinion.  It  was  noticeable,  however,  that  some  of  those  most  active 
in  this  movement  for  a  referendum  by  the  citizens  of  Asheboro  alone,  them- 
selves lived  outside  the  City  of  Asheboro  and  would  have  had  no  vote  in 
this  referendum. 

The  proponents  contended  that  only  the  Town  of  Asheboro  was  involved 
since  they  were  seeking  the  establishment  of  ABC  stores  only  inside  the 
Town  of  Asheboro.  However,  the  establishment  of  liquor  stores  in  Asheboro 
would  vitally  affect  the  morals  of  all  the  people  of  the  area  throughout 
Randolph  County  and  throughout  the  area  of  the  Randolph  Baptist  Association. 
It  is  difficult  to  imagine  how  anyone  could  contend  that  residents  of  the 
Balfour  and  Oakhurst  Church  areas,  for  example,  would  have  no  concern 
or  interest  over  the  establishment  of  ABC  stores  within  the  city  limits  of 
Asheboro.  Some  of  the  proponents  of  an  ABC  store  referendum  for  the 
Town  of  Asheboro  were  frank  enough  to  concede  that  they  did  not  want 
a  county-wide  referendum  because  they  recognized  it  would  be  defeated. 
For  some  reason  they  are  now  of  the  opinion  that  the  people  of  the  Town  of 
Asheboro    would    favor    ABC    stores    inside    the    city    limits.      Some    of    the

proponents  live  outside  the  city  limits  were  willing  to  forfeit  their  privilege 
of  voting  on  this  on  the  theory  that  the  people  inside  the  Town  of  Asheboro 
would  more  likely  favor  the  establishment  of  the  liquor  stores. 

It  is  anticipated  that  this  movement  will  continue  during  the  coming 
years.  Randolph  Baptists  should  be  awake  to  this  movement,  and  should 
have  the  courage  to  speak  out  and  express  their  convictions  on  the  evil  and 
the  danger  of  alcoholic  beverages  and  how  our  citizenry  would  be  effected 
by  the  establishment  of  liquor  stores  in  Asheboro.  Our  Baptists  within  the 
Town  of  Asheboro  should  be  especially  alarmed.  Let  us  hope  that  the 
proponents  living  outside  the  city  limits  were  willing  to  forfeit  their  privilege 
would  vote  in  favor  of  liquor  stores  in  their  city.  Let  us  be  prepared  to 
fight  this  movement  with  all  of  our  vigor  to  keep  our  county  free  of  this 
danger.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  N.  C.  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION,  INC. 

In  the  widest  sense  Stewardship  "is  the  maximum  use  of  one's  life  for 
the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  mankind."  The  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Foundation,  Inc.,  encourages  the  Stewardship  of  Current  Income  in  systematic 
and  proportionate  giving  from  current  income.  The  Foundation  also  en- 
courages the  Stewardship  of  Accumulated  Possessions  by  single  block  giving 
at  infrequent  intervals  from  accumulated  income  during  one's  lifetime  and/or 
at  one's  death.  You  will  note  that  the  Baptists  have  put  the  major  emphasis 
on  the  Stewardship  of  Current  Income.  The  Baptist  Foundation  seeks  to  put 
a  stronger  emphasis  on  the  Stewardship  of  Accumulated  Income.  There  are 
many  ways  that  the  Foundation  assists  a  person  in  making  his  gifts  through 
accumulated  income  such  as:  (1)  by  living  trust,  (2)  by  gift  annuity,  and 
(3)  by  bequests  in  wills. 

The  Foundation  also  serves  by  meeting  with  you  and  your  attorney 
upon  your  request  in  connection  with  preparation  of  legal  documents  where  the 
Baptist  Foundation  is  to  be  involved.  The  Foundation  offers  services  to 
individual  churches,  associations,  and  to  all  of  our  Baptist  agencies  and 
Institutions. 

We  have  been  emphasizing  the  making  of  Christian  wills.  We  have  two 
films,  "God's  Will  Through  Yours"  and  "Treasurers  In  Heaven,"  on  Christian 
will  making,  which  are  available  to  any  organization  upon  request.

more  to  material  things— Unsaved  people  are  not  coming  to  church 
services  and  Sunday  school,  so  we  should  witness  to  them  day 
by  day,  week  by  week,  and  month  by  month— This  will  help  the 
people  to  see  the  need  for  our  Lord— Should  speak  the  message 
He  has  given  us  to  speak,  as  we  cannot  leap-frog  God's  message, 
but  begin  in  us,  then  we  can  witness  to  those  lost  around  about  us. 

EVANGELISM  REPORT 

The  central  task  or  the  controlling  purpose  of  every  Christian,  of  every 
church,  should  be  evangelism.  This  is  a  task  and  purpose  assigned  by  Christ. 
It  was  and  continues  to  be  His  own  purpose.  In  Luke  19:10  we  read,  "The 
Son  of  Man  is  come  to  seek  and  save  that  which  was  lost."  Certainly  He 
has  made  it  plain  that  He  would  have  us  to  know  and  to  follow  His  purpose. 
The  statement  in  John  20:21  is  clear;  "As  the  Father  hath  sent  me  even  so 
send  I  you."  It  is  around  this  central  task  and  in  a  proper  relationship  to 
this  task  all  other  activities  must  find  their  place  in  our  churches  and  in 
our  individual  lives.  Beginning  with  ourselves  as  individuals  and  continuing 
throughout  our  churches  and  all  our  activities  as  Baptists,  let  us  examine 
closely  all  our  projects  and  endeavors  and  see  if  a  proper  relationship  to  the 
main  task  of  evangelism  is  being  maintained.  The  Christian  life  never 
loses  its  freshness  for  the  one  who  stays  with  the  main  task  and  purpose 
as  assigned  by  Christ. 

Revival  is  an  instrument  of  evangelism.  Evangelism  is  confronting  the 
lost  person  with  the  gospel  of  salvation.  Evangelism  embraces  the  reviving 
of  the  "dead"  Christians  as  well  as  offering  salvation  to  the  lost.  The  prime 
purpose  of  revival  is  to  revive  the  saved.  When  the  saved  are  revived,  it 
results  in  the  salvation  of  the  lost.  This  is  why  we  have  revival  meetings 
in  our  churches.  Also,  this  is  why  the  Executive  Committee  has  endorsed 
a  plan  for  an  Associational-wide  Central  Revival  Meeting  for  next  summer. 
We  are  hoping  that  every  pastor  and  every  church  will  be  participating. 
The  date  is  July  18- August  1,  1965. 

Let  us  give  full  support  to  Dr.  Walter  Sanders,  our  new  Chairman  of 
Evangelism,  as  he  promotes  this  "all-out"  Central  Crusade.  Dr.  C.  Y. 
Dossey  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  will  be  the  evangelist.

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N.  C.  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING  REPORT 

Our  Baptist  Homes  have  just  completed  their  13th  year  of  operation  and 
are  entering  into  the  14th  year  with  eager  anticipation  and  with  much 
enthusiasm.  God  has  blessed  those  brief  years  with  an  abundance  of  His 
love  and  with  the  good  things  of  life.  Growth  has  been  rapid,  the  develop- 
ment of  facilities  amazing,  and  the  need  for  additional  space  staggering. 
We  have  come  from  1  resident  and  1  building,  since  March  of  1951,  to  160 
residents  and  4  buildings  in  1964.  Today  there  are  170  people  waiting  for 
admission.  There  are  hundreds  of  inquiries  during  any  given  year  from 
aging  persons  who  are  sick,  for  whom  we  cannot  care  because  of  lack  of 
bed  patient  space.  We  must  give  an  answer  to  these  good  people  and  begin 
now  making  plans  for  a  nursing  facility  that  will  be  large  enough  to  receive 
some  of  these  who  are  sick,  or  invalids,  at  admission. 

The  choicest  bit  of  news  to  1964  is  the  development  of  a  5th  Baptist 
Home,  to  be  located  at  Yanceyville,  N.  C.  We  are  hoping  to  begin  con- 
struction on  this  new  project  during  this  year,  and  thus,  the  burden  of  our 
hearts  will  have  been  relieved,  in  a  measure,  by  being  able  to  care  for  30 
additional  residents.  The  Home  at  Yanceyville  is  the  greatest  single  bequest 
that  has  ever  been  left  for  us  in  our  ministry.  Enough  land  at  Yanceyville 
and  money  were  given  to  the  Baptist  Foundation  of  North  Carolina  for  us, 
by  the  late  R.  Sterling  Graves  and  his  sister  Mrs.  Sallie  Willie  Graves 
Bradsher,  to  build  and  equip  the  Home  there.  Even  so,  we  will  still  need 
to  look  to  our  Baptist  people  for  the  maintenance  of  this  Home  and  for 
assistance  in  supplementing  needy  residents  who  will  live  there  through 
the  years. 

Today  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  contributing  an  average  of  $90.00 
a  month  on  the  cost  of  care  of  90%  of  the  residents  who  live  in  our  four 
Baptist  Homes  at  Resthaven  and  the  Hayes  Home  in  Winston-Salem,  at 
the  Albemarle  Home  and  Hamilton  Home.  This  support  comes  through  the 
Special  Day  Offerings,  received  in  the  churches  on  the  third  Sunday  of 
February  each  year,  through  designated  gifts  from  church  budgets,  and 
through  the  Homes'  share  in  the  Cooperative  Program.  These  needy  resi- 
dents could  not  possibly  be  with  us,  nor  could  they  receive  the  loving  care  that 
they  do,  if  it  were  not  for  the  gifts  from  our  3400  Baptist  churches.  Earnest 
heed  should  be  given  by  each  church,  therefore,  towards  increasing  the 
amount  of  Special  Day  Offerings  and  designated  gifts  to  the  Homes.  This 
should  be  emphasized  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  was  a  5% 
decline  in  gifts  to  the  Homes  during  1963.  We  will  not  have  an  accounting 
on  gifts  for  1964  until  September,  but  we  can  only  hope  that  there  will  be 
a  considerable  increase. 

Life  among  the  residents  these  days  is  most  interesting  and  filled  with 
a  variety  of  experiences.  The  youngest  resident  celebrated  her  66th  birthday  in 
Jan.,  and  the  oldest  her  103  birthday  in  July.  Some  are  doing  creative  writing, 
others  sewing,  gardening,  teaching,  painting,  and  living  a  good  life  in 
general.  All  are  praying  for  a  world  and  its  needs.  All  are  expressing 
thanksgiving  to  God  for  the  people  called  "Baptists"  and  for  the  happiness 
and  security  the  Homes  that  our  Baptist  people  are  helping  to  make  possible 
for  them. 

There  is  nothing  to  prevent  our  receiving  any  needy  aging  person,  65 
years  old  and  above,  who  is  reasonably  well,  mentally  and  physically,  except 
lack  of  space.     Let  us  join  our  hearts  in  prayer  and  our  lives  in  dedication

that  we  may  give  a  good  account  of  our  stewardship  in  this  great  area  of 
human  concern  and  give  an  answer  to  as  many  of  these  dear  people  as 
possible.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

Gifts  from  the  churches  of  this  association  to  care  for  the  needy  sick  at  our 
Baptist  Hospital  registered  a  slight  increase  over  last  year.  Through  September 
1,  we  had  given  $3,193.79. 

If  your  church  is  one  of  several  which  places  a  very  worthy  emphasis 
upon  the  support  of  this  important  ministry,  we  commend  you  for  it.  Appre- 
ciation has  come  from  the  trustees  and  administration  of  the  hospital,  in 
behalf  of  the  needy  sick,  for  the  interest  and  concern  shown  by  the  churches 
of  the  Randolph  Association  in  this  ministry.  The  hospital  surely  deserves 
and  needs  a  growing  concern  by  us,  for  it  is  serving  more  sick  people  than 
ever  before  in  its  history.  At  the  same  time,  the  needs  continue  to  grow 
faster  than  its  capacity  to  serve.  For  more  than  a  year  there  has  been  an 
average  of  above  700  sick  people  on  the  waiting  list  for  beds.  A  number 
of  seriously  ill  or  injured  persons  have  had  to  be  sent  from  the  emergency 
rooms  to  other  hospitals  because  no  beds  were  available. 

But  our  help  is  primarily  needed  in  meeting  the  cost  of  caring  for  those 
who  cannot  pay  for  the  service  they  need,  and  the  offerings  we  give  go  al- 
together for  this  purpose.  Within  our  state  there  are  many  older  people  who 
live  on  a  meager  Social  Security  or  Old  Age  Assistance  income,  families 
whose  savings  and  sometimes  their  ability  to  earn  have  been  wiped  out  by 
long  and  serious  illness,  and  great  numbers  who  cannot  rise  above  the  poverty 
line.  All  who  come  must  pay  for  their  medical  care  in  so  far  as  they  can, 
but  there  are  great  numbers  who  simply  cannot  pay  the  full  cost.  Our 
hospital  tries  to  get  all  the  help  it  can  for  these  persons  from  welfare  and 
health  agencies,  but  these  agencies  do  not  pay  the  total  cost  and  many 
persons  are  not  eligible  for  such  assistance. 

The  hospital  receives  a  share  of  our  Cooperative  Program  money,  which 
helps  to  support  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  and  provide  equipment  and 
facilities  required  in  the  work  of  the  hospital;  but  the  Mother's  Day  Fund 
provided  by  our  churches  is  the  only  means  the  hospital  has  of  bridging  a 
wide  gap  between  the  funds  available  and  the  cost  of  caring  for  those 
who  cannot  pay  for  their  medical  service. 

Our  hospital  and  medical  school  are  beginning  a  large  development 
program  to  increase  the  capacity  of  our  Medical  Center  to  care  for  our 
sick  people  and  to  train  additional  doctors,  nurses,  and  other  personnel  to 
serve  in  our  communities,  on  our  mission  fields,  and  wherever  these  trained 
persons  are  so  badly  needed.  The  people  of  the  Winston-Salem  area  have 
expressed  their  confidence  in  our  Medical  Center  by  pledging  more  than 
$7  million  to  this  enlargement  program.  The  grave  question  we  shall  have 
a  part  in  answering  is  this:  when  our  hospital  has  increased  its  capacity 
to  meet  growing  specialized  medical  needs,  will  our  churches  provide  the 
money  to  take  care  of  those  who  need  these  services  but  cannot  pay  for  them? 

This  is  a  heavy  burden  on  those  who  are  responsible  for  the  operation 
of  our  hospital.    But  they  express  the  confidence  that  if  our  people  are  informed 
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of  the  work  and  the  great  need,  they  will  provide  the  necessary  means.  We 
in  attendance  here  today  need  to  call  upon,  not  only  pastors,  but  other 
church  leaders  and  seek  through  them  to  lay  this  upon  the  hearts  of  our 
membership.  It  is  a  greatly  needed  and  wonderful  ministry  to  which 
Jesus  gave  himself  without  reserve.  We  who  are  His  followers  must  not 
fail  those  to  whom  he  would  minister  through  us.

Helping  children  and  young  people  to  grow  and  develop  toward  Christian 
maturity  is  one  of  the  greatest  privileges  in  life.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the 
Children's  Homes  to  develop  the  highest  quality  of  men  and  women  possible 
out  of  boys  and  girls  who  are  served.  Children  are  accepted  as  they  are  when 
they  come  to  the  Homes.  They  are  provided  food,  clothing  and  shelter.  But 
of  greater  importance  than  material  things  is  the  genuine  interest,  concern 
and  love  given  every  child  by  the  Christian  men  and  women  who  work  with 
them.  Many  children  who  have  known  only  heartbreak  learn  to  love  again. 
A  member  of  this  year's  senior  class  expressed  her  appreciation  for  the 
Home  in  the  following  way:  "Living  at  one  of  the  Homes  has  given  me 
a  chance  to  make  something  out  of  myself.  I  have  been  afforded  the 
opportunity  of  getting  a  good  education,  and  friendships  have  been  formed 
which  will  bless  my  life  as  long  as  I  live.  Best  of  all  I  have  learned  to 
know,  to  trust,  to  follow  and  to  serve  Christ  as  my  Saviour.  I  want  North 
Carolina  Baptists  to  know  how  very  much  I  appreciate  all  that  they  have 
done  for  me  and  for  thousands  of  other  boys  and  girls  who  have  needed  a 
home,  love  and  care." 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  children  to  the  Homes  far  exceed 
resources  with  which  to  care  for  them.  Many  couples  with  love  to  share 
have  a  wonderful  opportunity  of  service  awaiting  them  through  the  foster 
home  program  for  homeless  children.  Genuine  appreciation  is  expressed  by 
those  who  direct  our  child  care  program  for  all  who  have  helped  to  make 
this  ministry  possible.  Income  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  through 
the  Thanksgiving  Offering  and  through  special  gifts  are  vital  to  these  services. 
Financial   support   for   the   past   year   has    come   from   the   following   sources:

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF 

RANDOLPH  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I-NAME  AND  OBJECT 
Section  1.     The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Randolph  Baptist 
Association. 

Section  2.     The  objects  of  this  organization  shall  be: 

a.  The  promotion  of  harmony,    fellowship  and  cooperation  among 
the  churches  of  the  Association. 

b.  The  propagation  of  the  Gospel  within  the  territory  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  to  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth. 

Section  3.  The  promotion  of  the  missionary,  educational  and  benevolent 
causes  of  Christ  within  the  Association  and  in  cooperation  with  the  State 
Baptist  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II-MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  messen- 
gers of  Baptist  churches  regularly  affiliated  with  the  Association.  All  churches 
desiring  affiliation  with  the  Association  shall  present  to  the  Committee  on 
Reception  of  New  Churches  proper  petitions,  accompanied  by  satisfactory 
evidences  of  doctrinal  regularity  and  general  acceptability.  After  one  year 
under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  the  said  Committee  will  report  to 
the  Association,  its  recommendation.  Upon  a  favorable  vote  of  two-thirds 
majority  of  the  messengers  present  at  the  annual  associational  meeting  the 
petitioning  church  may  become  regularly  affiliated  with  the  Association. 

Section  2.  (A)  Fellowship  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  Association  at 
any  annual  meeting,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
from  any  church  in  its  membership  that  has  been  found,  by  due  investigation, 
to  have  departed  from  the  Missionary  Baptist  faith  and  practices,  or  has 
failed  to  abide  by  the  provision  of  this  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

(B)  Such  a  church  may,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  vote  of  the  Association,  be  placed  on  probation  until  the  con- 
ditions prompting  such  action  have  been  corrected.  Messengers  from  any 
church  on  probation  shall  not  be  allowed  to  vote  in  the  meetings  of  the 
Association. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  furnish  to  the  Asso- 
ciation each  year  a  letter,  on  the  form  provided  by  the  Clerk,  giving  full 
information  and  statistics  provided  for  on  the  form,  and  to  send  with  the 
letter  or  by  messenger  a  contribution  toward  the  cost  of  printing  the  minutes 
and  other  expenses  of  the  Association. 

Section  4.  It  is  understood  that  each  church  in  this  Association  is  in- 
dependent and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no  au- 
thority over  the  churches,    except  of  an  advisory  nature. 

Section  5.     A  church  may  withdraw  from  membership  in  the  Associa- 
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tion  by  a  vote  of  the   church  according  to  its  own  by-laws,    regulations  or 
procedure. 

ARTICLE  III-MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  on  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  following  the  Third  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  messengers  chosen 
by  the  respective  churches  of  the  Association  from  their  membership.  Each 
church  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers  and  one  additional  messenger 
for  each  fifty  members,  or  fraction  thereof,  above  one  hundred  it  has  en- 
rolled. All  pastors  in  the  Association  and  the  Associational  Field  Worker  are 
messengers  in  all  the  Associational  meetings,    each  having  but  one  vote. 

Section  3.  The  Association  may  hold  a  Mid-Term  meeting  each  spring 
at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Association  or  its  Execu- 
tive Committee.  The  purpose  of  the  Mid-Term  meeting  shall  be  that  of 
information  and  inspiration  without  the  transaction  of  business,  except  that 
urgent  matters  of  business  which  cannot  well  be  delayed  until  a  later  meeting 
may  be  considered  and  acted  upon. 

Section  4.  Other  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  held  when  called 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IV-OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,    Clerk,    Treasurer   and   three  Trustees. 

Section  2.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  day  of  the  regular 
annual  session.  They  shall  take  office  at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Session  and 
serve  through  the  next  Annual  Session.  Any  officer  may  be  re-elected  with 
the  exception  of  the  Moderator,  who  shall  not  serve  more  than  two  years  in 
succession. 

Section  3.     Duties  of  the  Officers: 

a.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  discharge  such  duties  as  are  incumbent  on  the  presiding  offi- 
cer of  a  deliberative  body. 

b.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  Moderator 
in  the  absence  of  or  at  the  request  of  the  Moderator. 

e.     The  Clerk  shall  record  and  preserve  the  proceedings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation,  together  with  the   reports   and   statistics,   and  have   the 
same  printed  and  distributed.     The  Treasurer  shall  preserve  all 
money  paid  into  the  treasury,    pay  the   same  to   the  order  of 
the  Association,    and  make   a  full   and   complete   report   of   all 
receipts  and  disbursements  at  the  Annual  Meeting, 
d.     The  duties  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  transfer  or  hold  title  to 
any    properties    for    the    Association.    All    transactions    of    said 
Trustees  shall  be  authorized  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Committee. 
Section  4.     The  Association  endorses  the  continued  operation  of  organi- 
zations among  the  churches  of  the  Association  for  the  promotion  of  the  various 
phases  of  their  work  including  the  Sunday  School,    Baptist  Training  Union, 
Baptist  Brotherhood   and   Woman's   Missionary   Union.      The    officers   of   the 
Associational  Sunday  School,    Associational  Baptist  Training  Union,    and  the 
Associational   Baptist  Brotherhood   shall  be   nominated   by   their   Nominating 
Committee  and  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Association,    and  approved 
and  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association,    and  shall  serve 
from   October   1   to   September   30.      The   Woman's    Missionary   Union    shall 
be   recognized    as    an    auxiliary    organization    of   the    Association. 
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ARTICLE  V-EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Committee  com- 
prised of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Trustees  of 
the  Association,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational 
Baptist  Training  Union  Director,  Associational  Baptist  Brotherhood  President, 
Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  President,  the  Associational  Field 
Worker,  all  pastors,  all  church  educational  directors,  and  one  member  of  each 
church  in  the  Association  desiring  representation  on  the  Committee. 

Section  2. 

a.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  meetings  once  each  quarter 
during  the  second  month  of  the  quarter,  the  date  to  be  set  by 
the  Board  itself,  and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  required 
at  the  call  of  the  Moderator,  or  at  the  call  of  not  less  than  five 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

b.  Twenty  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  required 
to  be  present  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

c.  To  act  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Association  between  sessions. 

d.  To  carry  out  the  orders  and  resolutions  of  the  Association  per- 
taining to  it. 

e.  To  superintend  the  the  Associational  Mission  work,  employ  a 
missionary  and  determine  the  salary   to  be  paid. 

f.  To  fill  vacancies  which  may  occur  during  the  year  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  Associational  officers  or  workers  for  the  remainder 
of  such  unexpired  term. 

g.  To  investigate  any  report  of  complaint  that  may  be  brought  to 
its  attention  about  irregularity  of  doctrine,  practice,  or  conduct 
on  the  part  of  any  individual  or  group  in  the  Association  and 
report  its  finding  with  such  recommendations  as  it  considers 
advisable,   to  the  Association  in  a  regular  meeting. 

h.  To  make  such  recommendations  as  it  may  deem  wise  for  the 
strengthening  and  upbuilding  of  the  churches  and  the  work  of 
the  Association. 

i  The  Executive  Committee  shall  not  involve  the  Association  in 
debt  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  for  necessary  operating  ex- 
penses of  the  Association. 

j.  To  appoint  and  elect  the  officers  for  the  Associational  organiza- 
tions of  the  Sunday  School,  Baptist  Training  Union  and  Baptist 
Brotherhood. 

ARTICLE  VI-COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Committees 
some  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  This  Committee 
shall  prepare  its  report  and  shall  be  given  the  opportunity  to  submit  its  report 
early  on  the  program  of  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session.  The  Committee 
shall  name  the  following  committees  to  report  during  the  annual  session: 
Committee  on  Memorials,  Committee  on  Appreciation,  and  such  other  com- 
mittees as  may  be  requested  by  the  Association  or  Moderator.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Committees  shall  also  name  the  following  standing  committees: 
Committee  on  Ordination,  Committee  on  Reception  of  new  churches, 
Radio  Committee,  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  Committee  on  Goals, 
Nominating  Committee,  Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  Committee,  Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  Missions  Committee, 
and  such  other  committees  as  may  be  requested  by  the  Association  or  by 
the  Moderator. 
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Section  2.     Duties  of  the  Committees: 

a.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  will  receive  all  invitations 
of  churches  which  desire  the  Association  to  meet  with  them 
the  next  two  years  and  will  recommend  to  the  Association  the 
place  to  meet  the  following  year,  without  regard  to  the  order 
in  which  the  invitations  may  have  been  received.  This  Com- 
mittee will  also  recommend  a  preacher  and  an  alternate  for 
the  annual  sermon  at  the  next  session. 

b.  The  Committee  on  Memorials  will  prepare  a  list  of  those  mem- 
bers of  the  churches  who  have  died  during  the  year  and  present 
suitable  memorial  resolutions  for   adoption  by  the  Association. 

c.  The  Committee  on  Appreciation  will  prepare  and  present  appro- 
priate  resolutions   of  appreciation. 

d.  The  Committee  on  Goals  will  consist  of  the  Associational  Sun- 
day School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Brother- 
hood President  and  Superintendent  or  Evangelism  Chairman. 
These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  August  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  under  the  authority  of  Article  5,  Sec- 
tion 2,  Sub-Section  J,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  act  from  the 
August  meeting,  and  to  present  at  the  Association  session  in 
October  suitable  goals  for  the  work  of  the  Association  during 
the  ensuing  year. 

e.  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  will  prepare  well  in  ad- 
vance a  suggested  order  of  business  for  the  annual  meeting.  The 
committee  will  notify  those  who  are  to  make  reports  or  have 
parts  on  the  program.  This  suggested  order  of  business  will 
then  be  presented  to  the  Association  at  its  regular  meeting. 

f.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  a  complete  slate 
of  officers  for  the  next  year,  excepting  the  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk  and  Treasurer. 

g.  Guiding  Principles  for  the  Work  of  the  Missions  Committee  of 
the  Randolph  Association. 

1.  The  Committee  is  to  seek  to  discover  areas  where  new  work 
is  needed  and  to  lead  in  the  sponsorship  or  establishment  of 
new  work  to  meet  present  need  or  the  securing  of  property 
by  a  local  church  and/or  the  Association  in  the  anticipation 
of  future  need. 

2.  All  new  work  does  not  necessarily  need  to  be  nor  should  be 
intended  to  become  an  organized  or  constituted  church. 
New  work  may  be  started  and  maintained  on  the  basis  of 
a  mission  to  meet  particular  need  (this  provides  for  insti- 
tutional missions  such  as  jails,  prisons,  rest  homes,  etc. ) 

3.  The  location  of  missions  or  new  churches  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  need  revealed  in  an  adequate  survey  conducted 
by  the  Missions  Committee  and  local  interested  groups  or 
churches. 

4.  Any  church,  committee,  group  or  individuals  considering 
beginning  new  work,  acting  with  or  without  church  sponsor- 
ship, should  approach  the  Missions  Committee  for  guidance 
before  having  any  services  or  choosing  a  temporary  or 
permanent  location. 

5.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  institute  basic,  understandable 
operational  procedures  and  practices  for  a  mission  that 
leads   in   establishing  and   strongly   urges   that   each   church 
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establishing  a  mission  does  the  same. 

6.  The  guidance  of  missions  by  the  Missions  Committee  shall 
continue  until  a  co-operating  church  or  churches  can  be 
led  to  accept  the  responsibility  of  sponsorship. 

7.  A  mission  organized  or  assisted  by  the  Missions  Committee 
shall  accept  the  recognized  principles  and  practices  of  a 
church  co-operating  with  the  Randolph  Association,  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE  VII-ORDINATION  AND  CALLING  OF  PASTORS 
Section  1.  Inasmuch  as  the  ordination  of  a  man  to  the  gospel  ministry 
by  any  church  in  this  Association  is  expected  to  be  recognized  by  the  de- 
nomination as  a  whole,  the  churches  are  counseled  to  be  extremely  careful 
in  the  matter  of  setting  men  apart  for  this  sacred  calling,  ordaining  only 
those  who,  by  irreproachable  character,  piety  of  life,  doctrinal  soundness 
and  suitable  talents,  give  promise  of  honoring  the  name  of  Christ  and  of 
rendering  acceptable  service  in  the  missionary  Baptist  ministry. 

Section  2.  To  aid  the  churches  in  this  vital  matter,  the  Association 
will  appoint  each  year  a  committee  of  five  of  the  pastors  to  be  called  the 
Committee  on  Ordination.  Any  church  desiring  to  obtain  a  brother  to  the 
ministry  may  request  the  said  Committee  to  act  as  a  presbytery  for  the  pur- 
post  of  examining  the  brother  as  to  his  fitness  for  the  Baptist  ministry,  and, 
if  he  is  found  qualified,  to  assist  in  the  ordination. 

Section  3.  The  churches  are  urged  also  to  exercise  the  utmost  care 
and  wisdom,  earnestly  seeking  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  in  calling 
of  their  pastors,  choosing  only  men  who  give  evidence  by  their  Christian 
character,  cooperative  spirit  and  leadership  ability,  that  they  will  serve 
the  best  interests  of  the  churches,  the  denomination,  and  the  cause  of  Christ. 

ARTICLE  VIII-NEW  CHURCHES 

Baptist  churches  may  be  organized  and  established  in  localities  within 
the  territory  of  this  Association  when  such  new  churches  are  seen  to  be 
needed.  Those  interested  in  organizing  a  new  church  may  seek  the  counsel 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Missions  Committee  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  IX-RULES  AND  ORDER  OF  DECORUM 

This  Association  shall  be  governed  in  its  meetings  by  such  rules  and 
by-laws  as  may  be  adopted,  amended,  or  set  aside  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  messengers  present.  Kerfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law"  will  be  the  guide 
in  all  parliamentary  matters. 

ARTICLE  X-ADOPTION 

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
adoption  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  shall 
supersede  any  and  all  constitutions,  by-laws,  and  amendments  previously 
adopted. 

ARTICLE  XI-AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual 
meeting  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present,  provided 
the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  in  written  form  on  the 
first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  vote  on  any  proposed  amendment  so 
presented  may  be  deferred  until  the  second  day  if  requested  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  messengers  present.

7  for  the  primary  purpose  of  considering  the  following  recommendation  from 
the  Pastors  Conference:  They  recommend  that  Central  Revival,  which  was 
to  be  in  July,  be  called  off  due  to  the  uncertainty  of  securing  tent,  several 
churches  are  without  pastor,  a  number  of  pastors  have  prior  commitments, 
cost  to  run  up  to  $6,500.00,  and  the  poor  attendance  at  the  rally  of  May 
17.  The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  this  recommendation  be  approv- 
ed and  it  was  so  approved. 

The  Finance  Committee  requested  permission  to  spend  $425.00  for 
painting  the  inside  of  the  Field  Worker's  home.  This  request  was  granted.

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W.  M.  U.  REPORT 

As  we  close  the  door  on  our  W.  M.  U.  year  we  give  thanks  to  God  for 
his  divine  guidance,  for  the  opportunities  and  responsibilities  that  have 
been  ours.  I  hope  that  every  W.  M.  U.  member  in  our  association  has  found 
new  and  thrilling  insights  in  the  meaning  of  worship  for  her  own  life  and 
in  relation  to  her  witness  to  all  the  world.  Our  watch  word  for  this  year 
was  Psalm  57:9  "I  will  praise  thee  O  Lord  among  the  people,  I  will  sing 
unto  thee  among  the  nations."  I  pray  that  each  of  us  has  found  such  joy 
in  realizing  our  utter  dependence  on  God  that  it  has  been  impossible  to 
keep  our  experience  to  ourself  and  that  we  have  truly  praised  God  among 
the  people  and  among  the  nations.

As  she  told  of  Southern  Baptist 
work  in  Rhodesia,  what  a  thrill  it  was  to  know  that  we  in  Randolph  Asso- 
ciation were  sharing  in  her  labors  by  our  prayers  and  our  giving.  She  chal- 
lenged each  of  us  to  do  away  with  prejudice  and  to  consider  each  soul  re- 
gardless of  color  as  a  child  of  God. 

May  6  was  day  of  prayer  retreats  for  our  Association,  a  time  set  aside 
asking  God  to  guide  and  direct  us  in  our  efforts  to  further  His  work  here  in 
our  Association.  Thanking  Him  for  all  the  blessings  that  He  has  bestowed 
upon  us.

11.     Report  on  State  Missions  given  by  Earl  Underwood. 
STATE  MISSIONS  REPORT 

Our  concept  of  State  Missions  is  ever  changing.  We  now  regard  every- 
thing we  do  as  North  Carolina  Baptists,  with  the  exception  of  Social  Service 
and  Educational  Institutions,  as  State  Missions.  These  services  which  we 
mention  are  at  the  forefront  of  our  program  for  this  year. 

1.  Stewardship  Promotion.  The  basic  objective  of  the  Department  of 
Stewaardship  is  to  bring  men  to  God  through  Jesus  Christ  and  to  develop 
mature  Christian  character.  The  main  emphasis  is  to  present  stewardship  as 
an  expression  of  spiritual  experience. 

2.  Fruitland  Bible  Institute.  The  Institute  is  designed  to  give  a  measure 
of  basic  preparation  to  men  who  have  been  called  to  some  special  service  but 
find  themselves  insufficiently  trained  to  do  the  job  well.  A  three-year  course 
is  offered. 
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3.  Department  of  Deaf  Missions.  Six  thousand  people  in  North  Carolina 
are  deaf,  living  in  a  world  where  telephones,  radios,  and  other  instruments  of 
sound  do  not  exist.  The  objective  of  the  Ministry  to  the  Deaf  is  to  win 
these  people  to  Christ  and  then  to  help  them  to  grow  in  their  spiritual  life. 

4.  North  Dakota  Ministry.  In  1961  our  state  convention  voted  to  spon- 
sor "Pioneer  Missions"  in  North  Dakota  and  to  give  this  work  whatever  support 
was  deemed  wise.  The  work  has  prospered.  Now  there  are  11  churches  with 
nearly  1100  members. 

5.  Cherokee  Indian  Ministry.  A  joint  ministry  with  the  Home  Mission 
Board,  this  ministry  is  experiencing  a  time  of  change  and  growth.  With  the 
increase  in  tourism  and  the  influx  of  new  industry  the  "World"  of  the  Chero- 
kee is  ever  expanding.  We  are  seeking  to  help  them  meet  this  economic  and 
social  change  in  a  Christian  manner. 

6.  Military  Ministry.  This  is  a  cooperative  work  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  the  Home  Mission  Board,  and  the  associations  in  our  four  major 
military  areas.  The  responsibility  of  this  ministry  is  to  help  locate  Baptists 
and  unenlisted  people  and  get  them  enlisted  in  our  churches. 

7.  Japanese  Work.  Many  foreign-born  people  spend  some  time  in 
North  Carolina  military  areas.  Notable  among  these  are  the  more  than  3,000 
Japanese  wives.  Including  their  families,  we  have  approximately  10,000 
Japanese-related  people  in  our  church  communities.  Winning  these  to  Christ 
here  could  prove  a  foreign  mission  enterprise  in  itself,  for  they  should  be 
valuable  witnesses  when  they  return  home. 

8.  Church  Music  Department.  The  purpose  of  the  Department  of 
Church  Music  is  to  plan  and  promote  a  program  of  church  music  education 
to  the  end  that  music  may  be  used  more  effectively  in  the  worship  and 
Christian   education   of  the  churches. 

9.  Schools  of  Missions.  Many  Schools  of  Missions  are  conducted  each 
year.  Mission  study  classes  are  provided  in  each  church.  Associational,  state, 
home,  and  foreign  missionaries  speak  in  the  churches  on  a  rotating  basis. 
This  plan  gives  the  people  in  our  churches  a  panoramic  view  of  World 
Missions,  a  view  which  the  majority  of  our  members  can  get  in  no  other  way. 

10.  Department  of  Student  Work.  To  the  Department  of  Student 
Work  is  committed  the  exciting  and  challenging  task  of  ministering  to  26,000 
Baptist  college  students  in  North  Carolina.  Efforts  are  made  to  relate 
students  to  a  church  at  college  in  a  vital  and  redemptive  way.  Also  the 
campus  program  provides  a  balanced  schedule  of  worship,  study  and  witness, 
mission  concern  and  service,  recreation  and  fellowship. 

Everything  we  do  as  Baptists  is  dependent  on  the  strength  and  spiritual 
vitality  of  the  membership  of  our  churches.  The  spotlight  is  on  our  local 
churches.     The  mission  of  the  churches  is  missions.

12.     Gerald  Lawton  presented  the  Report  on  Foreign  Missions. 
FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT 

The  total  overseas  staff  as  of  August  19,  1965,  is  2,048  under  assign- 
ment tto  60  countries.  (Singapore,  where  missionaries  were  already  stationed, 
separating  from  Malaysia  in  August,  and  Austria  became  the  59th  and  60th 
countries).  Included  in  this  number  is  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Jack  Gentry  who 
prior  to   their  appointment  to  Taiwan  served  in  our  association. 

Missionaries    stationed    in    the    African    nations    demonstrated    courage, 
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wisdom,  and  spiritual  power  in  meeting  the  tensions  of  the  current  African 
scene.  Missionaries  in  Vietnam  continue  their  work  in  a  country  greatly 
disturbed.  One  of  our  missionary  couples  serving  in  Vietnam  is  the  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  Samuel  James,  who  formerly  served  in  our  association. 

The  dedication  of  the  first  Missionary  Journeymen  was  made  on  August 
10  of  this  year.  These  were  assigned  to  27  different  countries.  This 
opportunity  of  service  is  open  to  single  college  graduates  under  27  years  of 
age  with  specific  skills,  good  health,  and  active  in  Southern  Baptist  churches. 

In  view  of  the  future  life  of  foreign  missions,  just  how  much  do  we  care? 
Last  year  we  gave  $2.25  per  capita  for  foreign  missions.  About  46.25% 
came  through  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering. 

Our  goal  for  the  Lottie  Moon  offering  this  year  is  $14,000,000.  This 
is  about  $1,000,000  increase  over  1964.  Progress  is  being  made,  but  prices 
continue  to  climb.  Multiplied  thousands  die  and  millions  of  babies  continue 
to  be  born.  In  terms  of  purchasing  power  and  in  terms  of  the  challenging 
possibilities  ahead  of  us,  we  are  still  falling  short  of  the  need  and  our 
potential. 

May  we  give  worthily  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  Lottie 
Moon  Christmas  Offering  —  that  more  may  be  sent  —  that  more  may  hear 
the  good  news.

HOME  MISSIONS  REPORT 

At  the  close  of  1964,  the  Board  had  2,372  persons  under  appointment 
in  mission  service.  Most  of  them  were  jointly  employed  with  one  of  the 
state  conventions  and  in  some  cases  with  an  association  or  church  also. 
Urgent  needs  for  missionary  personnel  continue  in  language  missions,  metro- 
politan missions,  and  pioneer  mission  work. 

In  1964  the  Home  Mission  Board  received  its  largest  financial  support 
from  the  Convention  Cooperative  Program  receipts  totaled  $3,977,345.00, 
including  both  operating  and  capital  funds.  Of  this  total  $426,070.00 
came  in  Advance  Funds,  the  first  received  since  1960.  The  Annie  Armstrong 
Offering  produced  $3,193,954.00  making  a  total  of  $7,171,299.00  from  these 
two  sources.  Designated  funds  and  special  gifts  provided  an  additional 
$306,248.00.  The  Board,  its  staff,  and  its  missionaries  are  grateful  for  this 
enlarged  support  and  for  the  prospect  of  increasing  resources  for  claiming 
"Our  land  for  Christ." 

The  Board  continued  to  serve  in  all  fifty  states,  plus  three  Carribean 
countries.  Most  of  its  service  is  rendered  within  a  framework  of  cooperative 
missions  with  the  twenty-nine  state  conventions.  This  involves  joint  planning 
of  strategy,  joint  selection  and  employment  of  missionaries,  and  joint  structur- 
ing of  the  cooperative  missions  budget  between  the  Home  Board  and  the 
respective  state  mission  boards.  A  part  of  the  implementation  of  this 
effort  is  an  annual  conference  with  representatives  of  each  of  the  State 
Conventions,  at  which  time  agreements  are  reached  with  each  convention  for 
the  work  the  following  year.

Christianity  is  becoming  a  minority 
Religion.  Volunteers  a  mere  trickle  and  the  need  is  so  great.  Just 
the  presence  of  a  Missionary  on  the  foreign  field  has  an  effect  on 
the  people.  The  cause  of  communism  should  compell  us  to  do 
something  about  Missions.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  Baptist  colleges  of  North  Carolina  enrolled  for  the  Fall  Semester 
of  1964  a  total  of  10,655  students.  As  enrollment  increases,  the  needs  of  our 
colleges  increase. 

Colleges  produce  lay-leadership.  During  the  past  year  the  contribution 
to  Christian  lay-leadership  in  church  and  community  has  been  strongly  em- 
phasized. Our  seven  Baptist  colleges,  to  date,  have  graduated  more  than 
45,000  men  and  women.  Many  of  these  graduates  are  not  only  filling  responsi- 
ble places  of  leadership  in  their  churches,  but  are  exerting  a  profound  in- 
fluence on  religious,  moral,  and  ethical  life  of  communities  in  which  they 
live.  All  during  the  past  year  testimonies  have  continued  to  come  in  from 
teachers,  doctors,  lawyers,  industrialists,  artists,  musicians,  homemakers,  and 
many  other  categories  too  numerous  to  name.  All  of  these  testimonies  as- 
sert two  things:  attending  a  Christian  college  gives  a  closer  tie  to  the  local 
church  and  a  greater  sense  of  responsibility  for  Christian  citizenship  in  the 
local  community. 

Denominational  Leadership.  We  have  taken  for  granted  that  Baptist  col- 
leges are  producing  Christian  vocational  workers,  and  indeed  they  are.  At 
the  present  time  more  than  500  students  in  the  N.  C.  Baptist  colleges  are 
volunteers  for  full-time  Christian  service  and  more  than  100  of  the  volun- 
teers want  to  be  home  or  foreign  missionaries.  We  have  tended  sometimes 
to  forget  that  our  current  denominational  leadership  throughout  the  entire 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  been  trained  almost  one  hundred  percent  in 
Baptist  schools  and  colleges. 

The  Christian  Education  Day  Offering.  With  the  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion in  1964,  the  Christian  Education  Day  Offering  became  an  approved  of- 
fering on  the  par  with  all  other  special  offerings  in  our  convention.  We  sin- 
cerely believe  that  one  of  the  ways  to  help  solve  the  financial  problem  of 
our  Baptist  colleges  would  be  to  increase  substantially  the  Christian  Edu- 
cation Day  Offering.  Therefore,  we  urge  you  to  make  plans  now  for  ob- 
serving Christian  Education  Day  on  Father's  Day  next  June.  We  also  urge 
you  to  treat  the  special  offering  in  your  church  as  you  do  all  other  special 
offerings. 
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Colleges  Assist  Churches  in  a  Special  Way.  Each  Sunday  from  campuses 
all  over  the  state,  faculty  members,  administrative  officers,  and  students 
move  out  into  the  churches  to  preach  and  assist  the  churches  as  supply  pas- 
tors, Sunday  School  teachers,  youth  leaders,  and  special  speakers  in  the 
area  of  missions,  stewardship,  and  evangelism.  If  you  wish  to  use  this  serv- 
ice, contact  your  nearest  Baptist  college.  Either  the  president's  office  or 
the  office  of  public  relations  will  be  delighted  to  recommend  someone  to 
help  you. 

The  Cooperative  Program.  The  Cooperative  Program  is  the  lifeline  of 
Baptist  colleges  as  it  is  equivalent  each  year  to  several  million  dollars  of 
endowment.  The  Cooperative  Program  is  the  best  way  to  support  your  col- 
leges through  your  church.  Soon  our  Convention  will  announce  another  great 
five-year  program  of  advance  and  achievement.  The  colleges  are  back  of 
this  program  and  will  support  it  in  every  way.

REPORT  OF  MUSIC  COMMITTEE 

Since  1944,  Southern  Baptist  have  been  engaged  in  an  organized  ef- 
fort to  promote  more  participation  in  and  a  better  understanding  of  music 
in  our  churches.  Every  church,  no  matter  how  small,  has  a  music  program 
if  they  elect  a  leader  and  have  one  group  to  participate  as  a  choir  or  spe- 
cial group. 

Many  of  our  churches  are  calling  individuals  to  serve  as  Ministers  of 
Music.  Some  are  employed  for  salary,  and  some  are  only  elected  by  the 
church.  Many  serve  in  a  full-time  capacity,  while  others  serve  part-time,  or 
as  much  as  they  are  able  to  serve  and  hold  another  job.  Whatever  the  sit- 
uation, though,  the  object  of  having  them  present  is  the  same,  to  encourage 
Christians  to  praise  God. 

We  have  seen  in  the  Randolph  Association  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  churches  filing  music  reports,  and  for  this  we  are  grateful,  but  our  goal 
is  to  receive  a  report  from  every  church,  because  we  believe  each  one  has 
something  to  report. 

There  are  five  areas  that  each  church  can  use  to  build  its  program: 

1.  Congregational  Singing.  The  Minister  and  Music  Director  can  work 
together  to  select  hymns  that  will  be  effective  and  meaningful  in  each  service. 

2.  Choirs.  Every  church  can  have  a  service  choir,  and  most  have 
at  least  one  children's  choir. 

3.  Instrumental  Activities.  Each  church  must  seek  out  pianists  and  or- 
ganists, give  them  opportunities  to  play,  and  encourage  them  in  their  train- 
ing, and  help  them  to  dedicate  their  talents  to  God. 

4.  Training.  The  Director  and  Minister  can  seek  out  music  talent  to 
be  trained  as  song  leaders  and  accompanists  and  teach  them  how  to  use 
their  talents  correctly. 

5.  Promotion.  This  reaches  people,  and  we  must  have  people  to  have 
participation.  This  can  be  done  through  personal  contacts,  bulletins,  news- 
papers, letters,  etc.  Promote  your  music  program. 

We  urge  every  church  to  desire  to  have  a  better  music  program,  and  to 
work  for  more   participation   among  its  members.

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

These  are  exciting  days  for  the  ministry  of  Training  Union.  Many  new 
ideas,  new  materials,  and  a  new  seriousness  to  our  need  for  Christian  Train- 
ing are  coming  to  us  through  our  Training  Unions. 

This  has  been  a  somewhat  brighter  year  for  Training  Union  work  in 
the  Randolph  Association.  Six  new  Training  Unions  have  been  organized 
this  year  and  one  Young  Peoples'  Union  was  reported  formed  in  September. 

Last  November  we  devoted  one  week  to  a  Pastor-Led  Enlargement  Cam- 
paign led  by  the  state  workers  from  Raleigh. 

Our  "M"  Night  service  was  held  December  7  with  an  attendance  of 
394;  22  churches  represented;  and  20  pastors  present.  Our  annual  spring 
tournaments  were  held  in  March  with  an  attendance  of  89.  We  had  partici- 
pants in  Junior  Memory  Work,  Intermediate  Sword  Drill,  Better  Speakers 
Tournament,  and  Adult  Scripture  Reading.  Several  of  these  went  on  and 
represented  our  association  in  the  Regional  Tournament. 

The  Associational  Training  Union  gave  strong  encouragement  to  church- 
es in  observing  Church  Membership  Study  Week  in  April. 

We  had  representatives  from  our  association  attending  all  the  weeks 
of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly  for  Training  Union  this  summer. 

An  outdoor  Youth  Night  service  was  held  August  27  in  Camp  Caraway 
with  an  attendance  of  189.  Our  Training  Union  was  represented  in  the 
State  Briefing  Meeting  the  same  night  in  Winston-Salem  by  our  Superinten- 
dent of  Missions. 

We  now  have  26  Training  Unions  in  our  association.  Our  goal  for  next 
year  is  30. 

May  I  urge  each  if  you  to  study  and  stay  up  to  date  with  current  Train- 
ing Union  materials,  especially  the  Training  Union  magazine.  This  is  essen- 
tial in  order  to  know  what  is  going  on  in  Training  Union  work. 

Also  may  I  thank  each  of  you  for  your  prayers,  assistance  and  support 
in  carrying  on  the  Training  Union  work.  I  would  like  to  pledge  to  you  my 
best  during  the  coming  year,  beg  you  to  support  and  use  your  Training 
Union  as  a  means  toward  a  more  effective  Christian  witness  through  the 
local  church.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

Mr.  Moderator,  guests,  visitors,  representative  messengers  and  friends: 
The  Great  Commission  of  our  Lord  continues  to  be  the  marching  orders  of 
Christians  in  this  20th  century.  We  are  to  "Go  and  teach  all  nations,  bap- 
tizing them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Spirit;  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  ..." 

The  Sunday  Schools  of  our  churches  have  been  assigned  the  tasks  of 
teaching  the  Bible,  reaching  the  unreached,  leading  all  church  members  to 
worship,  witness,  learn,  and  minister  daily,  furnishing  workers  for  various 
projects,  and  interpreting  the  work  of  the  church  and  denomination  —  thus 
helping  the  church  in  its  basic  functions  of  worship,  proclamation,  education

and  ministry. 

Southern  Baptist  Sunday  schools  are  seeking  to  enroll  ten  million  by 
1970.  In  order  to  achieve  this  goal,  we  must  have  an  enrollment  gain  of 
approximately  3%  for  1966,  4%  for  1967,  5%  for  1968,  6%  for  1969,  and  7% 
for  1970.  We  will  grow  great  Sunday  schools  as  we  show  compassionate  con- 
cern for  the  unreached.  Evangelism,  stewardship,  missions,  discipleship  —  all 
wait  upon  outreach. 

These  enrollment  gains  can  be  realized  by  organizing  new  Sunday- 
schools  (a  new  Sunday  school  will  gain  30);  the  organizing  of  Extension  Bible 
Classes  (each  will  gain  10);  the  starting  of  new  adult  classes  (each  will  gain 
6);  the  activating  of  Extension,  Cradle  Roll,  and  Young  People  Away  depart- 
ments (each  will  gain  6);  and  enrolling  Vacation  Bible  School  pupils  not  in 
Sunday   School. 

If  we  will  follow  the  simple  growth  formula  advocated  many  years  ago  by 
Dr.  Arthur  Flake  —  located  the  prospects,  enlarge  the  organization,  provide 
needed  space,  enlist  and  train  workers,  and  visit  the  people  —  we  will  reach 
more  people  for  Bible  study;  our  baptisms  will  increase;  Christian  steward- 
ship will  become  a  reality;  and  our  churches  will  be  strengthened. 

Along  with  an  increased  emphasis  upon  outreach,  each  Sunday  School 
is  urged  to  observe  January  Bible  Study  Week,  to  plan  a  church  and  mis- 
sion Vacation  Bible  School,  to  promote  Operation  Home  Study  and  other  op- 
portunities for  training;  to  cooperate  in  the  Adult  Thrust  movement,  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  associational  Sunday  School  projects  —  clinics,  conferences, 
enlargement  campaigns;  and  to  attend  the  Sunday  School  weeks  at  Caswell 
and  Ridgecrest.  When  our  Sunday  schools  begin  moving  forward,  our 
churches  will  move  forward. 

During  the  year  1964-1965  many  things  happened  in  the  Randolph 
Association  through  our  Sunday  School  efforts  worth  noticing.  Once  again 
we  have  qualified  and  received  Standard  recognition  as  an  association  from 
the  Sunday  School  Board  in  Nashville.  As  our  guests  for  Sunday  school  mes- 
sages during  the  year  we  had  the  following:  Rev.  Henry  Crouch  to  speak 
at  our  Action  Night  and  Dr.  Eugene  Poston  to  speak  in  December  on  "Stud- 
ies  in   Deuteronomy." 

Our  Adult  and  Young  People  Workshop,  Junior  and  Intermediate  Work- 
shop, and  Elementary  Workshop  were  of  tremendous  help  to  us.  Four  age 
group  conferences  were  conducted  by  our  most  competent  age  group  super- 
intendents. This  year  we  have  dealt  with  subjects  like:  "Teaching  and  Train- 
ing," "Methods,"  "Stewardship  of  Vacation  Time,"  "Evangelism  Through 
the  Sunday  School,"  "Enlistment  of  Workers,"  and  "The  Christian  Home." 

Our  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic  was  very  successful  and  we  have 
reason  to  believe  this  will  prove  the  year  we  will  have  had  more  Bible 
Schools  than  ever  before.

The  Brotherhood  Organization  is  no  stronger  than  the  members  want 
it  to  be.  My  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  churches  of  the  Randolph  Baptist  As- 
sociation. Let's  all  work  together  this  year  to  encourage  our  men  in  all  the 
churches  to  take  more  interest  in  Brotherhood  work.

COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  REPORT 

With  the  dawning  of  the  40th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  coop- 
erative program,  a  new  note  of  optimism  and  missionary  advance  is  percepti- 
ble among  Baptists.  It  is  now  a  well-accepted  fact  that  the  cooperative  pro- 
gram of  world  missions  is  the  foundation  of  our  total  missionary  endeavor 
of  preaching,  teaching,  and  healing  in  the  name  of  Christ  at  home  and  abroad. 

Even  as  we  presently  support  the  work  of  2,000  foreign  missionaries, 
2,500  home  missionaries,  and  more  than  100  missionaries  in  North  Carolina, 
Dr.  Baker  James  Cauthen,  Secretary  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
Foreign  Missions  Board,  has  challenged  us  to  send  out  5,000  foreign  mis- 
sionaries in  the  year  immediately  ahead.  This  will  mean  greater  sacrifice 
and  greatly  increased  giving  on  the  part  of  Baptists  everywhere.  The  coopera- 
tive Program  has  given  significant  support  to  every  state  and  convention 
wide  cause.  In  the  last  sixteen  years  it  has  provided  more  than  $100,000,000 
for  the  foreign  mission  program  of  Southern  Baptists.  Truly,  it  is  the  life- 
line of  our  total  cooperative  witness  and  service. 

We  are  witnessing  our  greatest  advance  in  history  with  52.27%  of  the 
southwide  cooperative  program  dollar  being  allocated  to  Foreign  Missions. 
We  are  advancing  in  our  concern  for  a  lost  world.  More  than  1,300  Baptist 
churches  have  set  goals  as  a  part  of  the  convention  wide  emphasis  to  enlist 
2,000,000  tithers  by  October,      1966.  A  free  (planning  kit)  for  tithers  enlist- 
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ment  is  available  from  our  state  office  for  every  church  or  pastor  adopting 
a  definite  goal. 

Let  us  determine  now  to  be  faithful  in  worship  with  tithes  and  offer- 
ings and  share  regularly  through  the  cooperative  program.

BAPTIST  LITERATURE  REPORT

terials. Today  large  firm  executives  say,  "Give  us  men  who  read,"  when  dis- 
cussing their  personnel.  They  know  how  important  reading  is  to  daily 
growth.  Now,  if  it  is  important  that  secular  employees  read  to  become  more 
efficient,  how  much  more  important  it  is  that  Christians  seek  knowledge  and 
understanding  by  reading. 

Our  Baptist  forefathers  recognized  the  importance  of  communication 
among  the  churches  and  workers  in  all  phases  of  denominational  endeavors 
and  left  a  golden  heritage  in  literature,  periodicals,  and  magazines. 

THE  CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN  serves  its  purpose  well  in  cham- 
pioning the  care  of  needy  children  and  their  welfare. 

HOME  MISSIONS  magazine  keeps  Baptists  in  touch  with  missionaries 
who  hold  high  the  shining  torch  of  light  and  love  on  the  home  front  in  order 
to  reach  the  unreached  for  Christ. 

The  123  year-old  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  covers  all  phases  of  Bap- 
tist work  at  home  and  abroad.  Each  new  work  undertaken  by  the  State  or 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  reported  immediately.  Its  main  purpose  is 
to  inform,  enlist,  inspire,  endoctrinate,  and  unify  all  Baptists  for  one  purpose 
—  Service  to  God  and  man  through  the  churches  and  agencies  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

In  the  Randolph  Association,  19  churches  subscribe  to  the  EVERY 
FAMILY  plan;  9  churches  have  Recorder  Clubs;  the  others  have  the  individual 
subscription  plan.  Subscriptions  total  approximately  1,782.  This  is  a  good 
number  but  the  RECORDER  should  be  in  every  Baptist  home. 

Some  may  ask  —  Why  every  home  when  some  magazines  are  thrown 
in  the  trash  can  at  the  Post  Office?  Let  us  not  think  of  the  few  who  throw 
away  the  RECORDER,  rather  let  us  think  of  the  many  who  will  be  faithful 
readers  if  it  goes  into  every  home.  The  cost  of  the  RECORDER  per  year 
varies.  The  every-family  plan  is  $2.00;  Club  plan,  $2.50;  individual  subscrip- 
tion, $3.00.  In  either  plan,  every  subscriber  receives  his  personal  copy  by 
mail.  Our  Baptist  literature,  written  by  Baptists  for  Baptists  should  also  be 
used  in  all  organizations  in  the  church.  It  is  second  to  none  and  better  than 
most. 

Paul  admonished  the  early  Christians  to  "Grow  in  grace  and  knowledge 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,"  and  "Jesus  increased  in  wisdom  and  stature  and  in 
favor  with  God  and  man."  The  challenge  to  grow  has  rung  through  the  ages 
and  still  rings,  for  churches  today  need  members  who  "seek  knowledge  and 
pursue  it"  continually  for  the  good  of  our  Nation  and  the  Glory  of  God.

BAPTIST  FOUNDATION  REPORT 

During  the  past  four  years  the  Foundation  has  been  actively  presented 
to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  through  the  associations,  churches,  group 
meetings  and  through  other  media  of  communication.  Our  reception  has  been 
a  most  cordial  and  pleasant  one.  When  the  Baptists  are  properly  and  fully 
informed  on  any  program,  they  can  be  depended  upon  to  act  wisely.  Our 
main  concern  during  these  past  four  years  has  been  to  let  our  people  know 
exactly  what  the  Foundation  is;  how  it  functions;  the  various  classes  of 
people,  churches,  associations,  conventions  and  agencies  it  represents  as 
well  as  putting  particular  emphasis  on  Christian  will  making. 

Memorial  investments  in  the  Foundation  have  gone  from  $60.11  to  ap- 
proximately $450,000.  No  sum  is  too  small  to  merit  our  attention  nor  too 
large  to  be  adequately  handled.  One  of  the  strong  characteristics  of  the 
Foundation  lies  in  its  fifteen  member  Board  of  Directors.  These  men  are 
businessmen  who  give  their  business  genius  and  ability  tto  the  work  of  the 
Foundation  without  any  remuneration  whatsoever.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

More  than  35,000  sick  people  were  seen  in  the  clinics  of  our  Baptist 
Medical  Center  in  Winston-Salem  last  year,  and  more  than  19,000  were  hos- 
pitalized for  bed  care.  These  sick  people  came  from  all  sections  of  our  state, 
out  of  all  kinds  of  financial  circumstances,  and  with  almost  every  type  of 
serious  disease  and  sickness  known  to  man.  Most  of  them  were  sent  by  their 
local  doctors,  because  they  had  problems  which  were  difficult  to  diagnose 
and  needed  specialized  facilities  and  skills  such  as  those  found  at  our  Baptist 
Hospital. 

In  addition  to  the  sick  people  who  were  served,  there  were  more  than 
700  persons  in  training  in  the  various  fields  of  medical  care  and  Christian 
service.  These  students  were  studying  in  ten  different  schools,  and  in  othei 
fields  of  training  in  our  Medical  Center,  and  will  go  out  to  serve  as  physi- 
cians, nurses,  technicians,  pastors,  and  other  Christian  workers,  in  our  com- 
munities and  churches  throughout  North  Carolina  and  on  our  mission  fields 
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around  the  world.  These  schools  offer  excellent  opportunities,  and  they  are 
interested  in  qualified  Baptist  young  people  who  wish  to  invest  their  lives 
in  useful  service  to  their  fellow  man  and  in  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

The  ministry  of  our  hospital  to  people  who  are  seriously  ill  and  in  mea- 
ger circumstances  lies  at  the  very  heart  of  its  total  work.  All  of  our  Mother's 
Day  offerings  are  used  for  this  purpose:  when  the  doctors  have  given  their 
skilled  services  without  charge  to  these  patients,  and  the  money  available 
from  all  other  sources  is  added,  every  dollar  we  give  is  multiplied  nine 
times  over  in  free  service  to  those  who  need  help. 

It  is  a  high  privilege  for  us  in  our  churches  to  minister  in  the  name  of 
the  Great  Physician,  through  our  hospital,  to  these  multitudes  who  are  sick. 
It  will  be  a  welcome  voice  when  the  King  shall  come  in  His  glory  and  we 
can  hear  Him  say:  "Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father;  for  I  was  sick,  and  ye 
visited  me."

BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

The  day  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  launched  a  ministry  to  the  aging 
fourteen  years  ago  was  a  good  day  indeed.  Since  that  time  four  Homes  for 
the  Aging  have  come  into  being,  and  a  fifth  one  is  in  the  making.  Many  el- 
derly people  have  been  blessed  by  this  compassionate  ministry  through  the 
years,  and  today  160  people  are  in  residence  at  Resthaven,  and  the  Hayes 
Home  in  Winston-Salem,  the  Albemarle  Home  in  Albemarle,  and  the  Hamil- 
ton Home  in  Hamilton.  When  the  proposed  new  Home  at  Yanceyville  is 
completed,  there  will  be  capacity  for  200.  It  is  anticipated  that  construction 
will  begin  on  the  Yanceyville  Home  during  1965. 

This  labor  of  Christian  love  and  nurture  is  ours  together,  and  we  could 
not  operate  without  the  concern,  the  prayers,  and  the  financial  support  of 
our  Baptist  people.  This  financial  aid  from  the  churches  comes  through  two 
very  vital  avenues  —  the  Special  Day  Offering,  received  on  the  third  Sun- 
day of  February  each  year,  and  the  Cooperative  Program.  Special  Day  Of- 
ferings receipts  for  1964  were  at  an  all-time  high  and  exceeded  $96,000.00. 
Through  these  gifts  we  were  able  to  supplement  from  80%  to  90%  of  the 
needy  residents  who  could  not  be  in  the  homes  otherwise. 

It  is  urgently  hoped  that  the  Special  Day  Offering  for  1965  will  be 
the  greatest  ever,  especially  in  view  of  the  pressing  and  ever-increasing 
needs  of  the  aging  in  our  midst  who  seek  our  help.  The  waiting  list  is  now 
175  and  grows  almost  daily. 

As  the  great  heart  of  the  Saviour  yearns  for  all  in  the  various  areas  of 
human  need,  we  are  grateful  that  He  has  commissioned  us  to  include  also 
a  special  ministry  to  the  aged  among  us.  We  have  responded  to  His  plea, 
we  are  giving  an  answer  to  Him  for  these  elderly  people  who  are  very  dear 
to  Him,  and  we  pray  that  every  church  in  our  State  Baptist  Convention  will 
be  very  careful  to  give  increasing  emphasis  to  this  vital  ministry.

The  Life  Benefit  Plan 

The  Life  Benefit  Plan  was  inaugurated  on  October  1,  1964  to  meet  the 
need  for  supplemental  life  protection  for  our  pastors  and  denominational 
employees,  and  has  already  achieved  phenomenal  success  with  more  than 
ten  thousand  active  participants.  It  affords  protection  ranging  from  ten  to 
thirty  thousand  dollars  for  death  under  age  46  with  graduated  benefits  there- 
after for  dues  of  $3.34  to  $10.00  per  month.  It  is  still  open  for  membership. 

The  Health  Benefit  Plan 

The  health  benefit  plan  is  an  all-inclusive  program  of  hospital,  surgical 
and  major-medical  protection  which  is  now  being  offered.  The  target  date 
for  the  beginning  of  this  plan  is  October  1,  1965.  Five  thousand  applica- 
tions are  required  by  September  1  in  order  to  put  this  program  into  effect. 

Benefits  Paid  —  "Manna  From  Heaven" 

It  has  been  said  by  many  annuitants  that  the  checks  which  come  from 
the  Annuity  Board  each  month  are  like  "Manna  from  Heaven".  These  checks 
vary  in  size,  depending  upon  the  length  of  time  one  was  a  member  and  the 
amount  of  dues  paid. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  Annuity  Board  in  1918,  almost  47  million 
dollars  have  been  paid  in  relief  annuity  benefits  to  the  men  and  women 
of  God  who  serve  Southern  Baptists.  In  1964  alone,  3V2  million  was  paid 
out  to  ministers   and  denominational  workers  or  their  families. 

Members  In  Annuity  Board  Plans 

Today  more  than  16,352  churches  are  in  the  Protection  Program  for  their 
pastors.  Approximately  10,000  of  these  churches  are  paying  the  total  10% 
dues. 

There  are  now  127  of  the  176  educational  institutions,  hospitals,  chil- 
dren's homes,  homes  for  the  aged  and  other  southwide  agencies  protected 
by  one  of  the  Annuity  Board  programs.  This  means  more  than  25,000  mem- 
bers are  in  the  Annuity  Board's  retirement  plans. 

There  are  seven  states  with  70%  or  more  of  the  churches  in  the  plan. 
At  the  present  time  North  Carolina  has  46%  of  the  churches  in  the  Protec- 
tion Program  for  ministers. 

Annuity  Board  Secretary 
Rev.  Guy  Cain  is  jointly  employed  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Con- 
vention and  the  Annuity  Board.  He  promotes  the  Board's  total  program  of 
protection  by  trying  to  enlist  all  pastors,  churches  and  denominational  em- 
ployees who  are  not  enrolled  in  the  program  in  North  Carolina.  He  works 
to  help  those  who  are  in  the  program  to  better  understand  the  protection 
they  have.

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  REPORT 

The  care  of  dependent,  neglected  and  homeless  children  is  the  centra] 
mission  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina.  In  addition  to 
providing  care  for  children  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Homes  to  join  hands 
with  other  Christian  forces  to  strengthen  wholesome  Christian  family  life 
throughout  the  state.  Our  people  have  supported  this  ministry  in  a  most 
generous  and  commendable  way. 

Our  Homes  are  serving  as  many  people  who  need  our  help  as  possible. 
They  are  dependent  upon  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  support.  Every  gift, 
however  small  or  large,  is  appreciated  and  is  used  for  the  purpose  for  which 
it  is  given.  Income  through  the  Cooperative  Program  is  becoming  increasing- 
ly important. 

The  Thanksgiving  Offering  of  last  year  is  approaching  three  hundred 
ten  thousand  dollars  ($310,000)  and  is  the  largest  ever  given.  This  suggests 
that  our  people  welcome  an  opportunity  to  support  the  "helping  ministries" 
of  the  church  which  are  close  to  the  heart  of  our  Lord. 

Two  estates  have  made  possible  two  very  fine  buildings  which  have  just 
been  completed  on  the  Hills  Home  campus.  Income  from  the  estate  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Leland  J.  Sadler  of  Anderson,  South  Carolina,  was  used  to  build 
a  library.  An  addition  to  the  church  was  financed  from  the  estate  of  Robert 
M.  Idol  and  Lela  Idol  of  Winston-Salem.  These  buildings  will  fill  a  most 
useful  purpose  in  the  educational  and  religious  life  of  the  Mills  Home  family. 

There  is  a  growing  need  for  good  Christian  foster  homes  in  which  chil- 
dren needing  this  kind  of  care  can  live.  Many  families  are  finding  much  hap- 
piness and  a  greater  opportunity  for  service  in  caring  for  foster  children. 
Thus,  many  boys  and  girls  are  privileged  to  grow  up  in  Christian  Homes 
who  otherwise  would  not  have  this  opportunity.  Should  you  have  an  "extra 
measure  of  love"  to  share  in  this  way  the  Homes  would  like  to  know  of  your 
interest. 

The  need  for  a  home  in  the  western  part  of  th  state,  more  adequately 
to  serve  the  people  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains,  has  been  discussed  in 
various  meetings  and  conferences.  The  possibility  of  such  a  home  is  meet- 
ing with  genuine  interest  and  enthusiasm.  Attention  is  currently  being  given 
to  a  suitable  location. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Children's  Homes  are  committeed  to  the  task  of  maintaining  a  Christian 
program  of  child  care  —  a  program  that  will  merit  the  undivided  support 
and  loyalty  of  our  people  and  that  will  bring  honor  to  our  Lord.  To  that 
end  it  is  our  purpose  to  meet  as  effectively  as  possible,  the  challenges  of  our 
day.
